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PREFACE. 


The  two  most  disastrous  gaps  in  our  long  series  of  Archives  occur 
in  the  period  covered  by  this  volume-  For  the  years  from  Sept.  1708 
to  Oct  1 7 14,  and  from  Dec.  171 5  to  Aug*  1721,  the  Council  records, 
both  original  and  copies,  are  missing,  and  diligent  search,  both  here 
and  in  London,  has  failed  to  discover  them.  It  is  to  be  feared  that 
during  the  long  period  when  the  ancient  archives  of  the  Province  and 
State  were  mouldering  in  cellars  or  thrown  into  waste-paper  bins,  these 
volumes  have  been  destroyed  with  many  other  important  documents. 
Some  condensed  records  of  the  years  1715-1716  have  been  found 
among  the  Calvert  Papers,  and  are  inserted  under  their  proper  dates* 

To  make  some  amends  for  these  deficiencies,  we  have  inserted  a 
collection  of  interesting  papers  bearing  on  affairs  in  Maryland  in  the 
years  1697-1714,  discovered  in  the  Public  Record  Office,  London,  by 
Henry  F.  Thompson,  Esq.  Particularly  interesting  are  the  census  lists 
(PP*  255'"^59)  f»Jrnished  by  several  Governors  to  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Hubert  Hall,  Esq.,  F,  S.  A.,  of  the  Public  Record  Office,  London — 
who  has  always  shown  a  warm  interest  in  our  researches,  and  to  whom 
we  are  indebted  for  very  valuable  assistance — ^called  our  attention  to 
the  Bridge  water  collection  of  manuscripts,  now  belonging  to  the  Earl 
of  Ellesmere  and  preserved  at  the  Bridge  water  Estate  Offices,  Man- 
chester, The  Duke  of  Bridgewater  was  for  a  long  time  President  of 
the  Board  of  Trade,  and  seems  to  have  had  charge  of  many  colonial 
papers.  Miss  Martin,  custodian  of  these  documents,  at  our  request 
kindly  furnished  us  a  list  of  such  as  related  to  Maryland,  a  number  of 
which  are  printed  as  an  appendix  to  this  volume.  Among  them  will  be 
found  curious  accounts  of  pirates  and  their  treatment  in  Philadelphia, 
two  characteristic  letters  from  William  Penn,  a  list  of  vessels  built  in 
Maryland  (this  from  the  Public  Record  Office)  and  other  interesting 
papers. 

Governor  Nicholson  being  removed  to  Virginia,  he  was  succeeded  on 
Jan.  2,  1698/9  by  Nathaniel  Blakiston.  Governor  Blakiston  was  of  a 
more  conciliatory  temper  than  his  predecessor,  and  seems  to  have  had 
and  deserved  the  good  will  of  the  Assembly  and  the  people.  During 
his  administration  the  State  house  was  struck  by  lightning  while  the 
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Assembly  was  sitting,  one  member  being  killed  and  others  injured. 
Pirates,  including  the  notorious  Kidd,  were  hovering  about  the  coast, 
alarming  the  inhabitants,  but  their  chief  resort  was  Philadelphia,  where 
they  found  friendly  treatment  and  protection,  and  ready  sale  for  their 
booty, 

Blakiston's  health  failing,  he  sailed  for  England  in  July,  1702,  and 
his  office  was  temporarily  held  by  Thomas  Tench,  President  of  the 
Council,  until  the  arrival  of  Governor  John  Seymour  in  1704. 

In  the  night  of  Oct,  17,  1704,  the  State  house  was  burned  and  many 
of  the  records  destroyed.  Ihis  calamity  was  followed  the  next  year  by 
a  fire  which  destroyed  the  court  house,  to  which  the  records  had  been 
removed,  and  several  other  buildings.  These  fires  were  believed  to  be 
the  work  of  conspirators  who  wished  to  destroy  the  evidence  of  their 
indebtedness.  Their  ringleader*  Richard  Clarke,  was  tried  for  this  and 
other  heinous  offences,  found  guilty  and  executed. 

On  July  30,  1709,  Governor  Seymour  died,  and  his  place  was  filled 
by  Edward  Lloyd,  President  of  the  Council,  until  the  arrival  of  Governor 
John  Hart  in  1714,  The  Council  records  of  Lloyd's  administration 
are  lost* 

As  the  Charter  of  Maryland  had  never  been  overthrown,  the  assump- 
tion of  the  government  by  William  III,  had  been  a  frank  usurpation  on 
the  ground  of  public  policy.  The  Proprietary,  Charles,  third  Lord 
Baltimore,  petitioned  Queen  Anne  for  its  restoration,  but  it  was  refused 
because  he  was  a  Roman  Catholic,  In  1713  his  son  and  heir,  Benedict 
Leonard,  renounced  the  faith  of  his  father  and  was  received  into  the 
Church  of  England,  at  the  same  time  taking  his  children  from  the 
Catholic  schools  where  they  were  being  educated  at  his  fathers 
expense.  Upon  this  his  father  withdrew  the  yearly  allowance  of  £as^ 
which  he  had  been  previously  paying,  and  the  Queen  granted  Benedict 
a  pension  of  ^^300  during  Charles's  life.  After  the  Queen's  death 
(Aug.  I,  1714)  Benedict  petitioned  George  L  (v,  p.  271)  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  this  pension » as  also  for  the  retention  of  Governor  Hart, 
who  had  been  appointed  at  his  request 

Charles,  Lord  Baltimore,  died  on  Feb.  20,  17 14/5,  aged  over  85,  and 
was  succeeded  by  Benedict  Leonard*  who  died  on  April  16  following, 
so  that  the  change  of  proprietorship  was  not  known  in  the  Province 
until  the  arrival  of  the  ships  which  brought  also  the  news  of  the  death 
of  Benedict  and  the  succession  of  his  eldest  son  Charles,  then  a  youth 
of  fifteen.  Charles  and  his  guardian  Lord  Guilford  petitioned  King 
George  (or  the  restoration  of  the  government,  and  this  peddon  was 
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granted  in  171 5,  Governor  Hart  being  retained  in  office.  The  royal 
government  had  lasted  twenty-four  years. 

Governor  Hart  returned  to  England  in  1720,  and  was  succeeded  in 
1721  by  Charles  Calvert,  whose  kinship  to  the  Proprietary  is  obscure. 
During  his  administration  the  boundary  troubles  with  Pennsylvania 
again  entered  on  an  acute  stage,  and  there  were  complaints  of  Mary- 
landers  of  forcible  dispossession  and  other  high-handed  acts. 

Charles  Calvert  was  succeeded  in  the  governorship  by  Benedict 
Leonard  Calvert,  a  brother  of  the  Proprietary,  who  took  his  seat  July  3, 
1727.  We  have  a  number  of  interesting  particulars  about  him  in  the 
Diary  of  the  antiquarian  Thomas  Hearne.  Young  Calvert  was  a 
student  of  Christ  College,  Oxford,  while  Hearne  was  resident  at  the 
University,  and  the  old  Jacobite  seems  to  have  conceived  a  friendship 
for  him  as  an  estimable  young  man  of  amiable  character  and  scholarly 
tastes.  Benedict  drew  up  for  him  with  his  own  hand  a  pedigree  of  the 
Calvert  family,  which  may  be  found  in  Hearne's  Diaries  under  the  date 
of  Sept.  I,  1 71 8,  and  which  serves  to  correct  several  errors  into  which 
biographers  have  fallen.

M'  Tubman  called  in  the  foregoing  Report  is  read  unto  him 
&  he  is  asked  if  he  has  any  thing  to  say  for  himself  why  he 
should  not  be  Suspended  accordingly  &  he  not  making  any 
answer  is  ordered  to  withdraw 
p.  181  Agreed  that  as  to  M"*  Tubmans  marriage  it  be  left  to  the 
Decision  of  the  civil  &  common  Law 

Advised  &  Ordered  that  whereas  M'  Geo  Tubman  was  ap- 
pointed to  Officiate  as  Minister  of  the  parishes  of  William  & 
Mary  &  Port  Tob''  in  Charles  County  &  also  did  Officiate  in

&  Accocick  Indians  lately  in  Articles  of  Peace  with  this  Pro- 
vince &  now  fled  into  Virginia  acquaints  them  that  when  his 
Excellency  CoH''  Nicholson  his  Majestys  Lieu^  &  Gov'  Gen^  of 
Virginia  of  the  Colony  was  here  in  Maryland  he  did  then  in 
favour  of  this  Province  propose  that  one  of  the  Gentlemen  of 
this  Board  &  Major  William  Dent  should  be  sent  to  him  in 
Virginia  upon  the  meeting  of  the  Assembly  there  in  order  to 
adjust  that  affair  but  forasmuch  as  the  said  Major  Dent  was 
his  Majestys  Atty  General  &  concerned  in  many  actions  as 
well  for  his  Majesty  as  others  in  the  Provincial  Court  here 
which  would  happen  at  the  same  time  his  Excellency  thought 
to  have  adjourned  the  Provincial  Court  but  afterwards  meet- 
ing several  of  the  Council  whose  houses  he  had  been  at  in  his

Major  Small  wood  to  acquaint  those  Indians  that  if  they  would 
come  in  here  &  quietly  set  down  they  should  be  kindly  dealt 
with  but  has  not  as  yet  heard  from  the  said  Major  Smallwood 

His  Excellency  says  he  is  informed  that  there  are  three 
Ships  now  trading  in  this  Province  wholy  owned  by  Scotch-

Land  laid  out  for  the  Indians  in  Somerset  County  of  which 
the  said  Indians  complain  &  the  said  Gentlemen  further  ac- 
quaint his  Excellency  that  they  fear  some  disturbance  may  be 
occasioned  thereby 

His  Excellency  with  the  advice  of  the  Board  does  thereupon 
order  that  M'  lohn  Rounds  one  of  his  Maj'*>**  lust  ices  of  the

p.  221  upon  the  late  murther  committed  by  the  Indians  upon  Thomas 
Thick  penny  &  his  wife  in  Prince  George's  County  to  have  a 
certain  young  Indian  Lad  at  Choptico  Son  to  the  Emperor  of 
Piscattoway  secured  &  kept  in  the  nature  of  an  hostage  until

let  you  know  that  your  Advices  were  very  Exact  &  dispatch't 
w^**  great  Diligence,  I  have  heard  froni  Loo,  that  his  Maty  was 
well  Satisfyed  with  your  Care  and  was  very  inclinable  that  you 
should  be  incouraged  to  proceed  in  the  Same  Manner.

His  Excellency  informs  them  that  he  had  advanced  &  lent 
the  Country  two  hundred  pounds  Sterl  which  he  had  sent  to 
CoH°  Addison  to  pay  &  Subsist  the  Rangers  on  the  falls  of 
Potomack  who  were  in  great  want  thereof  and  could  not 
have  had  that  money  without  the  meeting  of  the  Committee 
which  would  have  been  a  great  charge  to  the  Country 

His  Excellency  further  gives  them  to  understand  that  he  is 
informed  by  M^  Hermage  Robinson  an  Indian  Trader  that  the 
Emperor  of  Piscattoway  &  his  Indians  will  Come  to  Town  on 
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Lib.  X.  Monday  next  to  treat  with  his  Excellency  &  renew  their 
P*  ^^*  Articles  of  peace  &  Amity  &  thereupon  this  Board  do  desire 
his  Excellency  will  treat  with  them  &  leave  the  whole  Man- 
aging thereof  to  his  Excellency  &  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council  next  adjacent  advising  withal  that  the  Indians  be  told 
to  come  in  &  live  upon  their  Land  there  &  that  if  they  will 
give  Assurance  of  their  fidelity  they  Carry  some  of  the  english 
along  with  them  to  Rock  Creek  to  see  their  Fort  demolished 
there.

His  Excellency  the  Governor 

Ocquotomacquah  Emperor  of  Piscattoway  King  Peter  ats 
Ondauxon,  CoH**  James  Quahey  Bokachinno  Chixsinnahat, 
Dossaway  &  several  other  Indians 
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Stood  up  Colonel  James  on  Behalf  of  his  nation  of  Indians  Lib,  x. 
&  says  there  is  a  woman  that  is  Queen  of  pamunkey  &  Queen 
of  them  all  she  has  a  good  heart  &  presents  her  duty  to  his 
Excellency  &  desires  to  Live  in  Love  &  Friendship  with  the 
English  &  has  sent  him  a  Present 

And  thereupon  presents  his  hand  to  the  Gov^  on  Behalf  of 
the  Queen  which  his  Excellency  received  &  afterwards  return- 
ed in  like  manner  Assuring  them  of  all  Truth  &  Justice  &  that  p-  232 
his  Mas'"  Employed  none  but  such  as  were  so 

Coli*^  James  presents  his  Excellency  six  Beaver  skins 

Cofr  James  says  the  young  men  would  be  all  of  one  heart 
with  the  English  provided  they  were  not  disturbed  in  their 
hunting 

To  which  hi^  Excellency  Answers  that  upon  their  true  and 
good  Behaviour  he  will  take  care  to  have  such  persons  as 
affront  or  abuse  them  punished  allone  as  for  abusing  any  of 
his  Maj**^*  Subjects  CoH°  James  present  Six  Beaver  Skins 
more  which  he  says  are  by  the  Queen  his  Mistress  to  his 
Excellency  to  bestow  on  his  Servants  &  hopes  before  they  go 
away  they  will  shake  hands  heartily  &  then  set  down  as  not 
having  further  to  say 

His  Excellency  tells  them  he  takes  well  their  present  &  will 
return  them  another 

Then  his  Excellency  bad  the  Interpreter  to  tell  the  Emperor 
of  Piscattoway  that  in  as  much  as  he  has  been  in  this  Province 
a  considerable  time  he  should  have  been  glad  to  have  seen  him 
before  now  however  he  is  wellcome 

Bidds  him  ask  the  Emperor  if  he  or  his  Indians  were  under 
any  fear  or  diffidence  or  if  any  one  gave  them  ill  impressions 
of  any  ill  usage  they  might  expect  from  him  to  which  the  Em- 
peror says  no  not  any  Body  And  says  that  he  would  have  come 
before  now  when  his  Excellency  sent  for  him  but  that  the  In- 
dians that  his  Excellency  spoke  to,  to  bid  him  come  in  deceived 
him  &  came  not  too  him  but  went  to  Nanjotticot  but  that  he  p-  ^34 
was  now  come  in 

His  Excellency  gives  them  to  understand  that  we  have  not 
any  design  of  advantage  from  them  but  that  the  King  his 
Master  desires  they  may  be  kindly  Used  &  that  it  is  most  for 
their  Advantage  to  Live  quietly  &  easy  among  us 

Tells  them  that  several  Murthers  have  been  committed  of 
Late  &  divers  persons  injured  that  we  do  not  certainly  know 
who  it  was  that  has  done  it  but  hope  it  was  not  them  they 
absolutely  deny  they  are  Guilty  of  any  such  thing 

His  Excellency  observes  to  them  how  they  have  Shuffled  & 
put  of  &  on  &  Broke  their  Articles  so  that  it  was  but  Reason- 
able to  suspect  them  tells  them  he  expects  they  should  be  very 
punctual  to  what  is  now  said  &  promised  or  otherwise  he  will 
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Lib.  X.  not  further   treat  with  them  but  leaves  them  to  take  their 
own  Measures 

They  answer  that  the  Indians  have  a  good  heart  &  will  do 
no  Prejudice  to  any  body  that  does  not  hurt  them  &  desire  his 
Excellency  not  to  believe  any  Writing  against  them 

His  Excellency  assure  them  that  he  will  always  have  two 
Ears  one  for  the  English  &  one  for  the  Indians 

His  Excellency  tells  the  Emperor  of  Piscattoway  that  in  case 

his  Indians  are  refractory  &  will  not  be  kept  within  Bounds  & 

p.  23s  Measures  but  do  such  irregular  Things  as  will  be  Offensive  so 

that  he  cannot  rule  to  send  them  to  him  who  has  20000  Men 

under  his  Command  &  he  will  punish  them 

The  Emperor  asks  if  he  shall  come  to  live  at  Accokick  or 
Pamunckey  to  which  it  is  answered  he  may  at  either  of  them

They  are  told  of  their  Breach  of  Articles  and  asked  if  they 
are  desirous  for  to  enter  into  new  ones  to  which  they  say  they  are 

And  it  being  concluded  &  agreed  upon  that  the  Emp' should 
with  his  wife  &  Children  within  two  months  Come  in  &  Live 
at  Pamunckey  &  do  his  utmost  endeavours  to  perswade  the 
rest  of  the  Indians  to  do  so  likewise 

Ordered  that  Articles  of  peace  be  prepared  with  the  Agree- 
ment last  mentioned  incerted  &  in  all  other  Points  as  they  were 
before 

Ordered  also  that  Articles  of  peace  be  prepared  for  the 
Pamunckey  Indians 
p.  236  And  then  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  give  every  one  of 
the  said  Indians  presents,  &  of  greater  Value  to  Col°  James  for 
his  Mistress  the  Queen  of  Pamunckey  &  to  the  Emperor 
Ondauxon  King  Peter  &  others  of  Greater  Note 

And  then  told  them  to  come  again  to  morrow  morning  to 
sign  the  said  Articles  of  peace

Which  his  Excellency  produced  to  the  Board  &  first  their 
Lordships  Letter  of  in  Answer  to  his  Excellencys  of  p-  244 

the  id**'  of  August  1699  which  was  read  with  the  reasons 
oflfered  against  the  Act  of  Religion  Sec""  afterwards  his  Excel- 
lency is  pleased  to  produce  &  read  to  the  Board  his  Majestys 
Royal  Instructions  relating  to  the  Revising  the  Laws  of  this 
Province 

And  is  pleased  to  take  Notice  that  upon  the  Revisal  of  the 
said  Laws  in  the  General  Assembly  1699  all  the  said  Laws 
then  transmitted  for  transmitted  save  One  were  in  Force  be* 
fore  that  Assembly  though  several  of  the  same  nature  were 
then  united  under  one  Title  and  that  at  that  time  there  was 
all  Possible  due  care  taken  that  nothing  should  be  incerted  in 
any  of  them  infringing  his  Majestys  Prerogative  or  otherwise 
against  his  Interest  but  that  as  to  the  act  of  Religion  &c*  it 
having  so  long  slept  &  Being  a  Law  so  essential  to  the  pros- 
perity &  wellfare  of  this  Province  it  was  even  absolutely 
necessary  to  be  reenacted 

His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  shew  the  Board  his  own  Letter 
to  their  Lordships  in  answer  to  theirs  &  this  Board  upon 
further  consideration  had  of  their  Lordships  said  Letter 
reflecting  they  had  run  into  the  like  Error  as  to  the  Law  for 
Ascertaining  the  Laws  &c'  do  propose  advise  &  resolve  that 
upon  the  next  meeting  of  the  Assembly  it  be  Recommended 
to  them  to  Repeal  &  make  void  that  Law  which  is  not  at  all 
doubted 

And  further  that  this  Board  will  write  to  their  Lordships  in 
answer  to  their  Letter  aforesaid  about  Revising  the  Laws&c*  p.  ^45 
&  accordingly  do  write  the  following  letter

May  it  please  your  Lordships 

It  is  not  usual  nor  are  we  desirous  to  trouble  your  Lord- 
ships with  any  of  our  Lines  knowing  that  all  Affairs  relating 
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Lib.  X.  to  his  Majestys  service  &  this  Prov*  are  effectually  laid  before 
your  Lordships  by  his  Exc^  CoH'*  Blakiston  our  Governor  but 
that  which  occasions  us  to  give  your  Lordships  this  trouble  is 
to  excuse  our  selves  on  account  of  the  act  ascertaining  the 
Laws  of  this  Province  &  to  lay  before  your  Lordships  the 
subtil  contrivances  &  false  insinuations  of  those  who  are 
Enemies  both  to  his  Majestys  Government  &  Religion  &  we 
were  by  his  said  Excellency  upon  his  arrival  apprived  of  his 
Majestys  Instructions  for  revising  the  Laws  &  in  Regard  that 
an  Assembly  was  to  meet  in  a  small  time  It  was  advised  to 
defer  that  work  till  that  tijne  not  that  his  Excellency  or  we 
designed  to  make  use  of  the  Assemblys  Assistance  therein 
but  that  if  any  thing  was  amiss  that  could  be  amended  it 
might  be  then  done  &  we  beg  your  Ldsps  to  believe  that 
both  his  Ex*'  &  we  were  more  then  ordinary  cautious  that 
nothing  should  pass  which  in  the  least  intrench  on  his  Maj**^' 
interest  &  we  hope  there  is  nothing  in  them  that  docs;  but  if 
there  is  we  are  heartily  sorry  for  it  &  Assure  your  Lordships 
its  for  want  of  ludgment  not  Care  but  as  to  the  Law  ascer- 
taining the  Laws  we  are  fully  Convinced  by  your  Ldshps 
reasons  of  our  oversight  therein  &  only  beg  your  Lordships 
P^  246  patience  till  the  next  meeting  of  Assembly  &  we  doubt  not 
but  that  The  Matter  will  then  be  concerted  agreable  to  his 
Majestys  Intention 

As  to  the  Act  of  Religion  we  were  very  apprehensive  of 
the  disagreeableness  of  that  clause  of  a  different  nature 
therein  which  was  the  clause  of  his  Maj*'''*  disallowance  thereof 
but  could  not  tho  earnestly  endeavoured  bring  it  to  any  better 
Frame  that  time  but  hoped  for  a  more  favourable  Opportunity 
to  purge  out  those  imperfections  than  what  the  minds  of  the 
Assembly  would  then  allow  of  which  we  hope  is  now  in  some 
measure  attained  to  &  for  that  reason  &  withal  considering 
that  the  said  Law  had  laid  a  considerable  time  before  your 
Lordships  without  any  disapprobation  of  his  Majesty  we  did 
advise  his  Exc^  Coi''  Blakiston  not  to  endeavour  the  Repeal 
of  that  Law  till  his  Majestys  Pleasure  was  known  thereon  for 
besides  that  it  would  have  Begot  in  the  greatest  &  most  Emi- 
nent part  of  the  Province  who  are  earnestly  SoUicitous  for 
establishing  the  Protestant  Religion  here  an  odium  of  his 
Exc^  &  us  to  drop  that  which  Supported  their  dearest ;  we 
could  not  certainly  tell  what  other  amendment  might  be 
required  besides  the  said  Clause  all  which  we  hope  by  this 
Revisal  in  May  last  is  so  qualified  as  to  procure  his  Majestys 
Gracious  Allowance  &  which  with  the  Greatest  Joy  &  most 
humble  Acknowledgments  we  are  sure  will  be  Received  by 
us  &  all  his  Maj''''*  good  Subjects  here  &  in  that  particularly 
as  well  as  in  all  other  Affairs  in  Gen'  his  Exc^'  great  Zeal  & 
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Affection  to  his  Majestys  Service  has  Eminently  appeared  to  Ub,  x. 
LIS  all  which  in  Right  to  truth  we  think  ourselves  obliged  to 
acknowledge  to  your  good  Lordships 

Though  Reflections  or  Sence  of  ill  Usage  if  much  ag"  our  p-  ^47 
nature  &  the  constitution  of  this  Gov*  yet  for  our  own  lusti- 
Hcation  we  hold  our  selves  obliged  to  disburthen  the  Govern- 
ment from  some  aspersions  cast  upon  it  by  some  persons  who 
stile  themselves  the  Antient  Planters  &  none  of  the  least 
Traders  here  whilst  their  names  are  Concealed  &  therein 

I*'  We  humbly  appeal  to  your  Lordships  by  comparing 
the  Act  of  Religion  with  the  several  exceptions  against  it  if 
they  have  not  unworthily  perverted  the  Sence  &  mean*  of 
the  Law  particularly  the  4*'',  5'^,  7'**,  8**'  and  9'^  Exceptions 

2  We  assert  to  your  Lordships  for  an  undoubted  truth 
that  there  is  nothing  imposed  upon  any  dissenting  Protestants 
or  even  papists  but  the  payment  of  40  ^  Poll  equal  with  his 
Majestys  other  Protestant  Subjects  &  none  of  the  other  in- 
junctions in  that  Law  have  been  so  much  as  pretended  to  be 
imposed  upon  any  dissenting  Protestant  but  on  the  contrary 
they  are  permitted  the  quiet  &  peacable  enjoyment  &  use  of 
their  Religion  w'^out  the  Least  molestation  whatsoever  & 
therefore  they  greatly  wrong  that  Law  &  the  Gov*  by  their

We  humbly  assure  your  Lordships  that  what  ever  tides 
persons  may  give  themselves  of  dissenting  Protestants  there 
has  no  sects  of  Religion  here  opposed  that  Law  but  the 
Papists  &  Quakers  who  from  the  first  Beginning  of  his 
Majestys  happy  Gov*  here  with  which  that  Law  entred  have 
with  their  Greatest  Might  obstructed  it  &  so  diligent  were  p-  ^4^ 
they  therein  that  the  Quakers  had  got  Copies  of  his  Majestys 
Order  in  Council  for  disallowing  that  Law  long  before  the 
Original  from  your  Lordships  arrived  &  their  diligent  spread- 
ing the  same  caused  great  Disquiets  in  the  minds  of  his 
Majestys  good  Subjects  &  for  their  being  antient  Settlers  we 
acknowledge  that  some  though  but  few  Papists  were  at  the 
first  seating  but  so  far  were  the  Quakers  from  being  the  most 
antient  Seaters  that  when  they  first  came  in  they  were  ordered 
to  be  whipped  out  for  disturbing  the  Government  as  by  an 
order  of  Council  the  Copy  whereof  is  inclosed  appears  & 
they  are  so  far  now  from  being  any  considerable  part  that  we 
are  confident  they  will  not  make  the  twelfth  part  of  the  Prov- 
ince but  were  this  Law  down  we  believe  they  would  increase

Produced  and  read  his  Majestys  Letter  of  the  19*^  of  Jan- 
uary 1700  directing  a  supply  of  650I  Sterling  to  be  furnished 
by  this  Province  for  the  Aid  &  Defence  of  the  Frontiers  of 
his  Majestys  Prov'  of  New  York 

Which  being  taken  into  due  consideration  &  this  Board 
desiring  to  procure  a  dutiful  compliance  to  his  Majestys 
Commands 

It  is  their  opinion  that  in  regard  the  Gov*  of  New  York  has 
never  yet  called  for  the  said  sum  it  would  have  been  very 
chargeable  to  this  Province  to  have  conveened  the  assembly

Then  was  produced  &  read  their  said  Lordships  Letter  to 
his  Excellency  the  Governor  of  the  22^  of  July  1701  requir- 
ing his  Excellency  to  get  the  best  information  he  can  & 
speedily  transmitt  the  same  to  their  Lordships  relating  to  the 
ill  Conduct  of  Proprietary  Government  especially  of  Mary- 
land when  under  that  Gov*  &  also  of  the  adjacent  Proprietary 
Government  of  Pensylvania  &  the  Jerseys 

Whereupon  his  Excellency  requires  the  Members  of  this 
Board  they  having  been  resident  in  this  Province  when  under 
the  Proprietary  Government  to  give  him  the  best  information 
they  can  as  to  the  Observations  they  have  made  upon  the  ill 
conduct  of  that  Government  &  likewise  what  they  know  or  p-  274 
have  heard  Concerning  the  Proprietary  Gov^  of  Pensylvania 
and  the  east  and  west  Jerseys 

To  which  they  do  say  that  as  to  this  Province  when  under 
the  Proprietary  Government  of  the  Lord  Baltimore  &  those 
by  him  impowered  they  have  been  informed  great  irregular- 
itys  were  committed  but  forasmuch  as  their  Lordships  Com- 
mands are  instant  for  a  speedy  Answer  they  can  only  give 
this  present  account  reserving  themselves  to  give  their  Lord- 
ships such  further  circumstances  &  Proofs  as  at  Present  they 
cannot  for  want  of  time  to  enquire  and  examine  into  viz^  that 
they  are  well  assured  under  the  Proprietary  Government  of 
this  province  there  were  no  oaths  of  Allegiance  or  other  obli- 
gatory oaths  to  his  Majesty  imposed  upon  or  administred  to 
any  person  within  this  Province  whether  of  the  Council  lus- 
tices  or  any  the  Ministerical  Officers  but  that  such  persons 
only  took  an  oath  of  Fidelity  to  his  Lordship  the  Proprietary 
&  other  oaths  for  the  due  execution  of  their  respective  offices 

There  were  several  Laws  in  the  Proprietary  Governm*  with 
the  advice  &  Consent  of  the  Assembly  hut  how  far  repugnant 
to  the  Laws  of  England  or  prejudicial  to  Trade  they  cannot 
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Lib.  X,  preteod  to  Judge  that  they  never  understood  those  Laws 
were  sent  to  England  otherwise  than  to  the  Lord  Proprietary 
when  there  residing 

That  in  the  said  Proprietary  Government  there  were  not 
any  appeals  allowed  from  this  Province  to  England  but  that 
the  Judgment  &  Sentence  of  the  Gov'  &  Council  which  was 
p.  276  then  called  &  Stiled  the  upper  House  of  Assembly  was  final 
in  all  Causes  &  the  Governor  and  Council  who  were  the  only 
Judges  of  the  said  Appeals  were  the  same  persons  who  gave 
Judgment  in  the  provincial  Court  the  Lord  Proprietary  and 
his  Council  being  the  Judges  of  that  Court. 

Two  of  his  Majestys  Collectors  of  Putuxent  to  wit  M'^ 
Christopher  Rousby  &  after  him  M'  John  Pain  were  murdered 
in  the  execution  of  their  Offices  tho  they  cannot  say  the  same 
was  absolutely  chargeable  upon  the  Government* 

They  do  not  know  of  any  great  application  made  by  that 
Government  for  Arms  and  ammunition  tho  they  are  very 
credibly  informed  &  there  are  several  persons  yet  Living  that 
will  attest  the  14**  p  Ton  formerly  &  yet  taken  by  and  paid  to 
the  Lord  Proprietary  as  Port  dutys  was  intended  &  given  for 
the  maintenance  of  Forts  &  defence  of  the  Province  &  was 
originally  stiled  &  called  Fort  Duties  &  not  Port  Duties  which 
duty  they  humbly  conceive  does  of  right  belong  to  his  Majesty 
and  doubt  not  in  a  small  time  to  demonstrate  the  same 

As  to  Pensylvania  they  are  sensible  that  the  Raising  & 
lowring  coins  has  been  an  advantage  that  Government  has 
had  above  his  Majestys  immediate  Governments  but  what 
advantages  they  have  made  thereby  they  cannot  judge  but 
believe  it  has  at  some  times  been  the  means  to  draw  out  the 
money  from  his  Majestys  Governments  to  the  Proprietary 
Gov'*  &  for  some  time  &  still  does  continue  so  to  do  from 
this  Province  to  Pensylvania 
p.  277  That  Government  before  Governor  Pens  last  arrival  there 
did  give  too  much  Countenance  to  fugitive  Seamen  Debtors 
&  run  away  servants  going  from  hence  and  did  rather  impede 
then  further  their  return  but  M'  Penn  upon  his  arrival  gave 
some  redress  to  those  evils  &  continued  so  to  do  during  his 
stay  there  Especially  as  to  Runaway  Servants 

That  they  have  been  credibly  informed  that  for  Years  last 
past  many  Pirates  have  resorted  to  that  Government  &  in 
great  Probability  have  contributed  much  to  the  enriching  that 
Place  &  do  understand  that  CoH**  Robert  Quary  who  has 
resided  there  some  years  is  lately  gone  for  england  to  lay  the 
state  of  that  Province  before  their  Lordships 

As  to  the  east  &  west  lerseys  having  nocomerce  with  them 
being  remote  can  only  say  that  they  have  been  Generally 
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informed  that  they  have  been  a  Receptacle  of  Pirates  with  their  Ub.  x. 
Effects  &  have  also  given  encouragement  to  illegal  traders 
running  their  Goods  there  neither  have  the  inhabitants  had 
much  regard  for  the  Government  imposed  on  them  by  the 
Proprietors  having  at  their  pleasures  imprisoned  their  Gov- 
ernor &  again  receive  him  as  such  according  to  the  Prev- 
alency  of  the  several  parties 

His  Excellency  having  laid  before  the  Board  the  Accounts 
of  the  vestries  of  the  several  parishes  in  the  several  Coun- 
ties of  this  Province  which  are  ready  to  be  sent  to  their 
Lordships  of  trade  &  plantations  &c*  in  order  to  the  obvia-  p.  278 
ting  some  false  Objections  which  have  been  made  in  England 
against  the  raising  and  disposal  of  the  40^  of  Tobacco  p  Poll 
here  for  the  Support  of  the  Ministry 

Ordered  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Council  see  the  said  Accounts 
regularly  stated  and  fairly  transcribed  in  order  to  be  sent  to 
their  said  Lordships 

His  Excellency  proposes  to  the  Conncil  that  in  reguard  an 
opportunity  now  presents  of  buying  some  powder  already  in 
the  Country  whether  it  may  not  be  advisable  att  this  Junc- 
ture to  embrace  the  Occasion 

To  which  the  Gentlemen  say  they  are  sensible  there  is  a 
considerable  Quantity  of  Powder  already  in  the  Country 
which  is  continually  decaying  and  Damnifying  therefore  do 
not  at  present  think  it  Necessary 

His  Excellency  says  he  has  often  called  upon  George  Plater 
&  George  Muschamp  Esq"  his  Maj"^*  Receivers  to  give 
Security  for  their  Receivers  places  who  now  propose  Thomas 
Tench  Esq'  &  Lieu'  CoH°  Jacob  Moreland  to  be  their  securi- 
tys  which  are  well  Approved  of 

Upon  the  Application  of  George  Plater  Esq'  Ordered  that 
the  several  Clarks  of  the  respective  County  Courts  do  forth- 
with return  an  exact  List  of  all  Fines  &  Forfeitures  in  there 
County  Courts  w'^**  have  fallen  since  his  Majestys  more  imme- 
diate happy  Government. 

Whereas  it  is  now  the  winter  Season  and  his  Majestys  p.  279 
advice  Boat  Eagle  under  the  comm*^  of  Captain  Nathaniel 
Bostock  is  in  this  River  it  is  thought  advisable  that  he  bring 
the  Vessel  into  the  Creek  where  she  may  be  ready  upon  all 
Occasions  if  the  weather  will  permit.

Came  M'  Joseph  Holt  minister  of  William  and  Mary  Parish 
in  S'  Marys  County  in  obedience  to  a  summons  sent  him  to 
attend  this  Board  but  forasmuch  as  there  was  no  accusation 
transmitted  against  him  hither  by  the  Justices  of  the  said 
County  nor  the  vestry  of  the  Parish  tho  directed  so  to  do  this 
Board  could  not  proceed  further  against  him  but  acquaint 
him  that  they  are  informed  there  was  a  Bastard  Child  laid  to 
him  by  a  Woman  that  pretended  to  be  hia  Kins-woman  & 
further  that  he  associated  with  another  Woman  of  ill  Fame 
to  the  Dishonour  of  the  Church  &  his  Profession  besides  the 
advantage  that  will  be  taken  by  the  Enemies  thereto  with  the

S'  Thomas  Lawrence  her  Majestys  Secry  complaining 
representeth  that  in  July  last  M'  Cha  Carrol  Clark  of  the 
Pattents  to  the  Lord  Baltimore  told  me  that  there  were  eighty 
two  Patents  prepared  by  him  &  ready  to  be  sent  to  Col* 
Henry  Darnal  Keeper  of  my  Lords  Seal  to  Affix  it  unto  them 
M'  Carrol  also  delivered  to  me  my  List  of  my  part  of  the 
Fees  arising  from  them  amounting  to  nigh  i 3Cmdo  1  Tobacco 
I  desired  him  to  order  them  to  be  sent  to  my  Office  to  be 
recorded  forthwith  because  of  his  intention  as  he  declared  of 
Going  for  Entrland  in  the  Fleet  he  then  desired  to  buy  of 
me  my  List  of  fees  of  13000^  robacco  for  which  he  oflTered 
me  little  more  than  4'^  p  Cent  And  demanded  in  Discount  p*  3*^7 
half  the  Fees  of  Searches  in  the  Land  Office  in  my  Custody 
that  should  issue  out  this  last  Year  &  at  the  same  rate  I  told 
him  that  I  would  not  sell  him  my  Fees  at  that  Rate  and  that 
he  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  Searches  in  my  Land  Office 
which  by  the  Kings  Order  of  February  the  is**"  1695  were 
expressly  to  be  paid  to  the  Secry  even  by  my  Lords  Officers 
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Lib.  X.  themselves  upon  which  he  replied  if  I  persisted  in  that  mind 
no  Patents  should  be  sent  to  be  recorded  in  the  Secrys  Office 
this  Year  &  further  threatned  that  he  would  cause  my  Lord 
to  alter  his  method  of  letting  his  Lands  in  this  Province  &  to 
do  it  by  some  other  sort  of  Assurance  than  by  Patents  as 
usual  &  to  Show  he  was  in  earnest  after  having  said  the  same 
thing  to  my  Self  on  board  the  Fleet  at  the  capes  wrote  to  M' 
Will™  Taylard  July  27'''  after  this  manner 

I  find  Sir  Thomas  and  I  cannot  agree  about  the  Division  of 
the  Fees  therefore  the  trouble  of  recording  the  Patents  will  be 
saved  to  you  this  Year  for  I  am  resolved  now  he  is  so  un- 
reasonably Slifif  to  try  another  course  when  I  am  come  home 
at  my  return  to  Annapolis  towards  the  Latter  End  of  August 
taking  no  notice  of  the  dispute  betwixt  us  I  wrote  to  Co!*" 
Darnal  &  sending  the  Acco*  of  the  Pattents  under  M'  Carrols 
hand  by  M^  In*"  Freeman  received  the  Colonels  Answer  the  4'*" 
of  September  following  &  refer  the  Copy  of  my  Letter  and  his 
answer  to  the  Consideration  of  this  honble  Board  but  finding 
Co^  Darnal  take  no  further  notice  of  the  matter  on  the  12^^  of 
October  last  upon  Application  to  the  honble  M'  President  & 
the  Council  1  obtained  an  Order  to  the  Colonel  to  Bring  in  the 
p.  30S  Patents  to  be  recorded  in  my  Office  according  to  the  Kings 
Order  to  this  the  Col°  Replied  that  having  been  ill  those 
Patents  had  not  been  sent  but  should  so  soon  as  he  was  capable 
of  com^  to  M'  Carrols  house  as  by  his  Letter  to  M'  Bladen  & 
to  my  Self  of  October  4'''  1702  but  perceiving  that  all  was

of  Almighty  God  the  witness  of  the  Truth  of  what  he  said 
that  on  Tuesday  the  2**  histant  One  Wallace  Mate  to  Captain 
Bostock  Commander  of  her  Majestys  Advice  Boat  Eagle 
about  six  of  the  Clock  in  the  Evening  came  on  Board  his 
Ship  in  the  Pinnace  Belonging  to  the  said  Advice  Boat 
together  with  the  Boats  Crew  who  S tiled  him  Master  where- 
upon the  Attestant  desired  him  to  walk  aft  &  entertained 
him  very  kindly  till  very  late  between  twelve  &  one  of  the 
p-  315  Clock  as  he  Beheves  &  then  ordered  a  Bed  and  Supper  in  an 
Ordinary  on  Shoar  by  the  said  Ship  to  be  got  ready  for  the 
said  Wallace  who  then  told  the  Attestant  that  he  was  ordered 
by  Captain  Bostock  to  bring  away  the  two  men  he  had  lent 
him  or  otherwise  the  two  best  men  on  Board  whereupon  the 
Attestant  demanded  by  what  Authority  &  thereupon  the  said 
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Wallace  puird  out  of  his  Pocket  an  Order  or  warrant  which  Lib.x. 
the  Attestant  did  Conceive  and  verily  believes  was  the  order 
or  warrant  of  the  honble  President  lately  given  said  Wallace 
upon  his  being  sent  with  a  Sloop  for  relief  of  a  certain  ship 
run  on  the  Tangier  Islands  &  verily  Believing  him  to  have  no 
Authority  to  impress  any  of  his  men  turned  him  &  the  Boats 
Crew  from  on  Board  the  Vessel  after  which  the  next  morning 
said  Wallace  Came  on  Board  again  and  was  something 
milder  but  the  Attestant  finding  him  to  have  no  Authority  to 
impress  his  men  told  him  he  should  have  none  of  them 
whereupon  the  said  Wallace  left  the  ship  and  the  attestant 
endeavoured  to  make  his  application  to  the  President  for  his 
Protection  but  not  finding  him  at  home  did  apply  himself  to 
the  Honble  James  Sanders  Esq'  one  of  her  Majestys  Council 
who  at  his  request  came  on  Board  the  Attestants  Ship  &  was 
perswaded  to  tarry  on  Board  all  night  where  early  the  next 
morning  came  Captain  Bostock  with  the  Boats  Crew  &  Chi-

Conestogoa,  and  about  three  years  agoe  came  to  the  Piscat- 
aways.  Coll  Beale  takes  a  knife  from  the  said  Indian  which 
he  says  severall  offer  to  sweare  was  the  mans  Lately  Mur- 
ihered,  Ordered  that  the  Indian  be  coniitted  to  the  Goale  of 
Ann  Arundell  County.

That  he  hoped  they  did  not  thinke  he  had  sent  for  them  on 
a  frivolous  occasion  but  for  her  Majestys  &  the  Countrys  Ser- 
vice &  their  owne  Safety  and  that  in  Case  of  any  Danger  or 
Invasion  they  should  never  want  either  his  Advice  or  utmost 
Assistance  and  Asks  their  Opinion  where  they  thinke  are  the 
most  Proper  Places  for  Securing  their  Shipps 
p.  47  After  which  the  said  Comanders  withdrew  And  after 
Some  time  Came  Cap*  James  Thomas  on  behalf  of  all  the 
Masters  of  the  Shipps  and  acquaints  his  Excellency  &  the 
Board  that  the  Masters  of  the  Shipps  have  Considered  what 
his  Excellency  was  Pleased  to  Comunicate  to  them  &  wholly 
Submitt  themselves  to  the  Judgment  and  Opinion  of  his  Ex- 
cellency &  this  Board  Whereupon  its  Ordered  that  all  Shipps 
now  in  a  readiness  to  Sayle  do  as  Speedily  as  may  be  re- 
pair to  puttuxent  River  &  those  not  ready  do  upon  the  first 
Alarme  make  the  best  of  their  way  thither  in  Order  to  Secure 
themselves  and  do  in  all  things  con  forme  themselves  to  the 
Directions  of  the  Proclamation,  His  Excellency  aquaints  the 
Board  that  upon  persuall  of  the  lour  nails  of  the  Councill  in 
Assembly  and  of  the  house  of  Delligates  he  finds  Severall 
Mistakes  and  Incongruitys  &  that  he  has  Desired  Coll  Thomas 
Smith  &  M'  Robert  Smith  to  Correct  the  same  and  thinks  it 
proper  with  the  advice  of  the  Councill  that  one  other  member 
of  this  Board  be  Joyned  to  assist  therein  His  Excellency 
desires  M'  Tench  will  be  aiding  to  them  in  that  Affaire. 

His  Excellency  represents  to  this  Board  the  great  evill  too 
Comon  in  this  Province  of  Persons  Divulging  ffalse  News 
p.  48  which  may  putt  the  Province  into  great  Alarms  and  hopes  the 
members  of  this  Board  will  Stand  by  him  in  Punishing  Such 
Offenders  upon  discovery  oi  them  To  which  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Councill  do  say  that  they  will  stand  by  his  Excellency 
to  the  Utmost  of  their  Powers  in  Preventing  and  Punishing 
such  Evill s  &  desire  of  ffair  Proof  of  any  such  thing  his  Ex- 
cellency will  be  Pleased  to  Secure  the  Offenders- 
Read  the  Petition  of  Captain  Richard  Hill  praying  Liberty 
to  Shipp  off  twenty  two  hogsheads  of  Tobacco  to  Barbadoes 
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without  paying  the  Doty  of  one  peny  p  pound  he  having  lost  Lib.  c.  b. 
so  much  in  a  Sloope  going  out  of  this  Province  which  being 
read  &  Debated  it  is  Answered  that  this  Board  do  not  thinke 
it  within  the  Verge  of  their  power  to  Grant  the  Petitioners 
request  there  being  an  Act  of  Parliament  of  the  Kingdom  of 
England  whereby  the  Duty  of  one  peny  p  pound  on  Tobacco 
is  given  to  the  Use  of  the  Colledge  in  Virginia  which  Act  is 
so  Positive  that  it  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Boarde  the  Petitioner 
remains  without  Remedy  here. 

Ordered  that  the  lustices  of  the  lower  Countys  Inquire  what 
Pilots  are  resident  within  their  Precincts  and  call  thein  before 
them  to  give  good  Security  upon  the  first  alarme  to  make  the 
best  of  their  Way  to  land  by  Annapolis.  p.  49

His  Excellency  acquaints  the  Board  that  having  Severall 
weighty  Matters  to  lay  before  them  for  her  Majestys  Service 
in  as  much  as  he  is  not  yett  recovered  from  his  late  long 
indisposition  he  hopes  they  will  not  take  it  Amiss  if  he  has 
not  put  them  in  such  regular  Methods  as  they  should  be. 

And  first  his  Excellency  is  Pleased  to  take  Notice  of  her 
Majestys  Royall  Instructions  for  the  building  Goales  &c  and 
how  Often  the  Insufficiency  of  the  Goale  at  Annapolis  had 
been  represented.  Whereupon  with  the  Advice  of  the  hon'*^' 
Councill  he  had  caused  it  to  be  amended  &  Strengthned 
Which  Maj'  Josiah  Wilson  had  undertaken  and  Performed 
The  Board  do  say  that  it  was  very  Requisite  &  approving 
thereof  referred  Maj^  Wilson  to  the  Comittee  for  laying  the 
Publiq  Levy  for  payment,  And  Coll  Hamond  Desired  to  give 
them  Satisfaction  therein. 

His  Excellency  was  Pleased  to  produce  a  Letter  from  S'

her  Majestys  Councill  here  by  Order  of  Councill  had  putt  the 
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said  Bladen  an  Attorney  retayned  against  him  into  the  Pes-  uu.  a  b. 
session  of  all  his  ffees  &  pqulsitesof  Office  It  is  only  to  make 
a  coulourable  pretence  of  some  hardship  done  to  S'  Thomas 
when  indeede  there  is  not  any»  as  may  appear  by  the  Minutes 
in  Councill  of  the  f^oi  December  1704.  When  the  Councill 
being  informed  ol  the  Death  of  Coll  William  Dent  whome  p-  S3 
S''  Thomas  Laurence  had  left  his  attorney  here,  did  inquire 
Who  tooke  Care  of  S'  Thomas's  concerns*  And  being  made 
Sencible  that  S'  Thomas  Laurence  had  made  over  and 
assigned  all  the  ffees  Perquisites  and  Proffits  of  his  Secre- 
tarys  Office  to  William  Bladen  for  the  Satisfactions  payment 
of  two  hundred  &  fifty  pounds  Ster  &  15293'*  Tobacco  did 
thiake  the  Said  William  Bladen  the  Properest  Person  to  take 
Care  of  such  ffees,  And  whereas  it  was  absolutely  Necessary 
that  the  said  S'  Thomas  Laurence's  Clarks  who  mannage  the 
Office  and  the  Deputy  Secretary  should  be  paid  their  respec- 
tive Sallarys,  It  was  Ordered  that  the  Said  Bladen  should 
take  Care  and  see  them  paid  out  of  S'  Thomas's  ffees  Which 
wee  hope  all  Reasonable  men  will  aprove  of  without  observing 
the  least  Shadow  of  Disrespect  to  &  Thomas  Laurence  therein 
not  being  in  the  least  conscious  to  our  Selves  thereof.

years  Profitt  of  that  Branch  of  his  Office  Wee  very  well 
remember  how  Tender  his  Excellency  was  of  S'  Thomas 
Lawrence  her  Majesty s  Secretary s  Interest  therein  tho  it  was 
Strongly  asserted  that  the  Said  Secretary  had  no  right  thereto 
and  are  assured  that  his  Said  Excellency  did  Propose  the 
Said  Law  should  be  Petitionary  to  the  end  to  give  S'  Thomas 
a  better  handle  to  make  his  Pretentions  Appear  before  her 
most  Sacred  Majesty  in  Council],  and  in  Case  his  Excellency 
had  not  then  agree  to  the  Bill  as  Proposed  yett  S^  Thomas 
Could  not  reap  any  benefitt  for  that  the  former  Act  of  As- 
sembly  for  levying  those  fines  having  been  a  temporary  Law 
&  Expired  there  there  was  no  power  to  receive  those  Lycences 
Vested  in  any  Person  Wherefore  this  Article  is  also  a  very 
unjust  &  groundless  Charge  against  his  Said  Excellency  the 
Governour  who  is  thus  unhandsomely  rewarded  for  his  flavour 
and  ffriendship  to  S^  Thomas* 

S^  Thomas  Laurences  Complaint  that  the  Searches  in  the 
Land  Office  were  cutoff  to  one  Moyety  &  other  ffees  abridged 
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ib,  c.  B.  to  the  Value  of  Seven  Thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  yearly 
p*  ss  is  not  altogether  true  tho  S'  Thomas  has  Some  Ground  for 
the  Suggestion.  It's  true  The  ffees  of  Searches  are  altered 
having  formerly  been  four  pounds  of  Tobacco  p  Annum  but 
now  four  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  every  year  within  the  first 
five  years  &  two  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  every  year  after  And 
two  or  three  other  ffees  conceived  too  Excessive  by  the  Gen- 
eral! Assembly  are  Somewhat  retrenched  not  but  that  there 
is  Still  a  reasonable  reward  for  those  Services  to  be  done  by 
the  Secretarys  Clarks  and  had  not  his  Excell''^  tho  he  declared 
it  to  be  against  his  inclinations,  and  this  Board  Agreed  thereto 
the  Secretarys  ffees  for  want  of  An  Act  of  Assembly  the 
former  having  been  Temporary  and  Expired  would  have  been 
as  Precarious  as  the  Ordinary  Lycences  were  for  near  two 
years  when  for  want  of  a  Law  there  was  no  Authority  to 
Collect  them.

any  Proceeding  of  Court,  not  otherwise  rated  not  Exceeding 
half  a  Side  of  a  leaf.  And  by  one  other  Act  of  Assembly 
made  at  the  Port  and  Towne  of  Annapolis  the  5^*"  day  of 
December  1704  in  like  manner  Entitutd  An  Act  for  ascertain- 
ing OfiRcers  ffees  it  was  Enacted  that  the  Said  Clarke  of  the  p*  58 
Provinciall  Court  might  Charge  Eight  pounds  of  Tobacco  for 
Drawing  any  Proceeding  of  that  Court  if  it  Exceeded  half  a 
Side  of  a  Leaf  here  may  it  Please  your  Excellency  the  Nega- 
tive not  Inserted  in  the  Same  Article  of  the  fformer  recited 
Act  of  Assembly  is  omitted  &  left  out;  by  which  means  the 
Clarke  is  withheld  from  Charging  anything  for  a  great  part  of 
the  Proceedings  of  that  Court  to  the  great  Detriment  of  the 
Secretarys  Office  &  forasmuch  as  it  Appears  manifestly  to  be 
a  mistake  of  the  Transcriber  &  in  no  wise  the  Intent  of  the 
Assembly  to  Oblige  the  Clarke  to  those  Services  Ex-Officio, 
I  do  in  most  humble  manner  apply  my  Self  to  your  Excellency 
&  this  hon^''^''  Board  for  Releif  in  the  premises.

Lib.  c,  B.  Now  may  it  please  your  Excellency  alltho  the  letter  of  the 
Law  be  that  the  Clark  may  Charge  Eight  pounds  of  Tob**  for 
Drawing  any  Proceedings  of  Co't  if  it  Exceed  half  a  Side  of 
a  leafe  Yet  I  humbly  conceive  this  to  be  a  mistake  of  the 
IVanscriber  &  that  by  inadventency  he  hath  Omitted  to  Incert 
the  Negitive  not ;  as  it  is  in  the  Same  Article  in  the  Said 
recited  Act  of  Assembly  expressed  &  incerted:  that  is  to  Say 
not  exceeding  half  a  Side  of  a  leaf  &  that  this  mistake  of  the 
P  59  Transcriber  is  Obvious  both  the  Nature  of  the  Thing  &  the 
Subsequent  Article  in  the  Same  list  of  flfees  do  Evidently 
demonstrate  for  in  the  Tax  Sett  upon  the  next  Article  the 
Clarke  is  allowed  to  Charge  16  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  draw- 
ing any  Proceeding  if  it  be  above  half  a  Side,  Now  the  Ex-

the  Article  ought  to  have  been  8  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  all 
proceedings  that  did  not  exceed  half  a  Side  of  a  leaf  &  Double 
that  is  to  Say  Sixteen  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  all  proceeding 
above  half  a  Side  &  not  two  Sever  all  ffees  for  one  &  the  Same 
Service  as  it  now  Stands  rated  by  Act  of  Assembly. 

I  must  begg  leave  further  to  offer  to  your  Excellency  that 
whereas  in  the  fformer  recited  Act  of  Assembly  the  Clarke 
was  allowed  40  pounds  of  Tob*"  for  the  continuance  of  every 
Bill  in  Chancery  but  by  the  late  law  for  ascertaining  Officers 
Fees  the  Secretary  is  allowed  onely  4  pounds  of  Tobacco  for 
the  Same  Service  ;  which  I  likewise  humbly  conceive  to  be  a 
mistake  of  the  Transcriber  for  it  Seems  unreasonable  to  Ima- 
gine that  the  Act  of  Assembly  afore  recited  Should  reduce 
p.  60  to  4  pounds  of  Tobacco  that  Service  w""^  the  fformer  Assembly 
thought  worth  40  pounds  of  Tobacco  but  I  am  of  Opinion 
that  they  intended  it  to  be  40  pounds  of  Tobacco  as  before,  & 
that  the  Transcriber  Omitted  to  Place  a  Cypher  after  the 
figure  of  4  which  would  have  made  it  40  I  would  not  have 
Persumed  to  offer  my  owne  Oppinion  in  this  to  your  Excel- 
lency &  this  hon'^^*  Board  if  there  did  not  appear  matter  of 
ffact,  all  most  of  the  Same  Nature  in  the  Same  Act  of  Assembly  :

which  said  paper  and  the  hidden  Author  thereof  we  utterly 
disowne  and  deny  and  are  fully  assured  in  our  minds  that  not- 
withstanding the  fained  Imitation  of  a  Quaker  in  Some  words, 
the  Author  thereof  neither  is  or  ever  was  of  our  Society  or 
owned  by  us  as  such,  for  it  hath  not  in  it  the  Image  of  that 
Inocent  Harmless  and  peaceable  truth  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  which  we  profess  and  believe  in.  But  is  Rather  a  Scur-

much  afraid.  Major  Wilson  desired  him  to  take  his  Boateand 
go  over  to  M' Joseph  Hills  plantation  and  know  the  meaning 
of  the  Gunns  being  fired  Which  he  did  and  found  M'  Hill 
very  Drunk  to  whome  he  told  the  Sherriff  had  sent  him  to 
know  the  meaning  of  Severall  Gunns  fired  there  which  had 
allarmed  the  Towne.  M^  Hill  Answered  they  were  Merry  had 
been  Training  and  fired  them  for  their  pleasure  and  what  was 
it  to  any  body  he  would  fire  more  against  which  the  said 
Docwra  diswaded  him  Nevertheless  the  said  Hill  opened  a 
Trunck  &  took  out  two  pis  tolls.  And  as  this  Declarant  be- 
lieves fired  them  off  for  that  this  declarant  heard  the  report  of 
two  pistolls  or  other  fire  Armes  Imediatly  aften 

Whereupon  his  Ex*'''^  and  the  Boarde  resenting  M''  Joseph 
Hills  presumtious  behaviour  in  fireing  so  many  Gunns  in  the

Comissions  being  prepared  His  Ex""^^  Signed  them  and  gave 
them  to  the  said  Gent"  being  then  at  the  Councill  Board  telling 
them  he  hoped  they  would  so  well  discharge  the  Trust  in 
them  reposed  That  he  Expected  he  should  find  great  Ease 
and  Satisfaction. 
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Lib.  c.  B*  M^  Joseph  Hill  appearing  before  the  board  acquainted  his 
Ex'*^''  that  he  had  been  lakeing  up  a  Wild  Horse  and  had 
got  Some  of  the  neighbours  who  had  been  training  to  assist

of  their  Vessells  not  being  Concerned  in  their  Respective 
Ladings — if  they  are  Detained  here  never  so  Long  they  can 
not  Expect  any  other  Satisfaction  then  their  first  Agreement 
w*^  the  Respective  Merchants,  And  if  Yo'  pet'*  are  not  Ad- 
mitted to  Sayle  but  kept  two  months  Longer  they  will  not 
only  Loose  the  Benefitt  of  the  next  Yeares  Trade  but  Suffer 
far  more  than  even  when  taken  by  the  Comon  Enemy  Pro- 
vided they  could  be  Admitted  to  Ransom,  tho  Yo'  Excys 
petio"  most  of  them  being  bound  home  North  about  are  not 
any  ways  apprehensive  of  that  Misfortune  W^^  really  a  Con- 
voy to  the  Lands  End  would  not  prevent.

Sayle  thence,  of  which  when  his  Excy  is  Certified  they  thinke

first  four  Generall  Councells  &c.  And  therefore  it  was  the 
Court  of  the  Kings  Bench  adjuvantib  alijs  lusticiarijs  dni  Reg 
were  able  to  ludge  as  well  of  that  fact  as  their  authoritys  to 
Imprison  &c.  But  as  to  persons  in  the  contempt  of  the  De- 
crees of  the  high  Court  of  Chancery  being  bay  led  on  hab* 
Corpus  by  one  lustice  I  know  no  Presidents,  tho,  I  must 
acknowledge  the  ludges  of  the  said  Courts  of  Comon  Law 
have  resolved  to  bayle  on  comtempts  in  not  obeying  Injunc- 
tions and  Especiall  where  the  Complain**  had  remedy  at 
Comon  Law  or  where  barred  by  Stat,  of  premunire  to  re- 
examine their  ludgm^  given  in  the  Kings  Courts.  Yet  note 
that  where  any  such  Enlargments  have  been  It  was  p  tot. 
Cur,  &  non  p  mo  Capital  Justit, 

As  to  this  perticular  case  surely  M^  Smithson  never  under- 
stood its  Circumstances,  for  when  I  reflect  that  the  Court  of 
Chancery  in  England  has  power  to  relieve  in  any  case  where 
the  Comon  Law  is  defective,  certainly  this  new  Settled 
province  where  there  is  no  Stat,  to  prohibite  her  Majestys 
being  also  Supreme  as  well  in  Spiritualls  as  Temporalis  and 
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no  Bishops  Courts  Settled  His  Ex"*"^  theGovernour  as  Keeper  tib,  c,  b. 
of  the  great  Seale  might  Decree  the  woman  driven  from  her 
husband  propter  Saevitiam  resonable  Estovers  p  tempore^  tho 
with  great  Diference  and  respect  to  the  L*^  Diocess  he  has 
not  thought  fitt  to  Intermeddle  with  any  order  of  Divorce  a 
mensa  There  :  Tothill  cites  Severall  Decrees  for  Divorces  p-  "04 
made  in  Chancery  in  Henry  the  S^""*  time  and  Queen  EHzabeth* 
Inter  Tyrrell  &  ux''  &  al  foU  i  24.  And  Sheppards  Epit^  As- 
sures this  is  the  only  proper  place  for  a  woman  being  Turned 
of  by  her  husband  to  sue  for  Alymony  &  that  it  can  be  done 
no  where  Elce  phapps  it  may  be  objected  that  in  this  Case 
the  wife  was  not  turned  off  by  her  husband  who  denies  not 
her  returne  yet  if  by  his  cruelty  he  has  driven  her  from  him, 
I  know  not  how  driving  cann  amount  to  less  then  turning 
his  horse  out  of  his  pasture  nay  it  is  rather  more. 

And  since  1  observe  that  appeales  in  Spiritual  are  made 
from  the  Arch  Bishop  to  the  King  in  Suprema  Cur.  Cancellar 
I  think  these  are  Sufficient  Inducements  for  his  Ex"*''^*  Sentence 
against  Thomas  Macnemara  And  should  a  Single  Justice 
even  of  the  Degree  of  the  Chief  take  upon  him  Solely  to 
Judge  of  the  lurisdiction  and  Decrees  of  the  Court  of  Chan- 
cery Who  would  ever  think  it  worth  their  while  to  apply  to 
that  Court  to  remitt  the  Rigour  of  the  Comon  Law  or  any 
othtrwise  releive  them,  to  no  purpose.  As  to  Keebles  Rep' 
cited  by  M'  Smithson,  I  have  not  the  book  neither  do  I 
know  the  Case  but  have  good  reason  to  think  that  his 
Quotation  of  the  Stat.  i6  K:  C:  Chap.  10.  is  a  presumption 
very  ill  grounded  and  upon  a  very  crooked  opinion  which 
must  needs  spend  it  Self  before  the  End  be  attained,  for 
that  nothing  in  this  case  can  be  pretended  within  that 
Statute. 

The  want  of  Courage  as  well  as  Integrity  are  certainly  the 
Deepest  blemishes  and  Irreparable  Defects  in  a  Councellour 
On  the  other  hand  and  Ignorance  weigh  as  heavy,  and 

certainly  lead  to  all  confusion  and  Sorrow  at  the  last,  but  p*  «os 
where  there  is  Prudence  which  my  Lord  Cook  directs  us  to 
find  with  the  patient  Nullum  Numen  abest. 

Upon  hearing  whereof  the  board  unanimously  declared 
they  were  Satisfied  with  his  Ex"*^'^*  proceedings  and  did  thinke 
the  bay  ling  of  Thomas  Macnemara  by  M^  Justice  Smithson 
to  have  been  Extrajudiciall  and  illegalL 

And  thereupon  his  Ex**'^  and  the  board  ordered  the  Cleark 
of  the  Councill  to  write  to  Colonel  Smithson  that  his  health 
permitting  he  should  not  faile  to  attend  at  the  next  Councill 
in  order  to  give  them  Satisfaction  herein.

Cap*  lohn  Darrocott  Comander  of  the  Ship  Susanah  of 
Barnstaple  a  Trader  in  this  Province  in  Chester  River  Com- 
plains to  his  Excy  and  the  Board  That  whereas  by  the  late 
Act  of  Assembly  for  Encouragement  of  Townes  he  is  obliged 
to  keep  Store  and  sell  his  Goods  in  Townes  But  that  there 
is  no  Towne  Built  where  he  Trades  so  that  he  is  under  the 
Dilemmas  Either  of  Exposeing  his  Goods  to  the  Weather 
desert  his  Continued  place  of  Trade  or  render  himself  ob- 
noxious to  the  penalty  of  the  said  Act  of  Assembly. 

Colonel  Thomas  Smith  late  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates being  present  at  the  Board  his  Excy  was  pleased  to 
Ask  him  how  it  came  to  pass  that  the  Assembly  had  not 
made  provision  in  Case  Convenient  Store  houses  were  not 
Built  in  due  time. 

To  which  he  Answered  he  was  sure  it  was  the  Intention  of 
the  Assembly  to  have  done  so  as  may  be  seen  by  giving  Lib- 
erty to  the  Inhabitants  to  Build  untill  September  next 

Whereupon  his  Excy  the  Governour  &  Councill  together 
with  Col  Thomas  Smith  and  M'  Justice  Lloyd  were  of  Opin-

M'  Bordley  late  Clark  of  the  provinciall  Court  appears  at 
the  Boarde  made  oath  that  being  asked  for  four  Navigation 
Bonds  which  the  Attorney  Gen'^  informed  him  he  was  ordered 
to  prosecute  upon  the  strictest  Search  he  could  not  find  them 
in  the  Secretarys  Office  neither  did  he  ever  see  them. 

Peter  Perry  who  had  been  Admitted  in  forma  pauperis  and 
Thomas  Macknemarra  assigned  to  prosecute  his  Cause  against 
Roger  Wolford  Complained  to  his  Excy  that  notwithstanding 
that  Admision  Macnemarra  had  taken  twenty  Shillings  and 
one  hundred  pound  of  Bacon  of  him  as  Fet:s  in  that  Cause 
and  having  now  by  his  Misbehaviour  rendred  himself  un- 
capable  of  doing  him  any  Service  Refused  to  returne  him 
the  same. 

The  said  Macnemara  being  at  the  Door  his  Excy  ordered 
the  Sherriff  of  Ann  Arundell  County  to  ask  him  if  he  had 
taken  any  such  Reward.     To  which  the  Sherriff  returned  that 
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he  reserved  the  Answer  untill  he  knew  whether  it  was  a  Lib.  c  b. 
Crime,  And  what  he  had  gott  none  should  take  it  from  him. 
Upon  which  Sawcy  Answer  and  other  Audatious  behaviour 
His  Excell*'^  ordered  the  Sherriff  to  put  him  in  the  Stocks  p-  "©9 
one  full  hour  bare  Breeched  of  which  his  Excy  was  pleased 
to  remitt  half  an  hour  a  great  Gust  arrising.

Com"  for  Trade  and  plantations  Dated  the  23**  of  the  Last 
month  Her  Majesty  was  this  Day  pleased  to  approve  of  an 
Act  lately  pass*d  in  Virginia  Entituled  an  Act  for  Improving 
the  Staple  and  Regulating  the  Size  of  Tob**  Hogsheads  and 
p.  131  allso  to  Disdllow  and  Repeal!  two  Acts  passd  in  Generall 
Assembly  of  her  Maj'^  Province  of  Maryland,  Entitled 

An  Act  for  ascertaining  the  Gauge  of  Tobacco  Hogsheads 
pass'd  the  3"^  of  October  1704  and 

An  Act  to  prevent  Cropping  Cutting  and  Defacing  To- 
bacco taken  on  Board  Ships  &  Vessells  upon  Freight  pass'd 
the  15  of  Apprill  1707 

The  first  of  which  two  last  mentioned  Acts  doth  Enact  as  is 
sett  lorth  in  the  said  Representation,  That  no  Tobacco  Hogs- 
heads shall  Exceed  fforty  Eight  Inches  in  Length  and  thirty 
two  Inches  in  the  Head»  and  that  in  Case  any  persons  shall 
make  Hogsheads  of  a  Larger  Dimension  he  shall  forfeit  one 
hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  Each  Hogshead  so  made, 
which  the  merchants  Complain  of  as  a  Great  hardship  upon 
them  for  tho  By  this  Maryland  Act,  their  Hogsheads  Exceede 
those  of  Virginia  but  two  Inches  in  the  head,  yet  in  the 
Loading  of  a  Ship  the  Difference  is  considerable,  for  a  Ship 
Built  to  Carry  seaven  hundred  Virginia  Hogsheads  can  not 
loade  above  six  hundred  of  those  of  Maryland ;  besides  that 
very  often  such  ships  Do  take  in  part  of  their  Lading  in 
Virginia,  and  part  in  Maryland^  so  that  By  Reason  of  the 
Different  Sizes  of  the  Cask  the  Mas"  cannot  take  in  their  full 
lading  nor  stow  the  Cask  so  conveniently,  and  without  Loss 
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of  Room  as  if  they  were  of  an  eqoall  size  which  is  a  great  Lib.  c  b. 
Discouragement  of  the  Navigation  of  this  King  dome. 

The  second  Law,  to  prevent  Cropping,  Cutting  and  De- 
facing of  Tobacco  Hogsheads  &c<  Enacts  That  Every  Mas" 
of  a  Ship,  taking  Freight  shall  Give  Bond  with  one  surety  in 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  pounds  sterling,  that  he  [will]  Not  for  p-  "3^ 
that  Voyage,  Cut,  Crop,  lessen,  Disminish,  Deface  impair  any 
Tobacco  Hogsheads,  taken  on  Board  his  said  Ship,  or  suffer 
the  same  to  be  Done  under  the  penalty  of  three  pounds  ster- 
ling  for  Every  Hogshead  so  Defaced. 

This  the  merchants  complains  of,  as  an  other  hardship  upon 
them ;  for  the  penalty  upon  those  that  shall  make  the  Hogs- 
heads larger  than  the  Size  in  the  aforementioned  Act  is  to 
forfeit  but  one  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco,  amounting  to 
about  six  shill ;  whereas  the  penalty  for  Defacing  or  Endam- 
aging a  hogshead  in  the  stowing,  being  three  pounds  Sterling, 
is  more  than  the  value  of  a  Hogshead  of  Tobacco  there, 
which  the  said  Com"  conceive  to  be  unreasonable,  for  the 
large  size  of  the  Maryland  Hogsheads  obliges  the  masters  to 
vse  screws  to  squeeze  them  in  their  stowage,  which  is  lyable 
to  be  interpreted  a  Defacing  or  Endamaging  the  said  Cask, 
Her  Ma^^  taking  the  same  into  Consideration,  was  pleased  to 
Order  in  Councill,  That  Colonel  Seymour  Governour  of 
Maryland  or  the  Governour  in  Chief  for  the  time  being  do 
move  the  Assembly,  that  instead  of  the  aforesaid  two  repeated 
Acts,  they  pass  a  new  law  conformable  to  that  of  Virginia*  in

[Indians  in  Maryland.] 

An  Account  of  what  Nations  of  Indians  reside  within  the 
province  of  Maryland  and  are  under  Articles  of  Peace  with 
the  said  Government. 

The  Emperor  of  Nanticoke,  which  Nation  consists  of  ten 
Towns,  the  certaine  number  unknowne. 

The  Eastern  Shore  Indians  remove  very  often  into  Virginia 
and  Fensilvania  ;  so  tis  almost  impossible  to  have  the  Exact 
number  of  men  or  Towns;  but  some  of  those  which  are 
called  so,  have  not  twenty  families  in  them.  The  numbers  of 
the  Indians  in  these  parts  decrease  very  much  by  reason  of  the 
Small  pox  a  distemper  they  had  not  before  the  Europeans 
came  amongst  them,  and  by  their  old  way  of  poisoning,  which 
they  are  very  expert  in;  but  the  greatest  cause  of  all  is  their 
being  so  devilishly  given  to  drinking,  especially  of  Rum^  for 
procuring  which  they  will  even  sell  or  pawne  all  they  have 

The  Emperor  of  Piscattaway  under  whose  subjection  is  con- 
tained Chapticoe  and  Mattawoman  Indians,  all  which  joined 
by  other  are  said  not  to  be  above  80  or  90  in  number. 

The  Pomunkey  Indians  came  also  by  consent  and  order  of 
the  Government  under  the  Subjection  of  the  said  Emperoun 
A  commission  being  granted  him  generally  to  rule  and 
governe  all  the  Nations  of  Indians  on  the  Westerne  Shore, 
dated  the  14^  day  o{  July,  anno  1696,  which  said  Commission 
was  to  remain  during  pleasure

Seven  thousand  and 
ninety  Christian  Men,  Six  thousand  three  hundred  twenty-five 
Christian  Women,  twelve  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eight 
Children,  three  thousand  and  three  White  Servants,  and  four 
thousand  Six  hundred  fifty  seven  slaves.  Militia  5,738,  many 
ill  armed.

In  Submissive  manner  Sheweth  that  they  having  Seen  a 
written  paper,  which  began  after  the  following  manner  (Viz^) 
Friend  Seymour  &c.  and  by  an  Imitation  of  the  Words  thee 
or  thou,  would  Seem  to  Feigne  the  Person  and  Stile  of  a 
Quaker,  which  Said  Paper,  &  the  hidden  Author  thereof  Wee 
utterly  disowne  and  deny,  and  are  fully  assured  in  our  minds 
that  notwithstanding  the  Feigned  Imitation  of  a  Quaker  in 
Some  words,  the  author  thereof  neither  is  or  ever  was  of  our 
Society,  or  owned  by  us  as  Such,  for  it  hath  not  in  it  the  Image 
of  that  inocent,  harmless  and  peaceable  truth  and  Spiritt  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  Which  Wee  profess  and  believe  in  ;

Copy  of  an  Address  to  Colonel  Seymour  from  the  Quakers 
in  Maryland,  relating  to  the  Evil 

Governor  Seymour  to  Board  of  Trade. 

My  Lords  of  R*  hon"*  Gentlemen. 

I  am  glad  of  any,  &  take  this  Oportunity  of  paying  my  Duty 
and  Respects  to  you  hon"*  Boarde,  and  rendring  you  the  best 
Account  of  the  Affairs  of  this  Province  which  her  Ma*'^  has 
been  Graciously  pleased  to  comitt  to  my  Conduct. 

Our  Assembly  met  on  Wednesday  the  26'**  of  March,  &  sate 
till  the  14^''  of  Aprill  last  but  the  Clarks  not  having  had  tyme 
to  transcribe  the  Laws  and  lournalls,  I  cannot  now,  but  must 
be  content  to  transmitt  them  to  your  Lordships  by  the  Fleete; 
However  presume  to  informe  You  with  the  most  materiall 
Transactions  in  this  Session. 

And  First  of  the  Enacting  an  Additionall  Law  for  Towns 
and  Ports,  wherein  it  is  at  last  agreed  to,  that  all  Tobacco's 
after  the  tenth  day  of  Septemb.  A°  1 708  shall  be  brought  to, 
and  Shipt  off  from  Towns  &  Ports,  and  that  all  Ships  Shall 
ride  and  loade  there;  Which  I  am  persuaded  will  be  of  Great 
Advantage  &  Security  to  her  Ma*^"  Revenue;  And  therefore 
hope,  it  will  find  your  Acceptance,  and  her  Ma*""  Royall  Sanc- 
tion; though  the  Stiffness  of  our  Legislators  has  still  aforded 
Occasion  to  have  it  amended. 

In  Obedience  to  her  Ma'^"  Royall  Comands  An  Act  of  As- 
sembly was  past  for  Suspending  (during  her  Ma*^  Royall 
Pleasure)  the  prosecution  of  Priests  of  the  Romish  Comunion 
incurring  the  penaltys  of  the  Act  to  prevent  the  Growth  of 
Popery  in  this  Province,  by  exercising  their  Function  in  a 
private  Family  of  the  Roman  Comunion,  but  in  no  other  case 
whatsoever,  &  hope  it  will  answer  her  Ma*''"  &  your  hon"* 
Boards  directions. 

Upon  a  new  discovered  peice  of  Villany  that  Richard 
Clarke  with  his  Gauge  of  Runaway  Rogues  had  concerted  to 
Seize  on  our  Magazine,  and  burne  this  Towne  and  Port  of 
Annapolis,  &  then  Steale  a  Vessell  and  turne  pyrates,  where 
they  thought  it  most  Feasable:  All  means  having  prov'd  in- 
effectuall  to  apprehend  and  bringe  the  said  Clarke  to  Justice, 
The  Assembly,  for  the  better  Security  of  the  province,  &  to 
deterr  any  from  associating  with  him  past  An  Act  to  attaint 
him  of  high  Treason:  And  this  province  has  already  and  is 
Still  like  to  be  at  no  little  Charge  and  trouble  upon  his  Ac- 
count. For  altho'  he  is  one  of  the  Greatest  of  Villains,  Yet 
(especially  in  this  County  of  Ann  Arundell)  he  has  So  many 
neare  Relations  that  Wee  find  it  very  difficult  to  discover 
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his  haunts*     And  what  is  worse  out  of  a  foolish  Conceipt  of  p.  k.  o* 
his  being  a  Stout  Fellow,  and  Country  borne,  the  Natives  being 
now  growne  up,  and  most  of  them  in  Offices,  are  very  back- 
ward, if  not  altogether  unwilling  to  bring  him  in,  could  they 
conveniently  meete  with  him. 

During  the  Session  one  M^  Joseph  Hill  (Country  borne)  & 
a  Member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  was  by  that  House  ex- 
pell'd  the  Assembly,  for  adhering  to,  assisting;  &  corespond- 
ing  with  the  Said  Clarke;  nothwithstanding  which  I  am  doubt- 
full 

Wee  shall  allways  want  lurys  to  do  her  Ma'^*  comon  lust  ice 
on  the  Count  rye  borne  (as  they  call  'em)  and  am  apt  to  be- 
lieve the  reason  is,  that  the  Assembly  Anno  1694  (under  a 
Specious  pretence  of  the  Encouragement  of  Learning,  to 
which  the  Countrye  has  not  Yet  made  any  one  further  Stepp), 
gained  the  then  Governour  &  Councills  Assent  to  An  Act  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Learning  &  Advancement  of  the 
Natives  of  this  Province,  By  which  her  Ma*s^*  English  Subjects 
are  debarred  from  holding  any  Office  of  Trust  or  profitt  with- 
in this  province,  (not  being  i mediately  a  Patent  Office)  untill 
they  have  actually  made  this  Countrye  theire  place  of  Residence 
during  the  full  terme  of  three  Years:  And  hence  it  is  that  no 
Ingenious  Men  capable  of  Serving  her  Ma'^^or  the  Province  will 
come  here  to  Starve  So  long  a  Terme; — Which  if  not  remedyed 
by  her  Ma'^  Disassent  to  that  Law;  I  feare  will  be  of  Fatall  & 
pernicious  Consequence  to  Maryland;  For  Notw^'^standing  the 
Act  of  Assembly  made  in  1694  For  the  Erecting  of  Free- 
Schools,  there  is  not  yet  So  much  asoneGramar  Schoolein  the 
whole  province;  And  Yet  the  Assembly  &  other  Courts  of 
lustice  For  the  most  parte  are  composed  of,  &  the  Government 
on  all  Occasions  is  necessitated  to  comissionate,  the  Natives, 
tho'  many  times  very  ignorant  &  unfitt  for  the  Offices  and 
Trusts  this  Act  of  Assembly  devolves  upon  them,  which  is 
only  a  particular  Misfortune  to  Maryland.  No  Such  Law  or 
practice  being  in  any  other  of  her  Ma'^*  Plantations  where  all 
her  Subjects  Stand  upon  the  Levell, 

Severall  Complaints  being  made  ag*  the  Lord  Proprietarys 
Officers  for  Granting  &  Measuring  of  Lands,  Upon  Examin- 
ation It  was  found  that  his  Lordps  Surveyors  Gen'^  Farm'd 
out  their  Offices  in  the  Severall  Countys  to  their  Deputys 
(who  are  Generally  unskilfull  and  indigent  persons)  at  certaine 
large  Sumes  or  Rents;  for  which  they  tooke  their  obligations 
whether  the  just  Fees  and  perquisites  from  the  Said  Deputys 
accustomed  to  be  reserved  to  the  Said  Surveyors  Gen*' 
amounted  thereto  or  not,  which  occasioned  the  said  Deputys 
the  better  to  raise  the  Said  Sumes  and  Rents,  to  use  many 
Tricks  in  the  Execution  of  their  Offices;  Sometymes  neglecting 
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P,  R,  O.  to  include  in  the  Surveys  the  Lands  intended  and  Shewne 
them;  and  very  often  prying^  into,  and  finding  faults  with  the 
old  Surveys  by  the  water  Sides  where  the  Ancient  bounded 
trees  &  even  the  Bancks  are  Some  tymes  washt  away  into  the 
Bays,  and  Rivers;  to  the  Create  Disturbance,  and  dissatisfac- 
tion of  her  Ma'^*  Subjects,  who  have  been  put  to  greate 
Charge  in  asserting  their  just  Bounds,  The  Assembly  made 
an  Act  requiring  the  Lord  Balti mores  Agents  to  certifye  into 
the  Secretarys  Office  the  Instructions  and  Condicons  of  Plan- 
tations with  the  Fees  by  them  demanded,  and  obliging  his 
Lordshipps  Deputy  Surveyors  to  qualifye  themselves  accord- 
ing to  Law:  And  by  that  Act  lay  a  forfeiture  of  twenty 
pounds  on  the  said  Agents  refusing  so  to  certifye  the  said 
Instructions  and  Condicons,  and  also  enjoyne  the  Said  Sur- 
veyors under  the  penalty  of  One  hundred  pounds  Sterl,  not 
to  Survey  any  Lands  for  any  person  whatever;  untill  they 
have  taken  the  Oathes  by  Law  appointed  to  maynteyne  the 
Succession  of  the  Crowne  &  likewise  an  Oath  for  the  faithful! 
Execution  of  their  Offices  which  had  never  as  yet  been  done 
by  any  of  the  Said  Surveyors;  &  is  wholy  Submitted  to  her 
Ma*^'  Royall  Pleasure  and  Directions,  in  case  the  Lord  Balti- 
more Shall  thinke  fitt  to  address  her  on  that  Occasion.  Some 
disputes  between  the  Lord  Baltemore  &  Ml  W""  Penn  about  their 
North  and  East  bounds  of  this  Province  rendring  the  Estates 
of  her  Ma^^*  Subjects  very  precarious  &  ambiguous  on  those 
Confines,  have  induced  the  Assembly  to  address  her  Ma*^'' 
that  She  will  be  graciously  pleas'd  to  direct  the  Said  proprie- 
tors to  run  out,  and  Settle  their  Bounds,  that  the  purchasers 
and  takers  up  of  Lands  there  may  be  safe  in  their  Graunts, 
My  Lords.  In  few  days  with  the  Advice  of  her  Ma*^'  Coun- 
cill  I  shall  regulate  and  Settle  the  ludicature  according  to  the 
Directions  of  your  Hon'''"  Boarde;  notwithstanding  our  Way- 
ward Assembly  thought  it  improper  to  be  done  here,  without 
rendring  any  Substantiall  or  mannerly  reason  whatever,  for  at 
present  our  Provinciall  Court  consisting  of  twelve  lustices  is 
a  mere  lest^  tot  homines  tot  Sententiae,  unless  particular  Interest 
draw  them,  not  knowing  any  Rules  to  guide  their  ludgem^* 

Notwithstanding  Wee  heare  not  from  England  in  Scaven 
eight  or  nine  Months  during  this  Warr,  the  Assembly  with 
the  like  Reason  that  they  might  still  continue  Irregular  and 
Gainsaying,  rejected  M'  Dumers  Proposalls  for  better  and 
more  Speedy  Advice  &  Intelligence  by  Way  of  his  Pacquett 
Boats. 

And  when  I  proposed  a  Law  to  punish  the  Dispersers  of 
false  and  reflecting  News  of  Aflfairs  in  Europe,  during  the 
Warr  it  was  deny'd  by  our  Stiffnecked  Assembly  whose  Rea- 
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sons   I   doubt  not  but  your  Lordshipps  may  perceive,  being  P.  R.  a 
they  are  wholy  bowyed  up  by  a  gainsaying  &  restless  party. 

And  now,  my  Lords,  Colonel  lohn  Addison  M^  Robert 
Smith  &  M""  lames  Sanders,  three  of  her  Ma^^'  Councill  here 
being  dead  Since  the  last  appointment,  and  Colonel  Robert 
Quary  hves  in  Pensylvania  a  good  distance  hence,  &  has 
so  much  publique  Business  on  his  hands ;  *tis  allmost  impos- 
sible to  have  his  Advice  or  Assistance  when  wanted,  &  that 
M"'  Thomas  Brooke  one  of  the  Boarde  never  comes  to  Coun- 
cill there  is  a  necessity  to  have  the  Vacancys  of  that  Boarde 
Supply*d,  And  Since  there  are  but  four  left  on  this  side 
the  Bay  to  meete  on  any  Emergency  whatever,  and  those  on 
the  other  side  many  tymes  in  bad  Weather  not  able  to  come, 
I  humbly  propose  Colonel  lohn  Contee  to  be  One,  who  lives 
in  the  midst  of  the  most  considerable  Papists  in  Charles 
County*  and  presume  Your  Lordships  will  judge  it  reason- 
able to  have  a  person  of  Spiritt  &  Authority  where  there  is 
So  absolute  an  Occasion  altho  he  was  not  named  in  the  List 
of  the  twelve,  and  Samuel  Young  Esq'  Colonel  Thomas 
Greenfield,  &  Seth  Biggs  Esq'  if  her  Ma*^*  and  your  hon-^'^ 
Boarde  thinke  fitt  to  remove  M^  Thomas  Brooke  who  has  two 
owne  Brothers  lesuites  in  the  Province,  &  himselfe  but  a  late 
Convert,  &  Still  a  favourer  of  that  party.  My  Lords,  One  of 
the  twelve  formerly  named  is  dead,  to  witt,  M'  Henry  Cour- 
sey,  others  refuse  to  act  having  streight  lac'd  Consciences, 
Colonel  Bigger  unable  to  ride  on  horsback  hither*  &  others 
1  designe  within  the  number  of  the  four  Itinerant  Judges  as 
Colonel  Thomas  Smith  &c*  And  humbly  lay  the  four  before- 
mentioned  before  your  Lordps  Consideration  as  persons  of 
good  fortune  and  probity.  And  presume  for  the  aforegoing 
reasons  to  present  a  fresh  List  of  twelve,  having  now  a  better 
knowledge  of  persons  and  things  in  this  province  then  could 
be  well  imagined  I  should  have  So  Suddainly  after  my  arri- 
val I  here. 

The  Law  for  Ordinary  Lycences  will  expire  the  next  Ses- 
sion of  Assembly,  So  that  I  wayte  Your  Lordps  farther  direc- 
tions in  that  matter;  for  I  am  confident  the  Assembly  will  be 
very  unwilling  to  anex  that  perquisite  to  S^  lliomas  Laurences 
her  Ma*^"  Secrys  Office  without  Some  Order  to  oblige  them 
So  to  do. 

Richard  Clarke  and  his  prodigall  Companions  lately  sett  an 
Expedient  on  foote  to  retrieve  Some  of  their  Shattered  for* 
tunes,  and  carry  on  their  base  design es  which  was  forgeing 
and  counterfeiting  a  considerable  Quantity  of  false  money 
like  unto  the  peices  of  the  Eight  of  Spaine  and  the  Dollars 
of  the  Low  Countrys  which  they  made  of  pewter  glass  and 
other  mixt  Mettall ;  but  the  Cheate  being  presently  detected, 
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p.  K.  o.  the  Assembly  made  An  Act  to  punish  Such  like  Offenders,  & 
the  Utterrers  of  Such  false  moneys.  And  since  Money  is 
become  so  absolutely  necessary  Wee  earnestly  begg  her 
Gracious  Ma*^''  the  Queene,  will  be  pleased  to  intrust  Us  with 
a  Species  of  small  Copper  Coyne,  as  by  our  Address  Wee 
have  pra/d. 

My  Lords  I  thinke  it  highly  necessary  to  represent  unto 
your  Lordps  that  there  are  two  Gentlemen  comissionated 
and  Stiled  her  Ma'*'  Receivers  within  this  Province  the  one 
George  Plater  Esq'  for  the  District  of  Puttexent  and  the  other 
George  Muschamp  Esq'  for  the  District  of  Potomeck,  through 
M"  Platers  hands  considerable  Sufnes  of  money  pass  yearly  ; 
but  through  the  other  M^  Muschamps  very  little,  his  Collec- 
tion of  the  3^^  p  hh"^  for  which  he  is  accountable  for  Severall 
years  has  not  amounted  to  above  thirty  odd  pounds  p  An- 
num»  &  yet  he  as  well  as  the  other  Receiver  have  each  a  Sal- 
lary  allotted  of  one  hundred  pounds  p  Annum  which  they  are 
authorised  to  take  out  of  the  fynes  and  forfeitures  within  this 
Government,  which  for  many  years  will  not  halfe  pay  thenip 
So  that  these  Gentlemen  seeme  much  dissatisfyed  tho  I 
thinke  M'  Muschamp  has  tittle  reason,  his  Office  being  need- 
less, and  might  well  be  supply'd  by  the  other  Receiver, 
without  any  further  Sallary, 

I  have  Sent  a  Sloope  well  mann'd  to  North  Carolina  to 
demand  Some  persons  who  have  fledd  hence  from  Justice, 
and  to  learne  what  Law  is  made  there  to  harbour  others 
from  paying  their  just  Debts,  which  has  occasioned  great 
Numbers  to  flye  from  this  Province  thither  to  the  great  Det- 
riment of  Merchants  in  England  &  cheating  the  honest  well 
meaning  people  of  this  Country  for  if  they  have  as  I  am 
informed  made  a  law  there,  to  protect  any  person  from  being 
sued  during  five  Years  It  will  give  an  handle  to  many 
knavish  people  to  gaine  large  Creditts  and  run  thither  to 
defraude  their  just  Creditors,  and  not  only  to  tend  the  lessen- 
ing the  Number  of  taxable  persons  here,  but  to  the  depopu- 
lating her  Ma^J"*  more  usefull  adjacent  Colonys,  &  Plantations. 
And  now  as  our  poverty  increases  So  fresh  Villanys  are 
carryed  on  intirely  to  Subvert  the  Government ;  When  I  have 
their  answer  I  will  transmitt  it  to  Your  hon''^''  Boarde,  and 
doubt  not,  but  your  Lordps  will  find  out  an  Expedient  to 
have  this  pernicious  practice  Stopt,  otherwise  many  persons 
will  go  to  North  Carolina  and  her  Ma*^'  Revenue  hence  be 
Suncke  to  a  Scantling,  The  generality  of  the  people  in  this 
Province  have  good  tracts  of  Land  and  Stocks  of  Cattle  and 
hoggs ;  but  being  in  debt  to  the  Merch^  Consignees  in 
England*  they  Send  them  little  or  no  goods  at  all,  most  of 
the  Shipps  comeing  from  London  upon  freight,  in  their  Bal- 
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last  with  their  provisions  only  for  the  Voyage,  So  that  many 
people  here  are  almost  starke  naked,  which  has  occasioned 
Some  to  torne  their  hands  to  manufacture  of  Lynnen  and 
Woollen,  and  if  your  Lordps  in  your  wisdome  do  not  find 
out  Some  Expedient  to  have  the  Necessity  of  the  Country 
relieved,  by  obliging  the  Merch*'  to  Send  Supplys;  it  may  be 
of  ill  consequence  to  the  Revenue  arising  on  tob'',  which  will 
be  in  Greate  measure  layd  aside  by  Such  who  find  they  can 
have  nothing  for  it. 

My  Lords  I  humbly  presume  to  acquaint  You  that  there 
neither  is  or  hath  been  any  Guardship  at  the  Capes  Mouth  for 
these  twelve  Months  So  that  her  Ma^^*  Plantations  of  Virginia 
and  Maryland  are  obnoxious  to  the  Insult  of  any  Rascally 
Pyrate  or  Privateer  who  may  come  and  go  &  burne  what 
Shipping  happe[ns]  to  be  in  the  Countrye  at  pleasure.  And 
have  this  Day  an  Acco*  of  a  privateer  lying  off  the  Capes, 
which  has  taken  Severall  Vessells  comeing  into  these  Planta- 
tions and  having  unman'd  himselfe  to  Secure  them  is  retired 
in  order  to  a  fresh  Expedition. 

I  hope  Yo'  Lordps  are  by  this  tyme  Satisfyed  I  have  done 
what  was  incumbent  on  me,  concerning  the  Prizes,  &  will 
in  everything  to  the  best  of  my  Skill  obey  your  Comands ; 
&  am  with  the  greatest  Duty  &  Respect  imaginable

Though  I  wrote  to  your  Lordships  very  lately  of  the  18'*" 
of  Novemb:  by  the  way  of  New-Yorke,  and  of  the  tenth  of 
lan'y  last  by  a  Small  Briganteen  hence ;  Yet  now  having  the 
Oportonity  of  the  Catherine  of  London,  a  Ship  of  Good 
Countenance,  I  have  herewith  transmitted  to  your  honoura- 
ble Board  the  Laws  and  lournalls  of  our  last  Assembly:  By 
which  Your  Lordships  will  See  I  have  not  faild  in  my  Duty 
to  lay  her  Ma'^*  Royall  Comands  before  the  General!

manners  on  so  barren  a  Stock  ;  So  they  have  once  more 
refused  to  do  anything  therein,  Save  the  addressing  her  Ma*^*^

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P.  R.  o.  an  answer  to  S' Thomas  Laurences  Complaint^  and  the  Gauge 
of  tob^  hh^* 

Her  Ma*^*  Royall  Comands,and  the  reviving  the  temporary 
Laws,  especially  those  for  defraying  the  necessary  Charges 
of  the  Province,  discharging  the  publiq  debts  of  this  Year,  & 
settling  the  Itinerant  lustices  required  the  Meeting  of  this 
Assembly,  and  I  had  Some  Small  hopes  from  their  Address 
to  me  at  the  opening  of  the  Sessions,  they  would  have  had  a 
Greater  reguarde  for  my  Advice  to  them,  but  there  were  not 
Some  Envious  &  Malicious  Spiritts  wanting  to  create  heats 
and  lealousyes  among  the  Members  of  the  lower  House ; 
So  that  it  was  with  great  difficulty  they  consented  to  revive 
the  Act  for  Ordering  &  regulating  the  Militia  of  this  prov- 
ince, for  the  better  defence  &  Security  thereof,  untill  the  End 
of  the  next  Session  of  Assembly;  as  they  have  done  the  Act 
for  Lymitation  of  Officers  fees  with  the  like  Reluctancy  and 
lymitacon  of  tyme,  being  very  desirous  to  render  those  who 
are  dependent  on  the  Government  as  meane  as  may  be, 
and  discourage  persons  of  any  tollerable  Qualifications  from 
discharging  the  Severall  offices  therein  ;  And  this  partly  to 
Saiisfye  their  owne  Envious  tempers,  because  they  have  not 
what  others  better  deserve,  and  partly  being  instigated  by 
a  restless  and  pernicious  Crew,  who,  tho  they  enjoy  her 
Ma*^"  Gracious  protection,  are  the  declared  Enemys  of  our 
Church  and  State,  and  the  busiest  at  the  Severall  Elections 
in  the  Countys  where  they  reside,  to  get  Such  ignorant  & 
obstinate  people  returned,  who  will  pursue  their  destructive 
Notions  and  countenance  their  illegall  proceedings.

Roman  Catholiques,  and  constantly  providing  and  mayn- 
teyning  Severall  busie  lesuites.  The  Act  of  Assembly  for  the 
Advancement  of  the  Natives,  and  residents  of  this  province, 
And  the  Ambition  and  large  lurisdiction  of  the  County 
Court  lustices.  The  first»  by  his  Lordships  favour  in  Lands, 
not  only  makes  a  considerable  Interest  with  many  of  the 
Inhabitants  and  Delegates,  but  also  gains  many  proselites, 
their  priests  being  encouraged  and  Supported  by  them  on  all 
Occasions,  So  that  one  of  tTicm  had  the  Confidence  to  tamper 
with  one  of  my  domestiques  ;  and  when  they  are  checquM 
for  these  Abuses,  the  whole  party  is  in  a  flame,  and  ready  to 
raise  a  considerable  Contribution  for  their  Defence  &  Protec- 
tion, and  with  the  Extreamest  Spite  and  Malice  exclayme 
against  the  Severity  as  they  term  it  of  her  Ma^^'  Instructions 
(which  indeede  would  be  none,  would  they  conteyne  them- 
selves in  any  reasonable  Bounds)   and  often    are  heard  to 
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declare  that  this  province  was  favourably  created  by  King  p.  R.  o. 
Charles  the  i"**  as  an  Asylum  for  them,  which  indeede  it 
might  be  could  they  be  contented,  and  not  continually  give 
Occasion  of  Scandal!  and  Offence  to  the  Government  by  the 
iilegall  practices  of  their  priests  and  the  Vain  Malicious  lyes 
they  dayly  invent,  and  disperse,  to  lessen  the  Glory  of  her 
Ma'^%  and  her  Confederates  happy  Successes, 

The  Second  (which  I  have  heretofore  layd  before  your 
hon''^^  Board)  rendring  this  province  more  unfortunate  than 
any  other  of  Ma^^*  Plantations*  by  imposeing  so  Great  an 
hardship  on  her  Ma*^*  free  Subjects  of  Create  Brittaine,  and 
other  her  Dominions,  that  they  shall  not  be  capable  of  having 
or  enjoying  any  Office  or  Trust  in  this  Government  untill 
they  have  resided  here  three  full  years.  This  discourages  all 
ingenious  men  to  seek  their  fortunes  in  Maryland :  And  in 
the  Space  of  fourteen  years,  there  are  scarce  fourteen  men 
who  have  undergone  that  tedious  Disability  So  that  the 
Natives  who  are  ignorant^  and  raw  in  busieness,  and  naturally 
proude,  and  obstinate,  are  not  only  the  Representatives  in 
Assembly,  but  the  Justices  of  the  County  Courts  :  and  by 
the  name  of  Country  borne,  distinguish  themselves  from  the 
rest  of  her  Ma'^'  Subjects,  and  run  into  great  heats  and 
divisions,  which  may  be  of  ill  Consequence ;  for  as  they 
know  little  of  the  laws  and  good  Manners  they  practice  less. 

Thirdly  many  of  the  County  Court  lustices  for  many  years 
last  past,  having  been  on  returned  as  Delegates  to  the  Generall 
Assembly,  on  all  Occasions  have  sought  to  corroborate  and 
establish  their  lurisdiction,  by  severall  Acts  of  Assembly  made 
of  late  Years,  that  they  allmost  believe  themselves  indepen- 
dent of  the  Queens  Governour,  and  were  I  to  change  them  for 
others,  there  is  so  little  Choice,  the  remedie  might  be  worse 
than  the  disease.  These  lustices  especially  if  they  are  dealers, 
which  everybody  here  are,  that  have  anything  before-hand, 
not  only  countenance  their  Customers,  but  too  often  favour 
One  the  Other,  and  would  have  all  things  under  their  luris- 
diction and  Administration,  tho'  they  are  never  so  meanly  quali- 
fied for  the  Trust;  And  therefore  though  with  their  tongues, 
when  Seperate,  they  applaude  the  new  Institution  of  the  Itin- 
erant lustices ;  yet  when  any  of  them  are  in  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, they  leave  no  Stone  unturnM  to  render  it  precarious, 
and  abortive  by  refusing  the  Settlement  of  a  competent  Sal- 
lary,  to  enable  the  four  Provinciall  lustices  to  performe  their 
Duty,  and  by  severall  other  crafty  Evasions  looking  upon 
their  Honour  and  Grandeur  to  be  highly  eclipsed  &  impaird 
by  the  Provinciall  lustices  comeing  to  hold  the  Assizes,  and 
before  the  Appearance  of  their  full  Countys,  giving  handsome, 
and  regular  Charges  to  the  Grand  lurys  of  Inquest,  thereby 
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p.  R,  o.  acquainting  the  people,  of  their  Duty  to  God,  their  Soveraigne, 
and  Country,  which  these  lustices  of  the  County  Courts  never 
do,  were  any  of  them  capable  thereof,  So  that  the  Country 
borne  as  they  terme  themselves  neither  know  their  Duty  to 
the  Queens  Ma''"'  nor  the  Respect  they  owe  the  Civill  Magis- 
trate, Wherefore  Seing  their  Ignorance  and  Ambition  will 
not  suffer  them  to  do  what  in  all  honesty,  and  good  Con- 
science, they  ought  for  the  Service  of  their  Country,  I  know 
not  how  these  lustices,  Who  are  the  only  asserters  of  her 
Ma*5^*  Royal  1  Prerogative  can  be  Supported,  unless  her  Ma''^* 
is  pleasd  to  direct  the  Councill  and  myselfe  Should  pay  each 
of  them  One  hundred  and  twenty  pounds  p  Annu,  out  of  the 
Imposts  rais'd  for  the  defraying  the  necessary  charge  of  this 
Province,  which  will  very  well  answer  that,  and  the  other 
necessary  Contingencyes,  the  lustices  of  the  Provinciall  Court 
as  it  Stood  before  this  Regulation  having  been  as  great  a 
Charge  to  the  Province,  without  any  Encouragement  to  them. 

The  Severall  Laws  for  the  Imposts  are  now  revived  for 
three  Years  &  better,  So  that  there  will  be  a  certaine  Sup- 
porte  for  three  years  at  least  to  those  Justices;  but  without  her 
Ma*''*  express  Direction  I  shall  not  presume  to  make  them  any 
Allowance  for  their  Service, 

According  to  a  former  Direction  of  the  hon'''*  Boarde  I  have 
made  Some  Observations  on  the  Severall  laws  enacted  this 
Session,  which  are  inclosed,  and  most  heartily  begg  pardon 
for  anything,  that  may  have  Sllpt  my  Notice,  having  been  So 
very  ill,  that  I  could  not  Sitt  in  Councill  above  three  or  four 
days,  during  the  whole  Session,  and  have  not  been  able  to  go 
out  of  my  house  ever  since. 

I  should  be  very  glad  to  have  her  Ma^'  Royall  Comands 
about  running  out  the  Northern  Lyne  of  this  Province,  or  to 
heare  my  Lord  Baltimore  and  M^  Penn  had  adjusted  that 
matter  between  themselves,  there  being  many  hot  disputes; 
So  that  the  people  of  both  provinces  are,  with  much  ado,  re- 
strayned  from  comitting  Violence  on  each  other.  Which  I 
should  be  Sorry  to  see,  and  in  the  meane  tyme  will  take  the 
best  care  I  can  to  prevent  it,  And  in  all  other  things  endeav- 
our to  distinguish  my  Zeal  for  her  Ma*^*  Service,  and  Obe- 
dience to  your  Comands  being

The  humble  Petition  of  Benedict  Leonard  Calvert  Son  of 
Charles  Lord  Baltemore 

Sheweth 

That  he  having  for  some  years  expressed  to  severally  his  In- 
cH nations  to  become  a  member  of  the  Church  of  England,  de- 
termined in  November  171 3,  to  declare  himself  so,  and 
accordingly  soon  after  publickly  renounced  the  Romish  Errors, 
and  received  from  the  hands  of  the  Bishop  of  Hereford,  the 
blessed  Sacrament  of  the  Lords  supper,  in  the  Church  of  S* 
Anne  Westminister. 

That  the  Lord  Baltemore  his  Father  (whom  he  had  some 
time  before  acquainted  with  his  Resolutions)  resented  this  So 
much  that  he  withdrew  four  hundred  &  fifty  Pounds  *p  annum 
of  what  he  had  for  severall  Years  allowed  him,  which  he  (a 
little  before  yo'  Petitioners  changing  his  Religion)  assured  him 
(by  a  letter  under  his  own  hand)  he  intended  to  continue. 

That  by  this  unkindness  of  his  Father  yo'  Petitioner  was 
reduced  to  live  upon  his  marriage  settlement,  which  is  but  Six 
hundred  Pounds  p  Annum,  &  out  of  which  he  allows  his  Wife 
two,  for  seperate  Maintenance* 

That  yo'  Pet^  hath  Six  children,  four  Sons  Se  two  Daughters, 
all  which  his  Father  Educated,  &  at  his  own  charge  main- 
tained in  Popish  Seminaries  abroad^  without  any  deduction, 
either  from  the  monys  arising  from  his  marriage  settlement, 
or  the  Four  Hundred  &  Fifty  Pounds  p  annum  above  men- 
tioned. 

That  yo^  Pet'  immediately  after  his  changing  his  Religion, 
sent  for  his  children,  and  placed  them  all  in  and  about  London 
at  protestant  Schools,  where  they  now  are. 

That  her  late  Majesty  was  Graciously  pleased,  out  of  her 
Royall  Bounty,  in  Consideration  of  yo*'  Pet''*  hard  usage  from 
his  Father,  &  his  slender  Fortune  during  his  Father's  life,  to 
grant  htm  a  Pension  of  Three  hundred  Pounds  p  Annum, 
For  the  maintenance  of  his  Children  during  the  life  of  his 
said  Father,  who  is  Eighty  Five  Years  old,  &  longer  than  his 
Father's  life  yo'  Pet'  neither  did,  nor  doth  desire  any  Pension- 
That  (at  yo^  Pet'*  request,  &  that  he  might  have  some  Far- 
ther relief  in  his  p'^sent  Circumstances)  her  Majesty  was  also 
pleased  to  appoint  Captain  lohn  Hart,  Nephew  to  the  p^sent 
Arch  Bishop  of  Tuam  who  had  served  severall  Years  both  in 
Spain  &  Portugall  Govern'  of  Maryland,  who  out  of  the 
Proffits  thereof  has  obliged  himself  to  render  yo'  Pet'  the 
sume  of  ^^500,  p  Annum.

His  Majesty 
was  accordingly  Proclaymed  w'^  the  usual  solemnity  be  for* 
the  Gate  of  His  Palace  at  S'  James's,  at  Charing  Cross,  at 
Temple  Bar,  at  the  End  of  Wood  Street  in  Cheapside  and 
lastly  at  the  Royal  Exchange  Great  Numbers  of  the  Nobility 
and  Principal  Gentry  assisted  at  each  Proclamation,  and 
attended  in  their  Coaches  during  the  whole  Solemnity, 
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Westminster  August  5"^  1714 
This  day  the  Lords  Justices  appointed  to  Administer  the 
Government  till  the  Arrival  of  his  Majesty  came  to  the  House 
of  Peers  and  sent  a  Message  by  S'  W"*  Olds  Gent,  usher  of 
the  Black  Rod  requiring  their  Attendance.  The  Commons 
went  up  accordingly  and  the  Lord  Chancellor  being  one  of 
the  Lords  Justices  in  their  name  made  the  following  Speech 
to  both  Houses  of  Parliament, 


My  Lords  &  Gentlemen. 

I  having  pleased  Almighty  God  to  take  to  Himselfe  Our 
late  most  Gracious  Queen  of  Blessed  Memorie  Wee  hope  p-  4 
nothing  has  been  ommitted  which  might  contribute  to  the  safety 
of  these  Realms  and  the  Preservation  of  Our  Religion  Laws 
and  Liberties  in  this  great  Conjecture.  As  these  Invaluable 
Blessings  have  been  secured  to  us  by  those  Acts  of  Parliam* 
which  have  settled  the  Succession  to  these  Kingdoms  in  the 
most  Illustrious  House  of  Hannover  We  have  regulated  Our 
Proceedings  by  those  Rules  which  are  therein  p'scribed. 

The  Privy  Council  soon  after  the  Demise  of  the  late  Queen, 
Assembled  at  S*  James's  where  according  to  the  s"^  Acts  of 
Parliament  the  three  Instruments  were  produced  and  opened, 
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Lib.  w,  B.  which  had  been  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Arch  Bishop 
of  Canterbury,  the  Lord  Chancellor  and  the  Resident  of 
Brunswick :  Those  who  either  by  their  Offices  or  by  Virtue 
of  these  Instruments  had  the  Hon^  of  being  appointed  Lords 
Justices  did  in  Conjunction  with  the  Council  immediately 
proceed  to  the  Prod  ay  mi  ng  of  our  Lawful  and  Rightful 
Soveretgne  King  George  taking  at  the  same  tyme,  the  neces- 
sary Care  to  maintain  the  Publique  Peace. 

In  pursuance  of  the  Acts  before  mentioned  this  Parliament 
is  now  Assembled^  and  are  pswaded  you  all  bring  with 
you  so  hearty  a  Disposition  for  His  Majesties  Service  and 
the  Publick  Good  that  we  cannot  Doubt  of  your  Assistance 
in  every  thing  w''''  may  promote  those  great  Ends. 

Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Comons 

Wee  find  it  necessary  to  put  you  in  minde  th'  severall 
p'  s  Branches  of  the  Publique  Revenue  are  expired  by  the  Demise 
of  Her  late  Majesty,  and  to  recommend  to  you  the  making 
such  Provisions  in  that  Respect  as  may  be  requisite  to  sup- 
port the  Hon'  and  Dignity  of  the  Crowne  and  We  assure 
Ourselves  you  will  not  be  wanting  in  any  thing  th*  may 
conduce  to  the  establishing  and  advancing  of  the  Publique 
Credit, 

My  Lords  and  Gentlemen 

We  forbeare  laying  before  You  anything  that  does  not 
require  Your  immediate  Consideration  not  having  received 
his  Majesties  Pleasure,  We  shall  onely  Exhort  you  to  the 
greatest  Earnestness  to  a  perfect  Unanimity  and  a  firm 
Adherence  to  our  Sovereignes  Interest,  as  being  the  onely 
means  to  continue  among  us  our  Psent  Happy  Tranquility.

where  the  Duke  of  Shrewsbury  was  by  her  Mal^  Immediately 
made  Treasurer  And  a  Genr"  Council  being  summoned. 
Orders  were  sent  to  the  Lord  Mayor  to  take  care  to  keep  the 
Peace  of  the  City,  The  Lords  Leiuten'*  of  the  severall 
Country s  were  directed  to  draw  out  the  Militia  to  take  from 
Papists  &  other  suspected  Persons  their  Arms  &  Horses  & 
to  be  watchfull  of  the  Publick  Tranquillity,  the  Military  Offices 
were  commanded  to  their  several  Posts.  Brigadier  Sutton 
was  sent  to  Flanders  to  bring  from  thence  Seaven  Battalltons 
of  her  Mat^*  Troops.  The  Fleet  was  directed  to  be  fitted  out 
&  all  other  necessary  precautions  were  taken. 

A  Letter  signed  by  the  Lords  of  the  Council  was  on  Sat- 
urday Morning  sent  Express  to  his  Electorall  Highness  of 
Brunswick  to  acquaint  Him  w'*'  what  had  been  done  to  Desire 
the  favour  of  his  immediate  P'sence  here  &  to  lett  him  know 
that  a  Squadron  of  Men  of  Warr  would  very  soon  attend  his 
Orders  on  the  Coast  of  Holland.  Yesterday  the  Lords  Jus- 
tices dispatched  the  Earle  of  Dorset  to  go  &  wayt  upon  his 
Majestie  with  an  Account  of  all  that  had  since  passed.  The  p-  20  • 
two  Houses  of  Parliament  met  on  Sunday  in  the  Afternoon 
according  to  the  Act.  They  have  been  since  employed  in 
taking  the  Oaths.

Goods  out  of  their  Ships  exposing  them  to  Sale  nor  receive 
any  Merchandize  on  Board  under  the  Penalty  of  Confiscation 
of  Ships  &  Goods. 

We  further  find  by  the  fortieth  Article  of  the  Instructions  p-  33

It  being  Considered  th'  it  is  very  necessary  th'  when  any 
reference  is  made  in  Chancery  to  any  of  the  Masters  or  Assist- 
ants in  that  Court  th^  a  reasonable  Fee  shou'd  be  payd  them 
for  their  Report. 

Resolved  th'  the  s*^  Fee  be  and  is  hereby  Settled  &  allowed 
to  be  taken  if  in  Tobacco  One  hundred  &  fifty  pounds  &  if  in 
Curr'  mony  twelve  Shillings  &  Six  pence. 

And  whereas  several  Gentlemen  of  this  Board  have  accord- 
ing to  Custom  assisted  the  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seale  in  holding  p.  39 
the  Chancery  for  w*'**  they  were  formerly  wont  be  allowed  in 
the  Publique.  But  for  that  no  such  Allowance  has  been  made 
for  near  two  Years  last  Past.  Advised  &  Resolved  th'  it 
being  in  Promotion  of  Justice  the  reasonableness  thereof  be 
represented  to  the  next  Session  of  Assembly. 

The  Petition  of  John  Norris  of  Ann  Arundel  County  setting 
forth  th'  he  is  fined  five  hundred  pounds  of  Tobacco  for  not 
attending  as  a  Juror  At  a  Court  held  in  November  last  for  the 
s**  County  During  the  sitting  of  w*^**  s*^  Court  the  Petition's 
wife  lay  very  sick  &  dyed  that  he  did  not  neglect  his  Duty 
out  of  any  Contempt  but  was  purely  induced  by  his  Affection 
to  &  Care  of  his  Wife.  The  truth  of  the  s**  Petition  being 
Certifyed  by  two  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  afs*^  County 
Court  is  thought  reasonable  &  Granted. 

Whereupon  ordered  th'  the  s**  Fine  be  remitted  &  not 
levyed.

I  received  the  Honour  of  yours  of  the  8'^  of  the  last  months 
and  do  Assure  y°  th'  neither  my  Ambition  of  seeing  y*  is 
lessened,  nor  has  years  or  infirmityes  so  much  altered  th' 
Stirring  disposition  which  you  are  pleased  to  Say  you  have 
heard  me  distinguished  by  in  the  Army,  but  th^  it  is  rather 
owing  to  my  Misfortune  tV  I  have  not  yet  had  the  Honour 
of  paying  my  respects  to  you  in  person,  sometimes  the  Inter- 
vention of  General  Assemblys  and  for  the  most  part  the 
forming  and  Executing  of  certain  projects  for  the  security  of 
Our  frontiers,  have  fallen  into  disappoint  my  Intentions  And 
now  if  I  hoped  I  had  overcome  all  these  Avocations  and  flat- 
tered myselfe  w'^  the  Prospect  of  a  little  Leizure  time.  An 
Accident  the  most  Extraordinary  of  any  I  have  yet  read  of  in 
any  History  of  America  and  which  I  am  now  to  Informe  you, 
has  given  me  a  fresh  disappointment  For  two  days  ago  I  re- 
ceived a  Letter  from  Col*'  Craven  Governo^  of  South  Carolina 
th'  all  the  nations  of  Indians  in  those  parts  are  Broke  out  in 
open  hostility  against  them  w^^  intention  to  Extirpate  his 
Maj'^*  Subjects  of  th^  Province.  Tho  Col**  Craven  in  the 
hurry  he  was  in,  is  very  short  in  his  relation  of  this  Affair,  yet

Lib,  w,  B.  his  Messenger  adds  Several  Particulars  Such  as,  That  the 
Indians  had  murdered  200  familys  at  &  ab'a  Place  called  Port 
Royal,  that  the  whole  Country  was  flying  before  them  to  take 
Shelter  at  Charles  Town,  which  place  they  also  Expected 
would  be  soon  Blockt  up,  the  Enemye  being  at  the  time  of 
writeing  the  Letter  which  was  the  11'''  of  this  Month  within 
two  days  March.  CoF  Craven  has  very  Earnestly  pressed 
me  to  assist  him  w""  some  Armes  in  this  distress,  And  I  have 
accordingly  resolved  to  send  him  a  Supply  both  of  Armes  and 
Ammunition  by  his  Maj'^^'  Ship  Valour  for  which  purpose  I 
have  Writt  the  Inclosed  Letter  to  the  Cap^  to  hasten  hither 
and  pray  the  favo"^  of  you  to  give  it  a  Speedy  Conveyance 
If  you  can  Supply  him  w^^  any  Armes  or  Ammunition  from  yo' 
Province  it  will  be  a  very  great  kindness  but  if  they  are  not  in 
p.  4»  readiness  a  Small  Assistance  sent  in  time  will  be  of  greater  Ser- 
vice than  a  Larger  hereafter  Col"*  Craven  writes  me  th*  the  man 
of  Warr  I  sent  thither  w^^  a  pacquet  of  the  Same  Kind  as  th^ 
you  had  from  hence  the  begining  of  last  Month  has  been  of 
great  Service  to  Incourage  the  people  there,  and  I  believe 
their  being  Visited  from  time  to  time  by  some  of  his  Majestys 
Ships  of  Warr  on  these  Northern  Stations  will  be  a  means  to 
keep  up  their  Spiritts  and  Secure  the  Communication  by  Sea, 
which  is  the  only  way  they  have  now  left  to  be  Supplyed  with 
ProvisionSi  I  cannot  but  now  Call  to  mind  a  paragraph  I  ob- 
served Col**  Hunters  letter  to  you  upon  the  death  of  the 
Queen*  which  intimated  his  being  obliged  to  hasten  to  Albany 
to  pacifye  the  Indians,  who  had  threatened  to  take  up  the 
Hatchett  upon  some  pretended  Advices  th'  the  English  were 
Combining  to  cutt  them  off,  And  as  I  am  certainly  informed, 
th*  there  has  been  a  more  than  ordinary  intercourse  between 
the  Southern  and  Northern  Indians  for  some  time  past,  and 
th'  the  Southern  Indians  under  pretence  of  making  war  upon 
the  Seniquors  and  other  Northern  Indians  furnished  them- 
selves w^*"  great  Quantityes  of  Ammunition  and  Armes  which 
they  have  now  turned  against  the  people  of  South  Carolina, 
I  am  very  apprehensive  there  may  be  the  same  Treacherous 
designe  on  foot  amongst  the  Northern  Indians,  Wherefore  I 
think  it  Concerns  all  these  Governm"  to  be  upon  their  Guard 
and  to  have  watch  full  Eye  upon  the  Indians  in  their  Neigh- 
bourhood, The  Inclosed  letter  for  the  Cover  no"  to  the 
Northward  are  intended  to  caution  them  ag*  such  a  Surprize 
which  may  be  too  Justly  feared  and  I  pray  the  favour  of  you 
to  give  them  a  Speedy  Dispatch.     I  am  with  great  Esteem

Low  Cofnand' of  his  Ma*s^*  Shipp  Valour  Who  in  few  hours  ^'^^ 
will  be  ready  to  saile  for  Virginia  according  to  Col  Spotswood 
Desire  And  as  to  that  part  relating  to  Arms  and  Ammuni-

His  Ex'^y  Also  acquaints  the  Board  that  our  Potomack  In- 
dians have  been  out  but  are  come  in  again,  &  that  it  may  be 
Supposed  they  have  had  some  Corespondence  with  other 
Indians — 

Whereupon  He  had  ordered  and  sent  fourscore  Arms  with 
proportionable  Amunition  to  Prince  Georges  County,

Also  Resolvd  and  Advised  that  in  Case  His  Ex**"^  and 
any  three  of  the  Council  shall  think  fit  to  send  any  Arms  or 
Ammunition  to  S**  Carolina  for  the  Succour  of  his  Ma'**  Sub- 
jects there,  It  be  wholy  left  to  his  Ex''*^^'  Discretion  with  the 
Advice  of  Such  a  Number  of  the  Council  And  it  being  con- 
sidered that  there  is  not  so  Sufficient  a  Store  of  Powder 
P  47  in  the  publique  Magazine  as  might  be  wisht  at  this  tyme  To 
the  End  that  all  the  Powder  and  Ball  now  in  the  Province 
to  be  disposed  of  by  any  Merch'*  Traders  may  be  secured  for 
his  Ma*^'  Service  at  this  Juncture.

S'  On  Good  Fryday  Benedict  Leonard  Lord  Baltemore 
died  And  his  son  Charles  now  Lord  Baltemore  having 
chosen  me  his  Guardian  I  have  on  his  Lordships  behalfe 
Nominated  and  appointed  You  his  Lieutenant  and  Cheif 
Governour  W^  his  Majesty  has  been  graciously  pleased  to 
approve  and  you  will  herewith  receive  a  Commission  and 
some  short  Instructions  accordingly 

And  then  lay'd  before  the  Board  the  Oath  his  Excell"'^ 
tooke  as  Governour  of  this  Province  on  Wednesday  the 
p.  50  twenty  seaventh  of  October  1714  on  Notification  of  His 
Majestys  Accession  to  the  Crowne  as  follow eth  Viz. 

I  John  Hart  Esq'  do  swear  that  I  will  be  true  and  fFaithful 
to  his  Majesty  King  George  his  Heirs  and  Successors  and 
his  and  their  Rights  and  Royal  Jurisdictions  and  all  and  every 
of  them  into  and  over  this  his  Province  of  Maryland  the  Is- 
lands and  Territories  thereto  belonging  1  will  at  all  times 
defend  and  maintaine  to  the  utmost  of  my  Power  and  will 
never  accept  any  Place  Office  or  Employment  within  the  s** 
Province  any  way  concerning  or  relating  to  the  Government 
thereof  from  any  Person  or  authority,  but  by  from  or  under  a 
lawful  Authority  derived  or  to  be  derived  from  tyme  to  tyme 
to  his  s**  Majesty  his  Heirs  and  Successors  I  will  faithfully 
serve  his  Majesty  as  his  Govern'  or  Commander  in  Cheif  of 
the  said  Province  and  in  all  other  Offices  Committed  or  to  be 
Committed  to  my  Charge  by  his  Majesty's  Commission  or  Com- 
missions to  me  and  will  willingly  Yield  up  such  Commission  or 
Commissions  againe  And  all  Offices  Powers  and  Authorities 
granted  or  to  be  granted  by  them  or  any  of  them  into  the 
Hands  of  his  Majesty  his  Heirs  and  Successors  or  to  such 
Person  or  Persons  as  He  or  they  shall  appoint  whensoever 
He  or  they  shall  appoint  me  so  to  do  and  shall  signifye  the 
p'  51  same  unto  me  And  will  not  Presume  to  put  in  Execution  or 
Attempt  to  Execute  any  Office  Power  or  Authority  granted 
unto  me  by  any  of  the  said  Commissions  after  that  His  s*^ 
Majesty  his  Heirs  or  Successors  shall  repeale  them  or  any  of 
them  respectively  and  that  such  Repeales  be  Published  within 
this  Province  I  will  do  Equal  Justice  to  the  Poor  and  to  the 
Rich  within  this  Province  to  the  best  of  my  Skill  Judge- 
ment and  Power  according  to  the  Laws  and  Ordinances 
of  the  said  Province  and  in  default  thereof  according  to  my 
Conscience  and  best  discretion  and  the  Power  granted  or  to

missions  I  will  not  for  ffear  ffavour  or  Affection  or  any  other 
Cause  hinder  or  delay  Justice  to  any  but  will  truely  Execute 
the  said  Office  and  Offices  respectively  according  to  his  Mat^ 
Commission  to  me  in  that  Behalfe  and  to  the  true  intent  & 
meaning  thereof  and  not  otherwise  to  the  best  of  my  under- 
standing and  Judgement;  I  will  not  know  of  any  attempt 
against  his  s*^  Majesty's  Person  his  Rights  or  Dominions  in- 
to or  over  the  said  Province  and  the  People  therein.  But  I  will 
Prevent  Resist  and  oppose  it  to  the  utmost  of  my  Power  and 
will  make  the  same  knowne  w'*"  all  Convenient  Speed  to  his 
said  Majesty  And  I  will  In  all  things  from  tyme  to  tyme  as 
occasion  shall  require  faithfully  Counsell  and  Advise  his  said 
Majesty  according  to  my  Heart  and  Conscience. 

After  which  his  Excellency  declared  that  notwithstanding 
he  had  received  a  Comjnission  from  the  Right  Honb'^  the 
Lord  Charles  Barron  of  Baltemore  and  the  Lord  Francis  p-  5« 
Guilford  his  Guardian  to  be  Lieutenant  and  Cheif  Govern^  of 
this  Province,  Yet  He  had  not  had  the  least  Instruction  or 
notice  of  the  Government  being  by  his  Majesty  restored  to 
my  Lord  Baltemore.  And  having  produced  the  s^  Com- 
mission dated  the  30**"  of  May  1715.  Ordered  the  same  to  be 
read  at  the  Board  which  was  so  done.  And  then  desired  the 
Members  of  the  Board  Severally  to  give  their  opinions 
Whether  it  be  advisable  for  his  Excell*'^  to  Accept  of  and  Act 
by  the  said  Commission  without  some  particular  Instruction 
direction  or  Notification  from  his  Majesty  or  other  Legal 
notice  that  he  has  been  graciously  pleased  to  restore  the 
Governm'  to  the  Lord  Proprietor  since  his  Excellency  now 
Administers  the  Governm*  by  Virtue  of  his  Majesty's  Royal 
Authority  under  the  Great  Seale  of  Great  Britain  and  accord* 
ing  to  the  Oath  before  recited. 

The  Board  are  unaminously  of  Opinion  that  as  his  Excel- 
lency has  declared  he  has  not  received  any  Instructions  or 
Notice  from  his  Ma'^  or  any  legal  Authority  derived  under 
him  of  his  Pleasure  to  restore  this  Government  to  the  Lord 
Proprietary  He  ought  not  to  accept  of  or  Act  by  the  said 
Commission  or  any  ways  resigne  up  the  Administration  of  the 
Government  he  now  holds  under  his  Majestys  Aothority  untill 
his  Majesty's  Pleasure  is  signifyed  to  him  for  so  doing. 

His  Excellency  having  received  a  Letter  from  the   Hontf* 
Col    Alexand'  Spotswood  of  the  fifteenth  of  July   last  com- p- S3 
municated  it  the  Board  as  folio  we  th  viz.

Lib,  w.  B,  not  better  answer  Your  desire  of  knowing  the  state  of  that 
Province  than  by  inclosing  the  Copy  of  what  I  have  just  writt 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  according  to  the  Information  I  re- 
ceived from  a  Gentleman  of  considerable  ffigure  in  that 
Governm^  sent  hither  to  Sollicit  it  for  an  immediate  assistance 
of  Men  upon  whose  Representation  I  have  gone  as  farr  to 
succour  them  as  the  Authority  of  a  Governour  supported  by 
the  Concurrence  of  a  Council  wou'd  Enable  me  by  immediately 
resolving  to  raise  300  Men  for  that  Service  and  have  allready 
used  such  dispatch  therein  that  there  were  but  fifteen  days 
between  the  Arrival  of  the  Commissioners  here  and  their  dis- 
patch with  an  hundred  and  Eighteen  of  that  Number  Next 
Wednesday  I  intend  to  Embarque  40  or  50  more  and  the 
Remainder  will  be  ready  against  the  returne  of  the  Valeun 
These  are  also  to  be  Armed  from  hence  for  which  purpose  I 
have  allready  sent  to  Charles  Towne  200  good  Musquetts 
and  preparing  a  hundred  more  to  be  sent  with  the  first 
opportunity. 

p  54  The  Encouragement  proposed  by  the  Governm'  of  South 
Carolina  for  engaging  these  Men  in  their  Service  are  the  pay 
of  30  p  month  CaroHna  Mony  provisions  of  Victuals  and  some 
Supply  of  Cloathing  against  Winter;  but  the  main  inducement 
has  been  a  Proposal  I  made  and  which  the  Carolina  Agents 
agreed  to  tho  It  was  not  in  his  Instructions  that  for  every 
Man  sent  from  hence  a  Slave  should  be  sent  hither  to  Worke 
in  his  Roome  and  to  remain  here  as  a  Security  for  his  pay. 

The  Government  of  South  Carolina  has  desired  no  less 
than  a  thousand  Men  but  it  not  being  judged  advisable  to 
Spare  from  hence  so  great  a  Number  while  we  are  appre- 
hensive of  an  Attacque  on  Our  owne  ffrontiers.  I  advised 
their  applying  to  you  for  a  like  Assistance  if  after  the  Arrival 
of  the  Succours  from  hence  they  found  it  necessary  not  doubt- 
ing but  upon  their  sending  Executed  a  Contract  of  the  like 
Nature  tu  Your  Government  as  that  they  have  Entered  into 
with  this  You  wou*d  Supply  them  with  as  many  Men  as  the 
Condition  of  Your  Province  cou'd  Spare. 

By  what  I  can  yet  learne  there  is  no  reason  to  suspect  any 
of  Our  Indians  holding  a  Correspondence  with  the  Enimie, 
nor  has  there  been  as  yet  any  appearance  of  them  on  our 
ffronriers;  but  I  am  surprized  at  an  Affidavit  sent  me  in  the 
Pacquett  from  South  Carolina  and  of  which  I  send  you  a  Copy 
and  as  I  know  none  of  our  Traders  of  the  Name  of  Wilson 
nor  any  Traders  gone  from  hence  or  returned  hither  of  late 
I  desire  You  will  be  pleased  to  Enquire  if  any  such  persons 
belong  to  Your  Province  or  are  Come  thither  with  the  Skins 
mentioned  in  that  Affidavit. 
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I  thought  it  necessary  at  this  Juncture  to  call  an  Assembly  Ub,  w.  b, 
as  well  to  provide  for  the  defence  of  this  Country  as  to  try  ^'  ^^ 
what  nnay  be  done  for  the  further  releif  of  their  Fellow  Sub- 
jects and  they  are  to  meet  the  3"*  of  next  Month.  It  wou'd  be 
of  the  greatest  Service  to  these  Plantations  if  Maryland 
Virginia  &  North  Carolinia  cou'd  be  brought  to  raise  a  Force 
of  1500  Men  to  march  directly  to  the  Indian  Towns  and 
destroy  and  Harrass  those  of  whome  we  are  most  in  danger 
such  an  Effort  would  Convince  the  Indians  that  we  are  not  so 
Easily  Subdued  as  they  have  imagined  but  this  is  rather  to 
be  wished  for  than  depended  on,  since  I  beleive  You  are 
allready  sufficiently  acquainted  with  the  humour  of  Assembly. 

I  dayly  expect  the  Returne  of  the  Valeur  and  believe  You 
need  make  no  Extraordinary  preparations  either  of  Provisions 
or  Amunition  for  Carolina  till  you  hear  further  since  the 
supply  of  ten  Barrells  of  Powder  and  a  proportionable 
Quantity  of  Shot  sent  from  hence  will  be  Sufficient  for  some 
time,  and  I  don't  understand  that  they  are  in  any  want  of 
Provision  Sp 

Upon  Consideration  had  by  the  Board  of  the  last  Paragraph 
thereof  the  Members  of  the  Council  now  Present  think  fit  to 
Continue  the  Resolutions  made  the  last  meeting  of  the 
Council  relating  to  the  aiding  his  Mat''*'  Subjects  in  South 
Carolina.  His  Excellency  says  he  has  got  Bills  of  Excha  :  for  p'  56 
five  hundred  pounds  sterl,  from  M'  John  Rousby  by  His 
Majesty's  Receiver  of  the  District  of  Puttuxeni  to  purchase 
Arms  &c,  and  has  wrote  to  Col  Blakiston  Agent  for  this 
Province  to  buy  a  suitable  quantity.

Who  Assist  his  Excellency  the  Govern'  with  their  Advice 
on  all  Urgent  Occasions  relating  to  the  State  welfare  and 
defence  of  the  Province:  And  are  by  Act  of  Assembly  allowed 
for  their  Attendance  each  day  in  Council  and  in  the  Gen- 
er"  Assembly  One  hundred  and  fifty  pounds  of  Tobacco,  but 
were  formerly  Supported  Out  of  the  Lord  Proprietary s  Reve- 
nue 

His  Excellency  the  Govn'  and  Council  with  four  Delegates 
for  every  one  of  the  twelve  Countys  in  the  Province  and  two 
Burgesses  from  the  City  of  Annapolis,  Compose  the  General 
Assembly  or  Legislature  of  the  Province  representing  three 
Estates  thereof  Viz,  His  Excellency  the  Govn'  the  first :  His 
Mat''^  Council^  the  Second  And  the  Delegates  their  Electors 
to  witt  the  Free  Holders  and  other  Inhabitants  of  the  Province, 
the  third,  Wherein  his  Excellency  the  Govern'  has  all  ways  a 
Negative  Voice. 

His  Excellency  the  Govn'  by  Virtue  of  His  Mat'^'  Royal 
Commission  is  Keeper  of  the  Great  Seale  of  the  s**  Province 
in  Consideration  whereof  there  are  Sundry  fiees  settled  by  Act 
of  Assembly  for  the  Sealing  the  several  Processes  and  Decrees 
of  that  Court  the  Yearly  Value  of  which  Fees  are  very  un- 
certain according  as  the  Publick  or  Private  Bui  sue  ss  happens 
to  be  more  or  less  Yearly  :  The  s^  Fees  have  in  some  Years 
amounted  to  fifty  Thousand  pounds  of  Tobacco  p  Ann.  Sel- 
dom more  but  very  often  less  and  are  dispersed  in  the  sev'^' 
Countys  out  of  which  the  Sevr"  Sherd ffs  have  a  Sallary  often 
p  Cent  for  Collecting, 
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c,  p.  The  Judges  of  the  Provincial  Court  at  Psent  are  five  Viz. 
The  HonW'  Col  W"  Holland,  Col  Thomas  Smith,  L^  Col 
Samuel  Young  Col  Thomas  Addison,  And  \J  Col  Richard 
Tilghman.  The  said  Court  holds  Plea  of  all  Actions  Real, 
Personal  and  Mixt,  between  Party  and  Party  as  well  as  Debts 
due  to  the  Crowne  &  Criminal  Matters  so  that  the  Court  may 
be  well  said  to  be,  both  Kings  Bench,  Common  Pleas  and 
Exchequer.  The  Justices  of  the  Court  are  allowed  by  Act  of 
Assembly  for  every  days  Attendance  in  Court  One  hundred 
&  fourty  pounds  of  Tobacco  per  diem ;  They  hold  the  said 
Court  Generally  twice  in  the  Year  Viz.     Aprill  &  October. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Province  is  keeper  of  the  Records 
and  Prothonotory  of  this  Court  which  Office  He  Executes 
by  his  Clerk  commonly  Stiled  the  Clerk  of  the  Provincial 
Court  To  whome  he  pays  a  certain  Sallary  Yearly.  The  num- 
ber of  Attorneys  in  this  Court  is  not  certain  their  Fees  are 
settled  by  Law,  The  Attorney  Generall  constantly  Attends 
this  Court  and  is  at  p'sent  M'  William  Bladen  to  whome  her 
late  Majesty  was  pleased  to  allow  a  Sallary  of  lOO  ;^  per 
Ann.  to  be  payd  out  of  her  Revenues  in  this  Province;  but 
what  was  unapropriated,  being  granted  by  her  late  Mat'  to 
the  Late  Benedict  Leonard  Lord  Baltemore  he  has  not  re- 
ceived any  Satisfaction  therefore.  There  is  also  a  Cryer  of 
this  Court  whose  Fees  are  settled  By  Act  of  Assembly  Ap- 
peals are  made  and  Writts  of  Error  brought  from  the  Pro- 
vincial Court  to  the  Govn"^  in  Council  who  are  appointed  a 
Court  by  Act  of  Assembly  to  receive  and  hear  them.

After  the  Office  is  Supported,  and  the  Registers  Sallary  payd 
which  is  allways  a  Certain  Quantity  of  Tobacco  not  less  than 
j^ 20000  The  Fees  of  that  Office  for  the  last  two  Years  have 
not  Exceeded  70000'  of  Tobacco  p  Ann  clear  to  the  Com-

There  are  in  every  County  a  Sherriflle,  a  Surveyor,  and  two 
or  three  Coroners,  also  in  some  Six  Seaven,  eight,  nine  or 
ten  Commissioners  of  the  County  Court  or  Justices  of  the 
Peace  according  to  the  Extent  of  the  County  who  hold  their 
Sessions  four  times  in  the  Year  Viz.  in  March  June  August 
and  November,  &  have  Jurisdiction  of  all  personal  Actions 
not  Exceeding  60000'  of  Tobicco,  and  also  of  all  Criminal 
Matters  Committed  in  their  Countys  whereof  Judgem^  doth 
not  Extend  to  Life  or  Member  ;  These  Justices  have  Sev- 
erall Powers  and  Authoritys  given  them  by  sevr"  Acts  of 
Assembly:  Viz,  to  decide  Small  Suits  not  exceeding  400^  of 
Tobacco  or  33'  &  4'^  according  to  their  discretion  as  also  all 
differences  between  Masters  and  Servants,  also  to  Levy  upon 
the  Taxable  Persons  of  their  County  so  much  Tobacco  by  an 
equal  Assessment  as  will  defray  the  necessary  Charges  of 
their  Countys  :  Part  whereof  is  for  their  severall  Attendances 
in  Court,  allowed  by  Act  ot  Assembly  Eighty  pounds  of  To- 
bacco p'  Day  to  each  Justice*  Here  is  a  Cryer  of  every 
County  Court,  whose  Fees  are  also  settled  by  Act  of  Assembly 

There  are  two  Corporations  in  the  Province  Viz.  the  City 
of  S'  Maries  and  the  City  of  Annapolis  the  first  whereof  has 
been  long  disused — That  of  Annapolis  Consists  of  a  Mayor, 
Recorder,  Six  Aldermen  and  ten  Common  Councilmen  :  The 
Mayors  Court  holds  Plea  of  Actions  of  Debt  not  Exceeding 
five  pounds  and  of  other  small  Irespasses  &  Misdeamean- 
21 
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C-  P.  ours.  There  is  a  Sherriffe  for  the  City  of  Annapolis  and  two 
or  three  Attorneys  of  the  Mayors  Court  whose  Fees  are 
Limited  by  Rule  of  Court,  and  are  far  less  than  what  are 
taken  in  the  County  Courts 

The  Court  of  Vice  Admiralty  was  formerly  held  by  Com- 
missioners under  his  late  Royal  Highness  Prince  George  Lord 
High  Admiral  of  England,  Who  appointed  a  judge  Register 
and  Martial,  but  Since  his  Death  that  Court  has  not  met,  but 
is  Supposed  may  be  againe  Erected  by  particular  Commis- 
sions  from  the  Govn*^  and  Vice  Admiral  of  this  Province  for 
th^  Purpose, 

His  Majesty  has  three  Collectors  of  his  Customes  in  this 
Province —

There  are  Parishes  in  the  Province  whereof  Six  are  now 
Vacant  of  Incumbents  These  Parishes  one  with  another  are 
worth  about  twenty  thousand  p***  of  Tobacco  p  Ann.  but  not 
being  so  well  divided,  some  are  of  far  more  and  others  of  far 
less  Emoliment  The  Lord  Bishop  of  London  is  the  Dioces-

And  then  desired  the  Opinion  of  the  Council  whether  the 
former  Objections  ag*  his  Surrendring  up  the  Governm-  with- 
out particular  Directions  from  the  Crowne  be  not  Sufficiently 
Answered. 

Whereupon  it  Appearing  under  his  most  Sacred  Majesty* s 
Signe  Manual  &  Privy  Seale  that  he  had  been  graciously 
Pleased  to  Approve  of  his  being  the  Lord  Proprietors  L' 
Governour  in  Cheife  in  this  Province. 

All  the  Members  of  His  Majesty's  Council  now  present 
Unanimously  answer  they  do  think  the  s*^  former  Objections 
are  now  Sufficiently  answered  And  that  it  is  their  Opinion 
and  Advice  that  His  Excellency  should  forthwith  Surrender 
up  the  Governm*  of  this  Province  to  his  Lordship  the  Lord 
Proprietor  and  Accept  of  and  Execute  his  Lordships  Commis- 
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Lib.w.  B,  sion  to  Him  for  the  Governm'  thereof,  His  Excellency  being 
particularly  named  in  his  Majesty's  s**  Royal  Instructions  as 
p*^7  his  Lordship's  Deputy  Govn^  over  this  Province, 

Then  his  Excellency  desired  the  Board  to  Advise  Him 
after  what  manner  it  might  be  fitting  to  publish  his  Lordship's 
Commission  to  Him  for  the  Administration  of  the  Governm* 

To  which  the  Council  say  they  are  of  Opinion  that  the  said 
Commission  shou'd  be  published  to  Morrow  before  Noon  in 
the  Publick  Court  House  of  this  City  His  Excellency  being 
there  Present  with  the  Members  of  this  Board,  the  violent 
hard  weather  and  deep  Snow  now  on  the  Ground  having 
prevented  the  Meeting  of  a  full  Council  till  late  this  Evening.

The  Honourable  Thomas  Brooke  Esq'  being  present  at  the 
Board,  his  Excellency  delivered  to  the  said  Thomas  Brooke 
Esq'^  a  Letter  from  his  Lordship,  the  R*  Honb''^  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietorie,  and  the  Lord  Guilford,  Dated  at  London  September 
the  19*^  171 5  and  directed  to  Thomas  Brooke  Esq' and  the 
rest  of  the  Gentlemen,  of  Our  Council  in  Maryland  as  follow's 
Viz, 

Gentlemen, 

The  Experience  which  You  have  had,  in  the  Affairs  of  Our 
Province,  gives  you  Ability  to  Serve  us.  The  Confidence  we 
have  in  Your  Fidelity,  has  caused  us,  to  Constitute  You  of 
Our  Council,  and  Your  Govern'  will  herewith  deliver  you, 
Our  Commission,  Do  Your  Duty  to  us,  and  you  may  Expect

Which  being  read. 

The  said  Thomas  Brooke  Esq'  Col  Thomas  Addison  and 
L'  Col,  Richard  I'ilghman,  tooke  the  Oaths  to  the  King 
appointed  by  Act  of  Parliament,  instead  of  the  Oaths  of 
Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  the  Oath  appointed  by  the  fifth 
and  Sixth  of  Queen  Anne,  for  securing  her  Mat^  Person  and 
Government,  and  the  Succession  to  the  Crowne  of  Great 
Britain  in  the  Protestant  Line,  which  they  Subscribed  as  also 
the  Test,  and  then  tooke  the  Oath  of  a  Councellor,  of  State, 
within  this  Province, 

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Gentlemen  of  his  Lordship's 
Council,  that  M"  Mary  Hemsley  the  wife  of  M'  Philemon 
Hemsley,  a  liver  in  this  Towne,  having  by  some  strange 
Means  found  or  got  into  her  Hands,  a  Letter  wrote  by  a 
Popist  Preist,  in  this  City,  to  another  Dated  near  three  Years  * 
agoe,  which  she  had  kept  from  his  Excellency* s  Knowledge, 
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■p.  tho'  she  had  intimated  to  severall  of  her  acquaintance,  that  it

As  for  News  I  know  You  value  it  not,  being  taken  up  in 
Matters  of  Greater  Moment,  &  therefore  I  here  advise  You 
to  lay  aside  my  Letter,  and  read  no  further  but  give  it  to  M' 
Darnall  to  whome  Perchance  it  may  be  acceptable.  On  Sun- 
day Cap^  Hoxton  came  hither,  and  gave  us  the  ffollowing 
Accounts,  (but  first  it  may  be  worth  while  to  advise  You,  he 
is  totally  in  the  Low  Church  Interest,  and  somewhat  ignorant, 
in  Foreign  Affairs.  He  sat  Sail  from  Portsmouth  the  last  of 
Octob*  and  entered  the  Capes  Yesterday  was  Sevenight, 
being  the  thirteenth  Inst:  He  lay  beating  about  the  Capes 
3  Weeks,  so  that  had  he  found  a  favourable  Wind  here,  his 
Passage  had  been  of  nineteen  days  onely,  altho  he  went  to 
the  Southward  his  Ship  is  new,  &  a  delicate  Sayler,  they  made 
450  Leagues  in  one  Week,  and  often  two  hundred  and  fifty 
miles  in  one  day,  and  many  more  are  the  Wonders  he  tells  of 
Her,  her  name  is  the  Antelope  Pink  this  is  her  first  Voyage, 
Daniel  Watts  is  arrived,  his  leg  is  but  Skin  &  bone  and  not 
healed,  so  that  he  went  not  on  Shoare  in  England,  He  went 
to  Holland,  with  part  of  his  owne  Freight,  and  other  Tobacco 
and  from  thence  is  gone  to  New  Castle  to  load  with  Coale, 
great  Part  of  his  Tobacco  and  other  is  sold,  some  in  England 
from  lyi  to  4,  some  in  Holland  from  3  to  6  Stivers  p'^  the 
Parliament  was  not  Chosen  when  he  left  England,  and  are 
not  to  sitt  till  January,  the  Members  are  much  the  same  the 
High  Church  are  put  to  it,  especially  in  London,  where  four 
Merchants  were  designed  for  Members,  by  the  Low  Church 
trading  Party,  but  the  high  Church,  use  all  Industry  to 
strengthen  their  side,  they  take  all  out  of  Prisons  to  Vote  for 
them,  giving  them  and  their  Guardians  each  a  Guinea,  M' 
Carlton  (who  is  not  Coming  hither,  but  is  actually  under 
Confinement,  &  has  a  Statute  of  Banckrupt  out  against  him) 
was  taken  out  to  Poll :  The  Emperour  is  not  Come  in,  nor  is 
there  any  Truce  between  &c :  Landau  is  taken,  and  Phriburg 
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c.  p,  beseiged,  the  which  will  soon  follow^  the  French  Carry  all 
before  them,  and  unless  we  secure  the  Peace  of  the  Empire, 
we  must  soon  joyn  with  the  Emperour  in  another  War  w*** 
France.  The  King  of  Sweeden  is  not  returned  but  still  in 
Adrianople,  Marlbou rough  with  his  Dutchess,  is  also  in  Ger- 
many, and  the  Report  of  his  Returne,  was  a  Fiction.  The 
Party  run  as  high  in  England,  as  ever,  &  the  Low  Church, 
as  he  says,  are  more  numerous,  but  out  topt  by  the  unfair 
Proceedings,  of  the  other  Party  No  Dutys  are  taken  oflf  as 
Yet  either  of  French  Goods  in  England  or  of  Ours  in  France, 
the  true  Articles  of  Peace  are  not  Published,  and  the  Peace, 
be  it  as  it  will,  gives  but  small  Satisfaction  Dunkirk  is  not 
rased,  nor  will  it  be  in  all  appearance,  the  Pretender  is  still  in 
France,  the  Dutch  and  Spaniard  are  not  agreed,  and  con- 
stantly make  Prizes  of  each  other,  hence  the  Dutch  dare  not 
sail  in  the  Mediteranean,  and  are  forced  to  Employ  the  Eng- 
lish in  those  Parts,  the  D:  Daumon  is  the  French  Embassa* 
dor  but  will  soon  be  Succeeded  by  another,  many  of  Our 
Soldiers  are  disbanded,  Six  or  eight  thousand  are  sent  for 
Ireland. 

I  am  afraid  You  will  scarce  be  able  to  read,  much  less 
understand,  what  I  have  writt,  my  tyme  Presses,  and  I  am 
forced  to  press  on,  You  have  it  as  I  received  it,  and  giving 
the  due  allowance,  for  Party  Prejudice,  You  may  guess  what's 
true  &  what's  exaggerated ;  the  Capt.  says  M^  Hyde,  will 
send  M'  Duell,  no  more  into  these  Parts,  M^  Dare  is  his  onely 
Passenger, 

Abraham  the  Overseer  has  his  Ace**  for  four  Hogs^*  of 
prime  Tobacco,  they  fetch  him  in  all  3"  that  is  15*  p  Hogs^ 
one  with  another,  but  then  his  Charges  were  two  pound  two 
shillings  more  than  last  Year,  his  Freight  being  12"  -p  Tonn, 
&  Average  amounting  to  twenty  two  Shillings  -p  Hogs^ 

They  tell  me  here  Dry  or  pickled  fish  Collation,  is  not 
allowed  by  You  all,  I  can't  but  wonder  thereat,  it  being  every 
where  tollerated,  for  my  Part  I  can't  tell  what  to  do,  whether 
to  allow  leave  for  flesh,  some  days  in  Lent,  is  not  that  left  to 
each  one  in  Particular,  for  my  part  I  think  quod  indulged 
Possit  Propter  inopiam  Piscium  Potiri  Casei  lactis  Ac""  Quam 
facile  dispensatio  Flandria  non  Solum  privatis  at  omnibus 
si  hyems  fuerit  Sseverior  et  Pisces  Salsi  suscipi  non  Potuerint 
Your  opinion,  &  further  Instruction,  wou'd  be  very  accepta- 
ble, by  the  first  opportunity. 

I  think  to  make  my  Exercise  and  recollection  next  Month, 
so  hope  to  see  You  towards  the  latter  end  thereof:  M'  Hall 
left  two  of  my  Books  at  M'  Hills,  Pray  desire  him  to  send 
them  hither,  by  the  first  Occasion,  or  to  deliver  them  to  You. 
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M'  William  Diggs  supposes  M'  Rozier,  carryed  my  Pow-  c.  p. 
der  flask  away  with  him,  if  so  desire  him  to  make  restitution,

was  Curious  to  know  the  meaning  of,  shew'd  it  to  some  of 
her  freinds.  That  His  Excellency  the  Govn'  John  Hart  Esq' 
liaving  got  some  Hint,  or  Information  of  the  said  Letter,  she 
was  in  His  Excellency's  Name  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
required  and  commanded,  to  send  it  him,  which  she  did  by 
the  s*^  Clerk  of  the  CounciL 

Then  the  said  M"  Mary  Hemsley  being  asked  if  the  said 
Letter,  now  shewn  her,  by  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  &  upon 
which  she  had  noted  her  delivery  of  it,  to  the  said  Clerk,  and 
her  own  Hand  Subscribed,  with  her  Name,  was  the  afores** 
Letter,  she  had  shewn,  to  some  of  Her  Friends,  and  was  in- 
quired for,  &  the  very  individual,  and  onely  Letter  she  had 
found,  in  the  Leaves  of  the  Book  returned  her  by  M^  William 
Hunter,  as  afores**  She  declared  it  was.

Yard  Dated  the  21*' day  of  December,  171 2  &  particularly 
as  to  the  first  Paragraph  thereof,  acknowledges  the  said 
Letter,  to  be  by  Him  wrolCi  and  depose th  on  the  Holy  Evan- 
gelist, that  what  is  therein  meant  by  the  Severall  Expressions, 
in  the  s*^  first  Paragraph,  was  in  answer  to  a  Letter  he  had 
some  time  before  that,  received  from  the  s'^  M'  Killuck 
wherein  he  had  requested,  a  Sight  or  Perusall  of  a  Sermon 
by  the  Deponent  Preached  Sevr"  times  on  the  following  text. 
Viz.  Per  totam  Noctem  Laborantes,  nihil  Cepimus,  which  he 
has  now  by  Him,  and  to  induce  him  the  s*^  Killuck  to  think,  it 
might  be  onely  fit  to  be  made  away  with  before  he  saw  him, 
he  used  the  Expression  (if  it  be  not  Condemned,  to  Lower 
Germany)  and  th*  the  meaning  of  the  Question,  in  the  s** 
Letter  viz.  was  it  not  to  stop  my  Mouth  from  the  like  forseen 
request,  was  that  the  Deponent  mistrusted,  the  said  Killuck 
had  rather  a  designe  to  Stop  the  Exam  in  ants  Mouth  from 
asking  to  see  one  of  the  s**  Killucks  Sermons,  than  that  the 
s**  Killuck  had  any  reall  designe,  to  see  the  Deponents ;  And 
that  the  Latin  Phrase  evinces  the  Deponents  Comparing  him- 
selfe  with  a  Young  Novice,  fitter  to  gain  Experience  from  a 
more  Skilful  Person. 

As  to  the  second  Paragraph  where  mention  is  made  of  M' 
James  CarrolFs  liberality,  the  Depon*  meant  an  Offer  made 
by  the  s'  James  Carroll,  to  M'  Killuck,  of  a  Tract  of  about 
three  hundred  Acres  in  Baltemore  County,  to  him  or  any 
other  Preist  of  the  Romish  Communion,  that  would  go  Setde 
and  live  thereon. 

And  that  by  the  Expression,  why  shou'd  we  not  Strike 
while  the  Iron  is  hot,  He  meant  he  did  not  know  how  long 
the  said  M^  Carroll,  might  be  of  that  opinion,  or  they  have 
the  like  Oflfer  from  him  or  any  body  else.     As  to  the  Words 
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why  cannot  we  enter  thereon,  the  with  some  difficulty*  all  c.  p. 
Beginnings  are  hard,  but  why  mayn*t  we  rub  through  as  well 
as  Our  Forefathers,  they  are  meant  Concerning  the  Settling, 
the  s^  Tract  of  Land,  as  some  others  had  been  formerly  done 
by  some  other  Preists  of  their  Society,  which  Appears  by  the 
following  Words,  will  not  two  or  three  Hands  Suffice  for  a 
beginning,  whereby  the  Deponent  meant,  two  or  three  Hands, 
to  Work  on  the  said  Land, 

As  to  the  Words  Why  do  not  we  admitt  the  Offer,  since  a 
New  Supply  is  expected  by  the  Major 

He  the  Deponent  meant,  why  might  not  they  accept  the 
said  M'  James  Carroll s  Offer,  since  another  Preist  might  be 
expected  with  Major  Sewell  from  England 

As  to  the  Expression  of,  I  suppose  what  You  mentioned 
was  Secret,  and  shall  therefore  do  my  Endeavours,  to  take 
away  Difficulty,  and  forward  the  main  Concern  ,  the  Depo- 
nent meant  thereby,  that  he  Supposed  M'  James  CarroUs 
Settlement  was  to  be  kept  Private,  &  promised  to  endeav- 
our»  to  remove  any  difficulty's  thereabout,  and  forward  it.

M"  Hemsley  appearing  at  the  Board,  was  shewn  the  afore- 
said Letter,  &  owned  it  was  the  Same  she  had  Subscribed, 
and  delivered  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Council,  on  the  27*^  of 
January  1715 

And  further  saith  that  M' Hunter,  borrowed  her  book  being 
the  Practice  of  Physick,  often  being  sick,  and  about  nine 
Months  agoe  she  being  Sick,  sent  it  her  home,  in  which  she 
found  the  Letter,  Her  Husband  would  have  had  it,  but  she 
layd  it  by,  wound  some  Ribband  over  it  Saying  if  the  Ro- 
man Catholicks,  who  are  People  who  have  done  her  some 
Prejudices,  had  any  ill  design es,  she  thought  they  were  frus- 
trated. And  says  she  has  been  Assaulted  upon  the  Road, 
and  gone  in  fear  of  her  life,  after  Govn'  Seymour  died,  by 
People  that  cou*d  have  no  prejudice,  to  her. 

M^  James  Carroll,  appearing  at  the  Board,  and  being 
Sworn  upon  the  Holy  Evangelist,  to  give  true  and  direct 
Answers,  to  such  Questions,  as  shou'd  be  asked  him,  His 
Excellency  asked  him,  if  he  ever  heard  or  knew  of  any  Re- 
bellion, or  disturbance,  intended  to  be  made  by  any  Roman 
Catholicks  in  this  Province,  about  the  Year  171 2  or  at  any 
time  since.      The  said  M'  Carroll  answers  he  never  did. 

Being  asked  if  ever  he  made,  an  Offer  of  a  Tract  of  Land, 
in  Baltemore  County;  he  says  that  he  did,  about  three  Years 
agoe,  offer  some  Land  there,  as  a  Charity. 
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c,  p.  The  said  M'  James  Carroll,  was  told  of  threatning  Expres- 
sions, by  him  used  lately  &  acknowledged  that  he  did  say, 
that  in  Case  any  Body  Calumniated  him,  if  he  could  not  be 
righted,  by  Law,  he  wou'd  do  himselfe  Justice.  He  is  cau- 
tioned to  have  a  Care  for  his  Actions  for  that  all  such  Per- 
sons, who  make  any  discovery,  for  the  Governmentj  are  all- 
ways  under  the  Protection  of  it. 

His  Excellency  put  the  Question  to  the  Board  whether 
there  be  any  Sufficient  Grounds,  in  the  said  Letter,  to  prose- 
cute the  Persons  writing  it,  or  the  Person  it  is  writt  to,  or  M' 
James  Carroll,  who  is  Mentioned  therein. 

Upon  Which  they  unanimously  answer  they  don*t  think 
there  is  any  matter,  of  Moment  in  the  said  Letter,  worthy  his 
Excell'^^*  further  notice. 

His  Excellency  acquaints  the  Council,  he  has  had  some 
intimation,  that  Sundry  Roman  Catholicks^  and  other  dis- 
affected Persons  to  his  Mat''*  Person  of  Govern m'  especially 
in  Prince  Georges  County,  have  spoke  disrespectively  of  the 
Governm*  &  Shewed  their  disafection,  to  his  Majesty,  by 
Spreading  sundry  false  Rumours,  and  especially  of  advantage 
gained  by  his  Majesty's  Enemies,  and  drinking  or  offering  to 
drink,  the  Pretenders  Health,  and  therefore  desires  the  opinion 
of  the  Board  whether  it  may  not  be  fit,  to  Caution  the  Magis- 
trates and  Sherriffs,  of  the  respective  Countys,  especially  at 
this  tyme,  when  there  seems  to  be  divers  Comotions  fomented 
in  Great  Britain,  carefully  to  observe  the  Demeanour  of  such 
Persons,  &  upon  finding  or  Suspecting  any  Persons,  in  their 
respective  Countys,  to  be  disafected  to  his  Majesty  &  Govm' 
and  to  shew  themselves  as  such  by  their  evil  demeanour  to 
tender  them  the  Oaths  &c'  On  refusal  whereof  they  shoud 
cause  them  to  find  good  Sureties,  for  their  good  Behaviour  or 
Committ  them,  to  the  County  Goale- 

To  which  all  the  Members  of  this  Board,  do  unanimously 
answer,  that  they  think  such  Caution,  and  Directions,  from  his 
Excellency  to  the  severall  Magistrates,  and  Sherriffs,  is  very 
advisable  and  absolutely  necessary  at  this  tyme,  for  preserving 
the  Safety  and  good  Govern m*  of  the  Province. 

Then  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  ask,  the  Advice  of  the 
Board,  after  what  particular  manner  such  Cautions,  and

Whereas  it  is  rumoured,  that  many  evil  Persons,  in  this 
Province,  such  as  Papists,  Non  Jurors,  &  others  disaffected  to 
the  most  Sacred  Person,  &  happy  Governm*  of  Our  Gracious 
Sovereigne  King  George  of  Great  Britain  &c'  upon  Notice  of 
the  late  Insurrection  &  Rebellion,  in  Great  Britain,  adhering 
to  the  open  &  avow*d  enimies  of  his  Majesty's  Crowne,  and 
the  British  Constitution,  have  industriously  spread  about 
divers  malitions  false  and  untrue  Reports  tending  to  the  dis* 
couraging,  and  Weakning  the  Hands  of  his  Majesty's  good 
&  faithful  Subjects,  hereby  advancing  their  false  Suggestions 
of  his  Mat''*  Troops  being  over  powered  by  those  of  the  Re- 
bells  in  Great  Britain,  &  by  drinking  the  Health,  &  otherwise 
favouring  the  false  &  traiterous  Claim,  of  a  Popish  Pretender 
against  his  Majesty's  most  law  full  &  rightfull  Title,  to  the 
Kingdoms  he  so  Gloriously  Possesses,  and  auspiciously  governs. 

In  order  to  restrain  such  unaccountable^  Traiterous  &  dis- 
loyal Actions,  &  obviate  the  Malice,  and  evil  Practices,  of  such 
disafected  evil  minded  Persons,  in  this  Province,  I  have  thought 
fit,  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  his  Lords^*  honb'*  Council  of 
State  to  Issue  this  my  Proclamation,  in  the  name  of  the  Rt.

any  Notice  or  Suspicion,  they  shall  have  of  any  such  Traiterous 
disloyal,  or  other  unwarrantable  Proceedings  of  any  such 
Papists,  Non  Jurors,  or  other  suspected  Persons,  forthwith  to 
Cause  them  to  be  apprehended  &  brought  before  the  s"^ 
Magistrates,  who  are  to  tender  unto  them,  the  Oaths  appointed 
by  Act  of  Parliam*  instead  of  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  & 
Supremacy  also  the  Oath  appointed  by  the  Act,  of  the  fifth  & 
sixth  Years,  of  the  late  Queen,  Entituled  an  Act,  for  the  further 
Security  of  her  Majesty's  Person  &  Governm'  and  of  the 
Succession  to  the  Crowne  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  Protestant 
Line,  which  they  are  to  require  them  to  take,  and  also  Subscribe, 
the  last  mentioned  Oath,  for  the  security  of  the  Succession  to- 
gether with  the  Declaration,  appointed  by  the  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment, made  in  the  25^*"  Year  of  King  Charles  the  second,  com- 
monly called  the  Test,  on  re fu sail  whereof,  the  s**  Magistrates,

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c.  p.  shall  otherwise  be  delivered  by  due  Course  of  Law  whereof 
the  s**  Sherriffs  &  Magistrates  are  in  no  wise  to  faille  And  to 
the  end  that  all  Persons  whatsoever  residing  or  being  within 
this  Province,  may  have  just  &  sufficient  Notice  hereof  where- 
by the  Tenor  of  this  Proclamation,  may  be  more  effectually 
executed:  I  do  hereby  Command  the  severall  and  respective 
Sherriffs,  of  the  sev'"  and  respective  Countys,  duly  to  publish 
the  same,  at  all  Churches,  Chappells  and  Court  Houses,  with- 
in their  Severall  Countys,  and  at  such  and  all  other  most  Pub- 
lick  &  frequented  Places  to  make  &  Affix  Sundry  Copies 
thereof.  Attested  by  them  Hereof  let  them  not  faile  at  their 
Perills.  Given  at  the  City  of  Annapolis,  this  14'**  day  of 
Febru''^  in  the  first  Year  of  the  Dominion,  of  the  R*  HonW* 
Charles,  Lord  Baron  of  Baltemore,  absolute  Lord  &  Proprie- 
tarie  of  the  Provinces  of  Maryland  &  Avalon  &c'  Annoq 
Dni  1715. 

Ordered  that  the  respective  Sherriffs  of  the  Sev'**  Countys, 
in  this  Province,  take  an  Account  of  the  Names,  of  all  Papists 
or  Roman  Catholiques,  in  their  Sev'**  Countys,  &  returne  the 
same,  on  a  fair  List  with  an  exact  Number  of  those  People, 
residing  in  their  respective  Countys.

M'  Tyler,  Colonel  Ward,  Col  Mackall,  and  M'  Hill  came 
and  acquainted  his  Excellency  the  Governour,  that  there  were 
a  sufficient  Number  of  their  Members  met  to  make  up  their 
House  Whereupon  His  Excellency  sent  the  Honb'""  Thomas 
Brooke  Esq^  and  Colonel  William  Coursey  to  require  their 
Attendance  in  the  Council  Chamber :  Whereupon  about 
fourty  of  the  Members  of  the  lower  House  came  and  attended 
his  Excellency  in  Council,  whome  his  Excellency  directed  to 
repair  to  their  House  and  choose  their  Speaker :  In  order 
whereto  they  withdrew  and  repaired  to  their  House 

And  Colonel  Hoskins  and  M^  Codd  came  and  acquainted 
his  Excellency  that  the  House  had  chosen  their  Speaker, 

His  Excellency  immediately  sent  the  Honb**  L*  Colonel 
Samuel  Young  &  Col  Thomas  Addison  to  require  them  to 
present  him  for  his  Approbation 

Whereupon  the  Members  of  the  lower  House  came  and 
Presented  the  Honb'^  Colonell  Matthew  Tilghman  Ward  as 
their  Speaker  who  endeavoured  to  disable  himselfe  but  was 
notwithstanding  well  approved  of  by  his  Excell'''^  who  ex- 
pressed himselfe  extreamly  satisfyed,  as  beleiving  it  was  the 
unanimous  Choice  of  the  House, 

Then  the  s*^  Col  Ward  pray*d  his  Excellency  that  their 
Priveleiges  might  be  preserved  and  he  have  Access  to  his 
Person  on  all  urgent  Occasions. 

Which  his  Excell*^^  was  pleased  to  grant  And  then  bespake 
them  after  this  manner 


Gentlemen  of  the  Upper  I 

and  lower  House  of  Assembly  J 

His  most  sacred  Majesty  King  George  (whome  God  Can 
preserve)  has  been  most  graciously  pleased,  out  of  his  Abun- 
dant Wisdom  and  Justice,  to  restore  the  Rt  Honb'*'  the  Lord 
Proprietarie  of  this  Province,  to  the  Governm*  thereof;  and 
also  has  the  Clemency  &  Bounty  to  Approve  of  me  in  this 
Nation^  I  now  have  the  honour  to  be  employd,  as  appears  by

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  ordered  to  Assure  You 
from  my  Lord  Guilford,  the  noble  Guardian  of  the  Young 
Lord  Proprietaries  that  his  Lordship  will  make  it  his  constant 
Care  to  promote  the  Welfare  of  this  Province,  and  I  can 
further  assure  You  from  the  Personal  Knowledge  I  have  of 
the  gentle  and  sweet  disposition  of  the  Lord  Proprietarie, 
that  there  is  a  promising  aspect  his  Lordship  will  prove  a 
growing  Blessing  to  Maryland 

As  to  my  Part,  when  1  was  honoured  with  a  more  immedi- 
ate Commission  under  the  Crowne  I  made  it  my  careful 
Study  to  p'^serve  and  improve  the  true  Interest  of  this  Pro- 
vince both  before  and  since  my  Arrival  here,  &  whilst  I  am 
so  happy  to  remain  in  this  Station  shall  faithfully  continue  to 
Pursue  that  good  End  ;  and  do  Solemnly  Promise  You  that  I

so  on  the  other  side,  for  gaining  of  Popular  Applause,  or  any 
other  motive  whatever,  will  I  betray  that  great  Trust  of  Gov- 
ernment reposed  in  me  And  so  long  as  I  make  the  Laws 
my  Rule  and  Guide  to  Govern,  and  my  Conscience  the  Judge 
of  Equity,  the  Publick  Good  will  be  rightly  maintained,  & 
The  Publick  both  by  their  Duty  and  Interest  will  support  me 
in  my  Authority, 

Gentlemen  of  the  Lower  House 

You  will  readily  observe  the  necessity  of  having  the  Laws 
run  in  the  Stile  of  the  Lord  Proprietarie,  as  they  formerly 
did,  when  this  Government  was  Administred  by  his  noble 
Ancestors.  The  manner  and  Method  of  doing  this  by  the 
most  easy  and  effectuall  means  is  recommended  to  Your  Con- 
sideration— allways  w*^  regard  to  make  the  Charge  as  light  as 
possible  to  the  People,  for  I  am  so  sencible  of  the  Burthen 
of  long  and  frequent  Assemblys  that  I  am  willing  to  ease 
them  for  my  Part  of  the  Charge  of  the  Seals  on  this  occasion 

The  Experience  I  have  gained  since  I  have  resided  Among 
you,  has  learnt  me  how  difficulty  nay  almost  impossible  it  is 
for  you  to  Comply  with  Your  Rents,  in  mony  Sterl,  according 
to  the   Ten^  of  Your   Grants,   from  the  Lord   Proprietarie 
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From  the  sence  of  these  hardships  You  were  likey  to  Labour  c.  p. 
undtfr,  I  have  in  order  to  Y'  Releif,  laid  the  Case  before  his 
Lordship*s  Guardian  &  himself. 

Their  Lordships,  out  of  their  tender  Considerations  of  Your 
Circumstances,  have  Instructed  me  to  pass  an  Act,  which  I 
may  well  terme  in  Your  Favour,  it  being  for  the  whole  Rents, 
a  Condescention  I  have  never  heard  was  made  You  before 
this  tyme.  The  method  which  their  Lordships  have  Pre- 
scribed me  in  this  Affair  being  too  Copious  to  be  mentioned 
here,  I  shall  send  downe  to  Y-  House,  for  your  Perusal! .

and  Generosity,  I  hope  it  will  be  Considered  th*  a  Particular 
ought  allways  to  give  way  to  the  Publick  good.  It  is  there- 
fore of  these  Wealthy  Gentlemen  I  must  Address  myself  to. 
Pray  remember  the  Poor, 

M-  Speaker  &  the  Members  of  the  Lower  House  took 
their  Leave  &  repaired  thereto.  M'  Stoddert  and  Cap*  Fris- 
by  came  from  the  Lower  House  and  presented  Thomas 
Macnemara  Esq'  to  be  Sworne  as  their  Clerk,  And  the 
said  Macnemara  took  the  Oaths  to  the  Governm*  subscribing 
the  Test  and  Abjuration,  and  also  the  Oathe  of  Clerk  of  the 
Lower  House  in  Presence  of  the  said  Members  thereof* 

Colonel  nigh  man  and  Col  Smith  were  sent  to  the  Lower 
House  with  a  Copy  of  the  Clause  of  the  Law  proposed.

As  to  the  Incapacity  of  Papists  Serving  in  Publick  Imploy- 
ments  his  Lordship  (declares  he)  pays  the  utmost  deference 
to  the  Law  And  by  his  said  Letter  Authorizes  his  said  Ex- 
cellency to  Appoint  Navall  Officers  &  Says  he  will  do  every 
thing  that  shall  be  thought  necessary  to  super  seed  that  part 
of  M'  Carrolls  Comission, 

M*^  Lowe  in  the  next  Paragraph  of  his  letter  Observes  to 
his  Lordship  that  he  was  intirely  unacquainted  with  the  nature 
of  the  Offices  of  Surveyors  &  Navall  Officers  and  the  manner 
of  Conveying  them  And  if  there  has  been  any  error  made 
either  in  the  disposall  of  the  surveyors  or  Navall  Officers 
places  the  Govern'  must  Attribute  it  to  his  friend  M''  Carroll. 

Then  his  Lordship  the  Lord  Guilford  Observes  that  as  to 
the  Surveyors  he  shall  Authorize  his  Excell^^  to  Appoint  the 
Severall  Surveyors  in  the  Counties  dureing  pleasure  And  in 
the  mean  time  he  Comands  his  Excellency  the  Governour 
to  hear  all  disputes  and  Complaints  that  shall  be  made  to  the

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In  the  last  Paragraph  of  his  Lordships  said  Lre  in  answer  c 
to  One  of  his  Excellency's  he  says  he  has  told  him  before  in 
the  same  Letter  his  Opinion  of  Papists  and  the  law,  And  that 
he  flatters  himself  by  his  Management  all  grievances  will  be 
redressed  and  that  he  will  Continue  Cheer  full  in  his  Imploy- 
ment 

Whereupon  his  Excellency  declares  to  the  Councill  that  he 
takes  himself  to  be  very  much  honoured  by  this  Paragraph  of 
his  Lordships  Letter  and  is  Intirely  Satisfy ed  his  Lordship 
had  no  intention  to  promote  any  Papist  but  that  what  M'^ 
Carroll  had  obtained  was  purely  by  Surprize  as  his  Lordship 
Is  Pleased  to  Observe. 

His  Excellency  says  he  has  not  yet  acquainted  M'  Carroll 
with  what  Comands  he  has  received  from  his  Lordship  but 
believes  now  the  Councill  is  sitting  it  may  be  a  proper  time 
M'  Carroll  may  be  sent  for  and  acquainted  with  what  his  Ex*"^ 
has  Cofnunicated  to  the  board  And  which  may  be  more  Sat- 
isfactory to  be  now  done  in  regard  the  method  M'  Carroll 
had  used  to  gain  those  Comissions  from  their  Lordships  by 
Surprize  had  generally  given  great  Dissatisfaction  to  the 
Country. 

And  the  Question  being  put  whether  M'  Carroll  shall  be 
sent  for  or  not,  Resolved  and  Ordered  that  he  be  sent  for

M'  Carroll  having  given  his  Excellency  from  under  his 
hand  that  he  woud  not  Pass  any  Patents  but  where  he  shou'd 
receive  half  the  fees  for  the  Seale 

Is  Told  by  his  Excellency  that  his  refuseing  to  Pass  Patents 
with  him  gives  great  Obstruction  to  his  Lordships  land  Office 
and  to  the  People  Concerned  therein.  And  that  rather  than 
the  Country  shall  suffer  he  is  willing  to  let  the  fees  lye  uncol- 
lected till  their  Lordships  shall  decide  the  dispute.  M'  Car- 
roll says  he  had  always  a  Moiety  of  the  fees  for  the  Seales 
of  Patents  allowed  him  by  the  Kings  Governours  And  that 
he  has  Instructions  to  finish  all  business  which  was  depending 
in  his  Office  before  his  last  Arrivall  upon  the  same  terms  as

M'  Rich^  Done  factor  for  M'  Rich*^  Guildard  &  Company 
Merch"  in  Leverpoole  having  presented  to  his  Excellency  a 
list  of  the  names  of  fifty  five  of  the  Rebbells  Transported  in 
the  Ship  the  Good  Speed  Arthur  Smith,  Master,  And  the 
same  being  read  at  the  board  *tis  observed  he  makes  return 
that  James  Ren  ton  is  unsold  and  that  Humphry  Sword  and 
James  Sumerville  had  agreed  with  their  Owners  not  to  be 
sold  who  had  given  such  Orders,  That  John  Shafloe  was 
deced  at  Potomack  River  and  that  Alexander  Macgiffin  was 
runaway  (who  as  his  Ex*^^  is  advised  is  gone  towards  New

dureing  your  Absence  out  of  the  Province,  Untill  Such  time  as 
we  shall  think  fitt  to  Superseed  your  Cofnission,  Provided 
you  bring  such  Act  so  made,  Over  with  you  for  our  Assent  or 
Dissent  thereto,  If  it  Can  be  Conveniently  Enacted  before 
Your  Departure. 

5:  You  shall  Recomend  to  the  Assembly  that  we  think  it 
^  Convenient  and  Necessary  that  the  Duty  of  three  Pence  p 
Tonn  upon  the  Burthen  of  Ships  and  Vessells  Tradeing  into 
the  Province,  which  by  Act  of  Assembly  has  been  usually  paid 
unto  the  Governour  for  the  Time  being,  be  Continued  & 
Applyed  to  the  better  Support  and  Dignity  of  such  person  of 
our  Councill,  who  is  Entrusted  with  the  Administration  of  the 
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Government  dureing  the  AbsencCt  or  on  the  Death  or  Re- c.  p. 
movall  of  our  Lieutenant  Governour  for  the  time  being. 

6.  You  shall  either  by  Proclamation  or  otherwise  Prorogue 
the  Assembly  to  some  day  in  the  month  of  A  prill  which  shall 
be  in  the  Year  of  our  Lord  One  thousand  Seven  hundred  & 
Twenty. 

7:  And  Lastly  we  Strictly  Comand  &  Require  you  the 
said  John  Hart  And  all  other  our  Officers  and  Ministers  with- 
in our  s*^  Province  of  Maryland  to  be  Assisting  to  his  Maj'^' 
Officers  of  the  Customes,  as  by  Law  you  are  Required  to  do, 
And  not  in  the  least  to  Obstruct  his  Maj^  Service  under  the 
Managem*  of  the  Comissi oners  of  the  Customs  as  by  their 
Letter  a  Copy  whereof  we  have  herewith  sent  is  Complained 
of,  Baltemore 

Guilford 
To  the  first  Instruction, 

His  Excellency  Observes  to  this  Board  that  he  has  Com- 
ply*d  therewith. 

To  the  2"* 

His  Excellency  Observes  that  his  Maj*^  of  his  Great  Bounty, 
and  out  of  his  Compassion  Agreeable  to  his  Princely  nature 
(which  his  Excellency  Acknowledges  with  all  Duty  and  Humi- 
lity) In  Regard  to  his  Excellency's  Health  (Notwithstanding 
he  presumes  his  Majesty  is  not  altogether  unacquainted  oi 
other  Reasons  for  his  Desireing  to  Return  to  Great  Britain) 
has  Permitted  him  to  be  Absent  for  the  Space  of  Twelve 
Months  from  this  Governm'  without  Limitting  him  to  any 
time  to  depart  in. 

And  that  their  Lordships  Lycence  does  not  Oblige  him  to 
any.  But  that  their  Lordships  by  this  Instruction  Tyes  him 
up  to  Depart  in  three  months  if  possible.  Which  he  Declares 
he  Cannot  Possibly  Comply  with  for  these  Reasons. 

First. 

That  notwithstanding  their  Instructions  are  dated  23**  of 
March  171 8  They  did  not  Come  to  his  hands  till  the  26'''  of 
August  1719.  And  then  Delivered  by  the  hands  of  Cap* 
Greenwood. 

Secondly^ 

That  there  being  many  Py rates  on  the  Coast,  And  a 
Warr  Declared  with  Spain,  And  the  Spaniards  Appearing 
within  the  Capes  of  Virginia,  And  the  man  of  Warr  Departed 
which  Convoyed  the  Merchants  Shipps  from  this  Province, 
and  the  Colony  of  Virginia, 

It  is  not  Safe  for  him  to  Depart  in  a  Single  Ship  most  of  the 
Ships  being  Departed  from  this  Province.  And  there  not 
being  one  left  fitt  to  give  him  a  Reception. 
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P*  Thirdly, 

That  the  three  months  Expire  the  26^^  of  November,  when 
(if  with  Convoy)  it  would  not  be  Safe  for  him  to  Venture  up- 
on a  Winter  Voyage »  with  such  ruined  Constitutions  as  he 
has  the  Charge  of,  and  Care  for;  The  Violent  Sickness  in  the 
Countrey  being  very  great,  of  which  his  Family  has  had  a 
large  share,  and  not  yet  Recovered. 

To  which  his  Excellency  Adds,  that  he  shall  most  Gladly 
make  use  of  his  Majestys  Most  Gracious  Leave  to  Return  for 
England,  so  soon  as  he  Can  Safely  and  Conveniently  do  it 

For  that  he  shall  Quitt  the  Station  w*^  Joy,  in  which  he  has 
Received  such  Barbarous  Treatments  of  all  Sorts,  from  the 
Time  he  Opposed  the  Comissions  granted  in  an  Extra- 
ordinary Manner  to  Papists,  in  the  Time  of  the  late  Rebellion 
in  Great  Britain,  which  he  takes  to  be  the  source  and  Cause 
of  all  his  Enemies  Malice  to  him* 

For  on  his  Arrival  I  in  this  Province,  (to  which  he  Came 
Honoured,  by  Patent  under  the  Great  Seale  of  Great  Britain 
to  be  Governour  and  Comander  in  Chief)  he  found  Maryland 
was  Governed  by  the  Laws  of  Great  Britain,  and  those  of  this 
Country  In  which  he  lived  in  Great  Peace  &  Tranquility. 
Dureing  the  Force  of  that  Comission  That  he  has  made  it  his 
Constant  Care  to  Maintain  those  Laws,  and  to  Support  the 
Liberty  and  Property  of  the  People  of  this  Province;  And  this, 
On  his  Arrivall  in  England,  he  shall  be  Ready  to  Maintain 
Against  his  most  Inveterate  Adversaries. 

That  as  to  the  latter  Part  of  the  Instruction  Relateing  to 
Delivering  up  the  Seale,  he  shall  Readily  Comply  with  it  at 
his  Depart ure. 

To  the  third  Instruction. 

His  Excellency  Desires  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  whether 
they  look  upon  it,  he  is  to  have  any  Support  by  the  Law  of 
this  Province  which  Provides  for  the  Support  of  Government, 
Dureing  his  Absence, 

Whereupon  It  is  the  Unanimous  Opinion  of  this  Honble 
Board.  That  there  is  no  Provision  made  by  that  Law  for  his 
Excellencys  Support  dureing  his  Absence. 

Upon  which  his  Excellency  is  Pleased  to  Observe  that  (If  so) 
he  has  no  benefitt  from  the  Intention  of  that  Law  from  the 
Time  of  his  Departure,  by  which  Instruction  he  is  humbly  of 
Opinion  That  his  Majestys  Grace  &  Favour  Intended  to  him 
is  Evaded,  by  totally  Removeing  him  from  his  Office,  Instead 
of  giving  him  leave  to  be  Absent  from  it* 

To  the  Fourth 

His  Excellency  Desires  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  as  to 
what  benefitt  that  Law  gives  him  of  the  3^^  p  hh^ 
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Whereupon   it  is  the  Unanimous  Opinion  of  this  Board,  c,  p. 
that  his  Excellency  by  that  Law,  has  a  Right  to  the  Duty  oif 
3**  p  hh"^  thereby  given,  until!  such  time  as  his  Comission 
shall  be  Superseeded 

To  the  Fifth 
His  Excellency  Desires  the  Opinion  of  this  Board 
Whereupon  It  is  the  Opinion  of  this  Board,  That  his  Ex* 
cellency  has  the   Right  to  the  three  pence  -p  Tonn  given  by 
that  Law  so  long  as  he  shall  Continue  Governour  of  Mary- 
land 

Upon  which  his  Excellency  Declares  he  Cannot  part  with 
that  Right  he  has  by  the  Comission  he  now  holds  untill  it  be 
Superseeded 

To  the  Sixth 

His  Excellency  is  Pleased  to  Declare  it  as  his  Opinion, 
That  his  being  so  Strictly  Comanded  to  Prorogue  the  As- 
sembly for  so  long  Time  may  be  of  very  Fatal  Consequence 
unto  this  Province,  more  Especially  in  case  of  Forreign  In- 
vasions^  which  our  neighboring  Colonys  are  at  this  Time 
Threatned  with  all  from  the  Indians,  And  Virginia  Actually 
Invaded,  As  he  is  Informed  by  His  Maj*^*  Governour  of  that 
Colony  And  the  Sea  Coasts  of  this  province  frequently  In- 
fested with  Py rates  and  Privateers,  which  have  lately  Come 
into  the  very  Harbours  on  the  Seaboard,  and  Carryed  out 
Sever  all  Tradeing  Vessells 

And  Requires  the  Advice  of  this  Board  Concerning  the 
said  Instruction  And  proposeth  it  as  an  Expedient  for  Secure- 
ing  the  Good  People  of  this  Province  from  the  111  Consequence 
that  may  arise  from  the  want  of  An  Assembly,  to  make  due 
Provision  for  the  Safety  thereof,  That  the  said  Instruction  be 
duly  Complyed  withall,  But  that  in  Case  of  any  such  Forreign 
Invasion,  Insurrection  Famine  or  Further  Instructions  from 
Great  Britain  &c*  the  present  Assembly  be  Dissolved,  And 
a  new  one  Somoned,  According  to  the  Emergent  Necessities 
of  this  Government,  which  he  Intendeth  to  do  upon  no  other 
Reasons  than  the  foregoing  Emergencies 

This  Board  are  of  Opinion  That  their  Lordships  were  not 
well  advised  on  giving  that  Instruction,  But  that  the  above 
Expedient  is  a  very  proper  one,  And  Advised  the  Adjourn- 
ing of  the  Assembly  untill  the  first  Tuesday  in  Aprill  next 
Accordingly 

To  the  Seventh 

His  Excellency  is  pleased  to  lay  before  this  Board  the 
following  Letter  from  the  Hon^'*  the  Comissioners  of  the 
Customes 

[The  Letter  Entered  at  Large  in  the  Councill  Proceedings] 
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c.  p.  Whereupon  his  Excellency  Observes,  that  the  Address  in 
the  said  Letter  mentioned,  being  an  Address  from  the  As- 
sembly of  this  Province  and  he  no  ways  Concerned  therein, 
the  Assembly  must  Answer  for  themselves  And  for  which  he 
is  no  ways  Responsible. 

His  Excellency  is  Pleased  further  to  Observe,  that  as  to 
that  part  which  relates  to  M'  Birchfields  being  Obstructed  by 
Col**  Hart,  He  never  did  Obstruct  M'  Birch6eld  in  the  Execu- 
tion of  his  Office  under  the  Comissioners  ot  the  Customes, 
And  that  he  was  AUways  Aiding  and  Assisting  to  the  Officers 
of  the  Customes  in  this  Province  in  the  Discharge  of  their 
Duties  as  by  Law  he  was  Required  As  to  the  Recovering  the 
mony  &  Effects  due  to  his  Majesty  in  this  Province,  he  is  no 
ways  Concerned  in  that  matter,  but  as  Judge  in  Equity, 
Which  Trust  he  Discharged  According  to  the  Dictates  of  his 
Conscience,  and  the  best  of  his  Capacity ;  for  which  he  is 
only  Answerable  to  God  and  the  King  And  that  he  has  ever 
had  it  in  his  Memory,  when  he  gave  a  Decree,  to  do  Impar- 
tiall  Justice,  according  to  the  Strict  Letter  &  Tenor  of  his 
Oath  without  Fear,  Favour,  or  Affection 

Upon  the  whole  his  Excellency  Says  this  Charge  is  so 
Generall,  he  is  Incapable  of  giving  a  particular  Answer  to  it, 
but  upon  his  Arrivall  in  England  he  shall  Shew  that  that 
Gentleman  Cou'd  have  no  Motives  to  make  such  Complaints 
against  him,  Unless  he  thereby  Intended  to  Suppress  him, 
the  better  to  Countenance  his  Factious,  Popish,  Favourites, 
And  shall  Likewise  shew,  what  Personall  Offers  of  Friend- 
ship that  Gentleman  has  made  him.  If  he  wou'd  give  way 
to  the  lUegall  &  Insolent  Proceedings  of  his  Minions,  And 
that  he  never  gave  that  Gentleman  Advice  or  Councill  in 
Relation  to  the  Officers  of  the  Customes  but  what  he  was 
Authorized  to  by  his  Majestys  Royall  Instructions  Under  his 
Sign  Manuell  &  Privy  Seale,  which  he  thinks  so  farr  from 
being  a  Crime,  That  he  thought  it  his  Indispensable  Duty 

That  he  Cannot  but  Observe  (how  little  Regard  soever 
their  Lordships  may  have  to  his  person)  he  is  Sorry  to  see 
such  a  Slurr  put  upon  his  Character  without  ever  Enquiring 
into  Particulars,  or  that  his  Conduct  shou'd  be  so  Condemned 
without  an  Opportunity  of  Defence  And  Such  a  President 
he  thinks  may  be  of  Dangerous  Consequence  to  whomever 
succeeds  him  in  this  Government.

I  am  very  glad  to  see  you  as  coming  from  my  Good  Friends 
the  Senequa  Indians  and  am  ready  to  hear  what  you  have  to 
say  to  me  from  those  our  Good  Friends 

Which  Indians  on  enquiry  are  said  to  be  of  the  Senequas 
Nation  On  on  dagoes  Nation 

Ghesaont  Tannawree 

Awennoot     Cayoogoes    Skeetowass 
Sahoode 

Ghesaont  the  chief  Deputy  from  the  Senequas  Kings  says  p^  2 
he  is  very  glad  the  Governor  and  comes  as  our  very  good 
Friends  to  see  us 

The  Governor  asks  whether  they  have  received  a  parch- 
ment or  paper  with  the  Great  Seal  sent  to  them  by  Towena 
who  answers  yes  and  that  it  is  sent  up  to  the  chief  kings 

The  said  Ghesaont  produced  the  following  pass  viz* 

Pennsylvania  ss' 

[Seal]  Sir  William  Keith  Baronet  Gov' of  the  province  of 
Pennsylvania  &  Counties  of  New  Castle  Kent  and   Sussex 
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Lib.  X.  upon  Delaware  To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  Come 
Greeting  Know  yee  that  Ghesaont  the  Bearer  hereof  with 
divers  other  Indians  of  his  Company  are  persons  sent  by  the 
Kings  or  chiefs  of  the  five  nations  to  renew  Treaties  of  Friend- 
ship with  this  and  others  of  his  Majestys  Governments  on  the 
River  Susquehannah  and  Bay  of  Chesopeak  and  having  held 
such  a  treaty  with  me  are  now  proceeding  to  the  Gov"  of 
Maryland  and  Virginia  to  hold  the  like  Treaties  with  them 
respectively  more  effectually  to  establish  peace  and  Friend- 
ship between  their  people  of  the  said  five  Nations  and  his 
Majestys  Subjects  of  the  said  Governments 

I  do  therefore  hereby  Require  all  his  Majestys  Subjects  of 
this  province  and  request  and  desire  all  others  of  the  said 
Neighbouring  Governments  that  they  kindly  receive  and

And  then  they  Complain  of  some  Indians  in  Virginia  that 

p.  3  have  killed  six  of  their  men  and  that  they  design  to  cut  them 

Indians  of  unless  they  make  them  Satisfaction  and  hope  the 

English  will  not  meddle  therein  they  being  in  peace  with  the 

English 

The  said  Ghesaont  says  that  they  will  go  to  that  Town  and 
Cut  it  of  for  he  says  they  will  do  it  those  Indians  having 
killed  some  of  their  Indians  unless  they  give  them  as  many 
Indians  as  they  have  killed  and  would  not  have  Us  Con- 
cerned or  Affronted  with  it  they  the  said  Said  Sinequas  being 
in  peace  with  us  and  they  say  that  the  said  Indians  that 
Injured  them  lives  within  a  days  march  from  the  Inhabitants 
of  Virginia  and  that  they  are  going  to  the  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia to  treat  with  him  before  they  go  upon  it 

He  the  said  Ghesaont  delivers  four  Skins  to  the  Governor 
with  all  his  Heart  and  is  glad  to  see  him  &  give  him  these 
Skins  in  token  that  he  desires  our  Friendship 

They  present  two  Skins  more  to  the  Governor  and  desire 
a  pass  from  him  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia  they  being  going 
there  to  treat  with  him  about  peace 

The  Governor  acquaints  them  that  he  will  give  them  an 
Answer  to  what  they  propose  in  the  Afternoon  and  will  then 
send  for  them  and  desires  that  they  will  keep  themselves 
Sober 

The  Governor  appoints  to  meet  again  in  Council  in  the 
Afternoon. 
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Afternoon  Lib.  x. 

This  Board  meet  again  and  are  present  as  10  the  forenoon 
Whereupon  the  said  Indians  are  again  sent  for  who  appear 

again  before  this  Board 

Whereupon   his   Honor   the    Governor    speaks    to   them 

thus  viz^ 

We  are  very  sorry  to  hear  that  you  have  had  a  Loss  of  so  p.  4 
many  of  your  people  which  we  look  upon  as  a  loss  of  so 
many  of  our  friends  but  before  we  give  you  a  full  Answer  to 
that  matter  we  desire  to  know  if  you  have  any  Orders  from 
your  Kings  to  renew  the  old  Treaties  of  peace  and  Friend- 
ship between  us  and  your  Kings 

The  said  Ghesaont  Answers  thereto  and  says  that  he  had 
Orders  from  the  Kings  of  the  Senequas  to  treat  with  the 
Governor  of  Pennsylvania  at  Conestogo  then  with  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Maryland  and  so  to  Virginia  and  that  the  Indians 
hereabouts  had  agreed  to  cut  of  that  1  own  in  Case  they  did 
not  make  them  satisfaction  for  the  Injuries  done  and  said 
that  they  had  Orders  to  renew  the  Old  Articles  of  Peace  and 
that  they  are  willing  to  have  it  done  that  they  may  Carry  it 
with  them  to  Virginia  and  that  as  they  came  back  from 
thence  they  would  let  us  see  what  they  had  done  there 

The  Governor  appoints  to  meet  again  in  Council  to  Morrow 
morning 

Saturday  Morning  August  the  19***  1721 

This  Board  meets  again  and  are  present  as  Yesterday 
Whereupon  the  said  Indians  are  again  sent  for  who  Appear 

again  before  this  Board 

Thereupon  his  Honour  the  Governor  speaks  to  them  thus 

viz' 

My  Good  Friends 

Because  you  came  from  your  Kings  to  renew  the  Old  Arti- 
cles of  peace  with  us  we  receive  you  as  our  Friends  with  all 
our  hearts  and  are  ready  to  renew  those  Articles  and  to 
brighten  the  old  Chain  of  Friendship  betwixt  us  that  we  may 
Continue  Friends  as  long  as  the  Sun  &  Moon  endures 

As  to  the  Indians  of  Virginia  we  know  nothing  of  them  p,  5 
nor  what  peace  is  made  betwixt  our  Brothers  of  Virginia  and 
those  Indians  but  we  are  very  sure  if  those  Indians  have  done 
you  any  wrong  that  that  Governor  who  is  a  just  and  good 
man  will  endeavour  to  make  them  Indians  give  you  good 
Satisfaction 
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Lib,  X.  For  as  you  are  our  Friends  and  Friends  to  our  Brothers 
of  Virginia  we  must  all  be  sorry  that  any  of  your  people 
have  been  killed  and  if  our  Friends  or  our  Brothers  or  our- 
selves should  do  you  any  harm  'tis  the  Custom  and  Law 
amongst  us  that  you  should  have  Satisfaction  made  You  the 
same  as  if  we  should  hurt  one  another 

But  as  we  do  not  know  the  Virginia  Indians  so  well  as  our 
dear  friend  and  Brother  the  Governor  of  Virginia  does,  who 
is  a  good  man  and  we  are  sure  will  do  you  no  wrong  we  will 
write  to  him  to  desire  him  to  use  his  best  endeavours  that 
those  Indians  may  satisfy  you  to  your  Content  if  it  Appears 
to  him  they  have  done  you  wrong 

But  you  must  by  no  means  do  any  hurt  to  the  Christian 
people  of  Virginia  for  they  and  we  are  all  as  one  mans  Chil- 
dren and  Subjects  under  one  King  the  Great  King  George 

And  we  shall  write  to  our  Good  Friend  the  Governor  of 
Virginia  to  desire  him  to  renew  the  antient  Peace  with  you 
that  they  and  you  and  us  who  are  all  Friends  may  live  as 
Brothers  and  Friends  in  perfect  peace  and  that  your  Chil- 
dren and  our  Children  may  live  as  one  mans  Children  for 
ever 

The  Indians  Answer 

They  return  the  Governor  thanks  for  the  Friendship  prom- 
ised them  which  they  shall  never  forget  but  be  always  our 
very  Good  Friends 
p.  6  Afterwards  the  Governor  acquaints  them  that  we  are  willing 
to  renew  the  Articles  of  Peace  made  in  the  year  1685  which 
if  they  will  they  may  have  from  under  our  hands 

The  Indians  say  they  have  the  same  and  that  they  have  no 
Occasion  to  hear  them  but  fully  Agree  to  the  Renewment 
thereof  and  that  we  are  all  Friends 

Annatiquin  a  Great  man  of  the  Nanticoke  Indians  being 
asked  by  the  Governor  if  he  had  any  thing  on  Behalf  of  his 
Indians  to  Offer  to  this  Board 

Who  produces  Articles  of  Peace  made  between  the  late 
Governor  and  them  Indians  and  Complains  that  the  English 
has  Setled  upon  their  Lands  by  which  means  they  have  not 
Land  Enough  to  make  Corn  fields  on  and  desires  to  Renew 
the  same  Articles  of  Peace  with  his  Honour  the  Governor 

Thereupon  his  Honour  the  Governor  Confirms  the  said 
Articles  by  writing  thereto  as  follows  viz*

The  Senequa  Indians  that  are  come  down  to  renew  Peace 
with  his  Majestys  Subjects  Inhabiting  Chesopeak  Bay  are 
both  the  Occasion  and  Bearers  of  this  Letter  which  is  Agre- 
able  to  a  promise  made  them  upon  a  Complaint  of  Injuries 
done  them  by  the  Virginia  Indians  as  we  are  strangers  to  the 
fact  and  Grounds  of  the  Senequas  quarrels  with  your  Indians 
our  Council  did  not  think  fit  to  engage  further  in  the  Affair 
than  to  show  our  Readiness  to  do  our  parts  in  Com- 
promising all  matters  in  dispute  between  those  and  our  friend 
Indians  and  therefore  promised  to  write  to  your  Honour  in 
their  favour  1  would  not  have  your  Honour  believe  that  I  had 
any  manner  of  doubt  in  me  that  any  good  Offices  towards 
the  Composing  of  that  difference  would  be  any  ways  wanting 
on  your  part  yet  to  express  our  Good  will  to  these  Indians 
that  are  in  Amity  with  us  by  a  peace  treated  on  and  Con- 
cluded with  them  at  Albany  1682  on  the  behalf  of  Maryland 
and  Virginia  too  &  Confirm'd  at  the  head  of  our  Bay  1685 
our  Council  thought  it  very  proper  for  me  to  entreat  your 
Honours  kind  Endeavours  (according  as  the  merit  of  the  Case 
shall  require)  to  let  lustice  be  done  to  these  Complaints  so  p. 
that  the  antient  treaties  of  peace  and  Friendship  may  now  be 
renewed  between  them  and  his  Majestys  Subjects  of  Virginia 
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Lib.  X.  I  shall  trouble  your  Honour  with  a  more  particular  Account 
of  our  proceedings  in  this  Matter  but  this  is  at  the  request  of 
these  Indians  to  accompany  them  from  your  Honours

Because  I  would  have  you  and  all  our  good  Friends  to 
grow  rich  and  happy  I  earnestly  advise  you  to  take  care  to 
preserve  yourselves  and  not  to  go  to  war  with  any  of  your 
Neighbours  when  you  may  live  in  peace  for  twenty  Scalps  is 
not  so  good  to  you  as  the  Saving  one  of  your  Brothers  or 
Children  alive 

And  thereupon  the  Governor  delivers  to  the  said  Ghesaont 
two  Stroud  Match  Coats  and  one  stroud  Match  Coat  to  each 
of  the  others  in  token  of  his  Friendship  with  them  and  a 
Stroud  Match  Coat  to  each  of  the  Interpreters  for  their  Service 

And  afterwards  the  Governor  is  pleased  further  to  say 
I  wish  you  a  Good  lourney  to  Virginia  and  that  you  may  all 
be  Friends  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  see  you  as  you  come  back 
from  Virginia  and  so  farewell 

Afterwards  the  Governor  sends  for  Liquors  to  drink  with 
9  the  said  Indians  the  following  healths  and  have  Five  of  the 
Great  Guns  fired  on  drinking  of  each  health  which  was  ac- 
cordingly performed  which  healths  so  drunk  are  as  follows 
Viz'

The  Governor  signed  a  pass  for  the  said  Indians  to  the 
Several  Ferry  men  of  South  patuxent  and  patomack  Rivers 
to  suffer  the  said  Indians  to  pass  over  the  said  ferry s  without 
pay  the  said  ferrymen  to  be  paid  by  the  publick 

Ordered  by  the  Board  that  an  express  be  sent  with  a  Copy 
of  these  proceedings  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia 

His  Honour  the  Governors  Letter  to  the  Governor  of  Vir- 
ginia about  the  Indian  Affairs  is  as  follows  Viz' 
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Sir  Lib.  X. 

Some  Representatives  or  Deputies  from  the  Senequa 
Nations  have  been  down  to  renew  their  former  Articles  of 
peace  with  this  province  and  as  I  have  with  the  Advice  of  my 
Council  made  some  progress  therein  with  them  I  thought  it 
might  not  be  Improper  to  Communicate  to  you  our  proceed- 
ings with  them  which  I  therefore  inclose  you  and  beg  you  to 
be  referred  to  them  and  least  the  proceedings  of  the  Pensyl- 
vania  Government  should  not  yet  be  come  to  your  hands  I 
likewise  send  you  what  I  have  in  print  of  them. 

You  may  please  to  observe  in  our  proceedings  that  the  p*  »o 
Senequas  seem  to  be  resolved  on  the  destroying  some  Town 
of  your  neighbouring  Indians  (unless  they  make  some  Satis- 
faction) which  Indians  we  understand  from  them  are  in  Friend- 
ship with  you  but  as  we  cannot  learn  the  name  of  the  Town 
nor  Nations  of  Indians  it  belongs  to  I  am  not  able  to  give  you 
a  more  particular  Account  thereof 

But  this  I  have  Observed  that  these  Indians  have  been 
securing  their  peace  with  all  the  Indians  to  the  Northward 
and  Strength ning  their  alliance  with  all  the  Neighbouring 
Indians  the  better  to  enable  them  to  Compass  their  designs 
Against  that  Town  or  Nation,  the  Cause  of  their  Resentment 
from  what  we  can  gather  by  the  Imperfect  Translation  of 
their  Interpreters,  is,  that  some  time  since  a  parcell  of  their 
Indians  were  sent  to  that  Nation  with  Belts  of  peake  in  token 
of  peace  and  were  Civilly  received  at  their  Town  but  After 
their  departure  were  pursued  by  them  into  the  Woods  and 
five  of  them  killed  and  also  that  a  Second  time  they  sent  six 
others  with  Belts  of  peake  which  never  returned  and  there- 
fore Conclude  were  murthered  likewise 


We  apprehend  that  those  Indians  are  prepared  to  Receive 
Impressions  according  to  the  Treatment  they  find  with  you  in 
Virginia  either  for  War  or  peace  but  seem  resolved  to  try  the 
softest  measures  first  and  seem  disposed  to  Accept  of  a  pecu- 
niary Satisfaction  for  the  Injuries  they  have  received  this 
temper  of  theirs  I  think  proper  to  hint  to  your  Honour  and 
shall  be  proud  if  it  may  be  of  any  Service  in  your  treaty  with 
them 


I  do  not  at  all  doubt  of  your  Caution  and  prudent  Manage- 
ment at  this  Juncture  but  am  advised  by  my  Council  to  desire  p. 
your  Greatest  Regards  to  the  pacifying  of  these  people  (if 
their  case  be  as  they  have  represented  it)  by  obliging  your 
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Lib.  X.  Indians  to  make  them  such  Satisfaction  as  in  your  wisdom 
you  shall  think  most  proper  that  his  Majestys  Subjects  on  this 
Continent  may  not  be  involved  in  a  General  war  with  all  the 
Nations  of  Indians  Confederated  with  these  Senequas  by  any 
Occasion  from  your  Colony

I  beg  you  will  Excuse  this  Scrawl  it  being  done  in  Great

The  Governor  appoints  to  meet  in  Council  to  morrow 
Morning  to  Consult  further  about  the  Indians  the  Governor 
being  informed  they  are  under  some  difficulty  to  get  to  Vir- 
ginia and  that  some  of  them  was  resolved  to  return  unless 
there  was  a  Boat  provided  for  them 


Sunday  Morning  August  the  20^  1721 
This  Board  again  mett  and  are  present  as  yesterday 

The  Indians  being  sent  for  again  appear  before  this  Board, 
Whereupon  the  Governor  acquaints  the  said  Indians  that 
theres  a  Boat  provided  for  their  Transportation  to  Virginia 
and  that  it  will  be  ready  for  them  to  Morrow  Morning 

And  he  further  tells  them  that  the  said  Boat  was  purely 
provided  for  them  out  of  good  will  to  them  that  they  might 
go  to  Virginia  with  more  ease  and  safety 

Thereupon  the  said  Ghesaont  returns  the  Governor  thanks 

And  the  Governor  further  acquaints  them  that  the  Gov'  of 
Virginia  is  a  very  kind  man  and  would  take  Care  of  them 
when  they  were  there 
p.  11  Annotoquin  presents  to  the  Governor  a  Belt  of  Peake 
which  is  Given  jointly  between  the  Senequa  and  Nanticokes 
&  on  their  joint  behalf  in  token  that  the  Senequas  Nanti- 
cokes and  us  are  all  Friends 

Annotoquin  shews  to  the  Governor  another  Belt  of  Peake 
which  he  presents  to  Ghesaont  to  be  carried  to  Virginia 
and  presented  to  the  Governor  there  in  token  that  the  Nan- 
ticokes and  Senequas  desire  to  be  Friends  with  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Virginia  all  one  as  they  are  with  us 

Annatoquin  further  says  on  Behalf  of  the  Sen  aquas  and 
Nanticokes  that  as  we  are  all  Friends  if  any  French  or  other 
Enemies  should  come  against  them  or  us  we  must  all  tell 
one  another  of  it  and  help  one  another  but  not  to  go  far  out 
to  make  War  against  our  Enemies  this  treaty  being  an  alli- 
ance wholly  defensive 
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The  Governor  presents  to  Annatoquin  two  Stroud  Match  Lib.  x. 
coats  that  is  to  say  one  for  himself  and  the  other  for  Pan- 
quash  a  Great  man  of  the  said  Naoticokes  in  Return  of  their 
Belt  of  Peak  and  in  token  that  we  are  all    friends  having 
presented  the   Senequas  yesterday 

The  Senequas  likewise  tell  the  Governor  they  heartily 
thank  him  for  sending  them  by  water  to  Virginia  and  that  if 
any  Gust  or  harm  shoud  happen  to  them  they  shoud  not  lay 
it  at  the  Governors  Door  but  take  it  upon  themselves 

On  further  discourse  with  the  Indians  Interpreters  they  say 
they  did  not  tell  us  that  the  Indians  that  killd  their  people 
were  friends  to  Virginia  but  that  we  mistook  them  for  that 
they  say  those  Indians  live  towards  the  Sun  Setting  from  the 
mountains  and  over  a  River  from  Virginia  and  that  the  Vir- 
ginia Indians  and  they  were  often  a  fighting 

Whereupon  tis  Resolved  by  his  Honour  the  Governor  and  p-  u 
this  Board  that  since  the  Interpretations  seem  so  imperfect 
and  the  relation  they  give  of  their  Enemies  so  uncertain  'tis 
most  proper  to  refer  the  Enquiry  and  Consideration  thereof 
intirely  to  the  Governor  of  Virginia 

Ghesaont  and  the  Senequa  Indians  deliver  sundry  things 
to  the  Governor  to  be  kept  for  them  till  they  come  back  from 
Virginia  and  if  it  should  please  God  they  should  be  cast 
away  the  things  they  Leave  must  be  delivered  Annatoquin  to 
be  sent  up  to  their  own  Country 

Thereupon  the  Indians  seem  well  pleased  and  take  their 
Leave

His  Honour  the  Governor  Communicates  to  this  Board  a 
deposition  of  one  Adam  Short  taken  before  the  honble  Phile- 
mon Lloyd  Esq'  which  is  as  follows  viz'

The  Deposition  of  Adam  Short  of  Christina  River  upon 
delaware  but  late  of  Cecil  County  in  Maryland  aged  fifty 
three  years  or  thereabouts  of  and  Concerning  an  unlawful 
force  Committed  by  David  Evans  of  the  welch  Tract  upon  his 
possession  at  Elk  River  and  upon  the  Branches  of  a  Back 
Creek  issueing  out  of  the  same  being  sworn  upon  the  holy 
Evangelists  of  Almighty  God  deposeth 

That  sometime  in  luly  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  One  thou- 
sand Seven  hundred  and  twenty  he  made  a  purchase  of  a 
tract  of  Land  called  Green  Meadows  Containing  One  hundred 
sixty  and  two  Acres  located  as  above  from  a  Certain  Alexan- 
der Frazier,  and  was  thereof  legally  possessed  upon  the  Sur- 
render of  the  premises  to  him  by  Barbara  the  relict  of  David 
Perry  the  first  taker  up  of  the  said  Land  by  Maryland  right, 
who  by  her  self  and  late  Husband  had  lived  in  the  quiet 
possession  thereof  for  more  than  sixteen  years,  he  further 
deposeth  that  being  in  such  manner  in  lawful  possession 
of  the  premises  aforesaid,  he  received  a  Letter  some  time  in 
December  last,  from  Col**  John  French  of  New  Castle  upon 
Delaware,  importing,  that  he  desired  to  speak  with  this  de- 
ponent at  Christiana  Bridge  near  New  Castle,  whereupon 
this  Deponent  went  immediately  there  to  know  the  Occasion 
of  this  Message,  Col°  French  thereupon  told  him  that  a  Com- 
plaint was  made  against  him  by  M'  David  Evans  one  of  the 
Justices  and  Sole  Purchaser  of  the  welch  Tract  that  he  this 
deponent  was  seated  upon  some  part  of  the  Welch  Tract  af** 
and  that  if  it  were  true  then  that  he  this  deponent  could  not 
p-  "5  hold  it,  but  that  if  he  were  out  of  the  Circular  Line  Adam 
said  he  you  have  the  best  Title  to  it  of  any  Body  that  I  know, 
however  replied  he  again,  M'  Evans  and  I  will  Consider 
further  of  it,  and  Woud  send  me  their  Answer  within  two  or 
three  days,  but  at  the  same  time  told  this  deponent,  that  he 
would  advise  him  (this  deponent  meaning)  that  if  he  were 
within  their  Circular  Line  (that  is  the  twelve  miles  Circle 
about  New  Castle)  he  had  best  go  of,  for  the  first  loss  would 
be  the  least,  this  deponent  farther  saith  that  within  some 
small  time  after,  he  received  another  Letter  from  QoY  French 
afores**  informing  that  he  and  M'  Evans  had  Considered 
of  the  thing,  and  that  this  deponents  plantation  lay  as  M"^ 
Evans  told  him,  within  the  Welch  Tract,  and  further  advised 
this  deponent  as  a  friend  to  go  of  quietly,  or  else  must  prove 
that  his  said  plantation  lay  in  Maryland,  for  that  he  must 
prove  the  one  or  loose  the  other  this  deponent  further  saith 
he  having  Communication  with  Col**  French  at  sundry  times 
Afterwards,  the  said  Col®  John  French  told  this  deponent, 
that  the  best  thing  he  could  advise  him,  was,  to  leave  the 
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Plantation   aforesaid,  however  notwithstanding  these  threats  Lib.  x 
he  this  deponent  persisted  in  maintaining  and  in  proving  his 
possession  aforesaid  by  plowing  in  English  Grain  by  Getting 
Timber  for  building  a  Logghouse  and   making  Fence  Rails 
and  by  Planting  small  Apple  Trees  in  a  Nursery 

This  deponent  further  saith  that  on  the  14*^  day  of  Febru- 
ary last  past  M'  David  Evans  with  a  Company  of  Men  Con- 
sisting of  8  or  10  or  more  in  an  Unlawful  manner,  most  of 
them  having  a  falling  Ax  in  his  hand  and  having  with  two 
Horses  harnessed  drawing  a  Logg  Sledge  came  to  the  planta- 
tion of  this  deponent  who  seeing  such  a  Company  Coming  to  p.  »6 
his  house  imagined  they  had  some  design  of  forcing  his  pos- 
session whereupon  this  Deponent  immediately  nailed  up  the 
door  of  one  out  house  and  stood  in  the  door  way  of  another 
house,  which  was  the  dwelling  house,  this  deponent  further 
declareth  that  M'  Evans  and  his  Company  being  come  up  to 
the  house  M'  Evans  demanded  of  this  deponent  if  he  kept 
possession  there,  to  which  this  deponent  answered  in  the 
Affirmative  then  M^  David  Evans  applying  to  the  By  standers 
to  take  Notice  of  what  he  said  told  this  deponent  that  he 
warned  him  before  all  these  people  to  come  out  of  the  house, 
to  which  this  Deponent  replied  that  he  would  not,  and  he  the 
said  Evans  asked  this  deponent  who  he  pretended  to  hold  his 
Land  under,  he  replied  my  Lord  Baltemore,  and  that  he 
owned  no  Body  else  to  be  his  Landlord,  he  the  said  Evans 
then  required  this  deponent  a  Second  time  to  Come  out  of 
the  house,  and  then  turning  about  and  talking  Welch  to  his 
Company,  they  went  immediately  to  cutting  the  Trees  that 
this  deponent  had  fallen,  and  drew  in  some  of  them  near  to 
the  house  of  this  deponent,  with  a  design  as  he  thought  to 
build  a  house  there  upon,  which  this  deponent  went  immedi- 
ately to  a  Maryland  Justice  of  the  peace  but  finding  no  relief 
that  way,  he  returned  again  to  his  plantation  and  found  that 
Company  so  expeditious  in  building  a  Logg  House  that  they 
had  already  raised  it  all  round  three  Logs  high  before  this 
deponent  returned  back,  he  further  depose th  that  seing  what 
they  were  about  he  forewarned  him  the  said  Evans  and  his 
Company  from  Cutting  his  Wood,  and  Committing  any  fur- 
ther Trespass  upon  his  Land,  I  don^t  mind  you  replied  Evans  p.  17 
we  will  try  that,  so  they  finished  the  house  and  gave  posses- 
sion to  one  Rice  Jenkin,  this  deponent  further  saith  that  being 
Reflected  upon,  and  abused  by  the  Builders  of  that  house  & 
foreseeing  that  if  he  staid  to  keep  possession  there  he  Could 
make  no  Crop  and  must  necessarily  be  a  Great  Sufferer  at 
his  plantation  upon  Christiana  he  withdrew  thence 

And  this  deponent  further  saith  when  he  went  from  his 
Tenement  upon  the  Tract  of  Land  aforesaid  called  Green 
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Lib.  X.  Meadows  that  he  nailed  up  the  door  of  the  out  house  afores** 
and  Barred  up  the  door  of  the  dwelling  House  so  as  it  Could 
not  be  Opened  without  great  force  and  that  when  he  returned 
the  next  time  to  his  said  plantation  he  found  the  dwelling 
house  door  open  and  a  Taylors  shop  made  of  his  Out  house 
or  Badd  Stove

Saith  That  about  years  ago  he  brought  a  Lease  of 
Ejectment  against  Richard  Lewis  John  Thomas  and  David 
Evans  who  were  setled  on  a  tract  of  Land  called  Murphys 
forest  taken  up  by  this  deponent  by  Maryland  rights  about 
the  year  sixteen  hundred  ninety  four  that  he  Obtained  Judg- 
ment and  had  a  writt  of  Possession  directed  to  the  Sheriff  of

Charles  Carrolls  and  acquaint  him  with  his  Circumstance 
that  his  wife  went  to  M'  Carroll  who  applied  himself  to  Gov- 
ernor Seymour  that  Governor  Seymour  wrote  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Pennsylvania  that  thereupon  they  were  discharged 
out  of  the  Custody  of  the  Sheriff  of  New  Castle  after  having 
been  confined  four  days  at  New  Castle

Governor  may  be  acquainted  with  this  unhappy  Accident  p-  30 
in  order  that  proper  measures  may  be  taken  for  the  secu-

I  am  honoured  with  yours  dated  this  day  by  M'  Fraser  the 
great  Sinicar  Indian  by  the  best  account  I  can  have  was  killed 
at  Monocasey  about  ten  days  past  by  John  Cartlidge  of  Con- 
estogoe  who  was  then  in  Company  with  his  Brother  Edmund 
Cartlidge  the  way  he  murdered  him  was  by  making  a  violent 
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Lib.  X.  stroke  at  his  head  with  the  Indians  own  Gun  and  drove  the 
head  of  the  Cock  into  his  Brains,  the  reasons  of  this  Fact 
were,  because  the  said  Indian  would  not  buy  of  their  Rum 
which  they  brought  there  to  sell,  the  informers  are  John 
Hans  Steelman  Junior  and  some  Indians  who  came  soon 
after  down  to  the  Sugar  Lands  the  two  Cartlidges  are 
undoubtedly  returned  to  Conestogoe  where  they  have  their 
Families  and  very  good  Settlements  soon  after  the  Indian 
p.  31  was  dead  they  pack'd  up  their  Goods  and  travailed  home- 
wards I  am  since  informed  that  Captain  John  Hans  Steelman 
is  Come  to  Monocasey  and  hath  sent  for  his  Son  (who  is 
gone  back)  to  him  from  the  Sugar  lands  whether  he  is  fled 
for  fear  of  the  Indians  the  Frontier  Inhabitants  are  altogether 
uncapable  of  making  any  defence  having  neither  Powder  nor 
Ball  I  have  sent  what  little  I  had  by  me  to  the  Sugar  Lands 
some  Indians  say  that  if  the  murtherer  is  brought  to  Justice 
the  Sinicars  will  require  no  more,  I  am  in  the  highest  degree 
obliged  for  your  kind  promises  to  use  your  endeavours  with 
his  Excellency  that  proper  measures  may  be  taken  to  preserve

Now  may  it  please  your  Honours  this  being  an  Extraordi- 
nary writt  and  such  as  the  Law  has  not  ascertained  the  fees 
for  I  applied  my  self  to  the  Justices  of  the  provmcial  Court  for

The  question  as  I  remember  your  Excellency  and  the 
honble  Council  demanded  my  opinion  in  was  whether  upon 
a  new  Election  of  Assembly  men  their  meeting  may  be  pro- 
longed beyond  the  time  mentioned  in  the  writts  of  Election 

To  which  1  humbly  answer  that  as  the  King  is  the  head 
beginning  and  end  of  Parliaments  he  may  (where  he  is  not 
restraind  by  act  of  Parliament)  by  his  prerogative  dissolve 
parliaments  when  and  as  often  as  he  pleases,  and  that  noth- 
ing can  be  done  without  his  Actual  or  Virtual  presence,  when 
the  Circumstance  of  Affairs  require  it ;  the  parliament  may 
be  prorogued  to  another  day  than  that  to  which  the  Writ  is 
returnable,  and  my  Lord  Coke  in  his  fourth  Institutes  men- 
tions the  course  to  be  taken  on  that  Occasion  to  be,  that  when 
the  parliament  shall  not  begin  {so  are  his  words)  at  the  day 
of  the  Return  but  for  Urgent  Causes  then  to  be  prorogued

further  says  that  it  is  a  Customary  thing  in  Ackamack 
in  Virginia  for  the  Indians  to  work  among  the  Inhabitants 
and  to  indent  with  them  for  a  Time  or  Term  of  years,  and 
that  he  had  indented  with  the  said  lames  in  Virginia  not  in

The  Choptank  Indians  being  sent  for  and  examined  upon 
what  Account  they  came  over  at  this  time  to  Annapolis  de- 
clare by  William  Monk  their  Interpreter  that  they  Came  to 
Complain  of  Isaac  Nichols  who  had  bought  Land  of  them 
for  twenty  pounds  Current  Money  and  twenty  Gallons  of 
Rum  but  who  had  wrong'd  them  of  part  of  the  Money;  they 
came  likewise  to  Complain  of  M'  Howell  who  would  have  his 
Land  without  paying  for  it,  and  Captain  Trip,  John  Anderson, 
Philemon  Lecount  lames  Foulks  William  Foulks  and  John 
Forster  who  refused  to  pay  rent  to  the  Indians,  though  they 
livd  or  had  Quarters  on  their  Land,  and  finally  of  Doctor  Mur- 
ray who  had  bought  Land  of  William  Monk  Above  six  years 
since  and  had  not  paid  for  it  the  same  of  Govert  Lockerman 

Upon  hearing  these  several  Complaints  and  taking  them 
into  Consideration  the  honbie  Board  acquaint  the  Indians  by 
their  Interpreter  that  all  those  who  have  bought  Lands  on  the 
other  side  of  Choptank  River  shall  be  Compelled  to  pay  the 
Indians  but  that  they  must  not  sell  Land  on  this  side  of  the 
River  and  that  their  other  Grievances  should  be  Redressed 
but  that  in  Consideration  thereof  and  of  their  having  their 
p.  so  Lands  Secured  to  them  by  the  Lord  proprietor  they  are  to  pay 
to  his  Lordship  six  Beaver  Skins  yearly  as  an  Acknowledg- 
ment to  the  Conditions  the  Indians  Consent 

Then  the  Asseteque  and  Pocomoke  Indians  are  sent  for  and 
being  asked  what  Complaints  they  had  to  make  they  answer 
by  Edmund  their  Interpreter  that  the  English  live  on  their 
Land  without  their  Consent  and  say  they  will  do  so  whether 
they  will  or  no  that  particularly  lohn  Parker  did  so  and  that

Whereas  at  a  Council  held  at  Whitehall  in  London  in  the 
Reign  of  the  late  King  James  the  Second  it  was  ordered  upon 
a  supposition  that  the  Tract  of  Land  lying  on  the  west  Side 
of  Deleware  Bay  had  been  inhabited  and  planted  by  Chris- 
tians and  Continued  to  be  a  distinct  Colony  from  that  of 
Maryland  at  and  before  the  date  of  the  Lord  Baltimores 
pattent,  that  the  tract  of  Land  lying  betwixt  the  River  and  Bay 
of  Deleware  and  the  eastern  Sea  on  the  one  side  and  Cheso- 
peak  Bay  on  the  other  side  should  be  divided  into  equal  parts 
and  that  that  part  thereof  lying  towards  Deleware  Bay  should 
belong  unto  his  Majest)-  and  that  the  other  part  lying  on  the 
west  Side  of  a  division  Line  drawn  from  the  Latitude  of  Cape 
Henlopen  unto  the  40***  degree  of  North  Latitude  should 
remain  unto  the  Lord  Baltimore  as  Comprized  within  his 
Charter  as  is  expressly  set  forth  in  the  Order  of  Council 
which  for  the  greater  Satisfaction  of  all  persons  whom  it  shall

The  Lords  of  the  Committee  for  Trade  and  plantations 
having  pursuant  to  his  late  Majestys  order  in  Council  of  the 
31'- of  May  1683  examined  the  matter  in  difference  between 
the  Lord  Baltimore  and  William  Penn  EsqMn  behalf  of  his 
present  Majesty  concerning  the  tract  of  Land  in  America 
commonly  called  Deleware  their  Lordships  find  that  Land 
intended  to  be  Granted  by  the  Lord  Balti mores  patten t  was 
only  uncultivated  and  inhabited  by  Salvages  and  that  this 
tract  of  Land  now  in  dispute  was  inhabited  and  planted  by 
Christians  at  and  before  the  date  of  the  Lord  Baltimores 
patten t  as  it  hath  been  ever  since  to  this  time  and  Continued 
as  a  distinct  Colony  from  that  of  Maryland  so  that  their  Lord- 
ships humbly  offer  their  opinion  that  for  Avoiding  further 
differences  the  tract  of  Land  lying  between  the  River  and  Bay 
of  Deleware  and  the  Eastern  Sea  be  adjudged  to  belong  to 
his  Majesty  and  the  other  hall  remain  to  the  Lord  Baltimore 
as  Comprized  within  his  Charter  Council  Chamber  7^*^  of 
November  1685 

His  Majesty  well  approving  of  the  said  Report  it  was 
thereupon  Ordered  by  his  Majesty  in  Council  that  the  said 
Lands  be  forthwith  divided  accordingly  whereof  the  said  Lord 
Baltimore  and  William  Penn  Esq^  together  with  their  respect- 
ive Officers  whom  it  may  concern  are  to  take  notice  and  give  p.  60 
ready  and  due  Obedience  thereto 

It  is  evident  from  the  above  Order  how  Grossly  many  peo- 
ple have  erred  in  apprehending  the  Lands  upon  or  near  the 
Susquehannah  to  be  any  part  of  those  Lands  which  are  or 
ever  were  in  difference  between  the  Proprietors  of  Maryland 
and  Pennsylvania  for  those  disputable  Lands  according  to 
the  Letter  and  design  of  tlie  Order  in  Council  do  lye  towards 
Deleware  Bay  and  the  Eastern  Sea  only  and  are  no  part  of 
those  other  Lands  (not  so  much  as  pretended  to  be  planted 
early  by  Christians)  which  lye  towards  the  Susquehannah  and 
by  the  order  it  self  determined  to  belong  unto  the  Lord  Bal- 
timore as  Comprehended  within  his  Charter  nor  is  it  any 
Longer  to  be  doubted  whether  Maryland  ought  to  extend 
Northerly  to  the  40"'  Degree  of  North  Latitude  seing  that  the 
Lands  to  the  Southward  of  that  Line  and  on  the  west  Side  of 
the  Deleware  have  been  heretofore  that  is  on  the  20*^  day  of 
lune  1632  Granted  unto  Cecilius  Lord  Baron  of  Baltimore  in 
as  express  and  positive  terms  as  words  can  speak  the  design 
of  the  Grantor  viz*  unto  that  part  of  Deleware  Bay  which 
lieth  under  the  40'''  degree  of  North  Latitude  from  the  Equi- 
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Lib.  X.  noctial  but  to  take  away  all  Room  for  Cavil  it  is  further  de- 
scribed to  be  the  very  place  where  New  England  ended  the 
Grant  of  New  England  at  that  day  extending  from  die  North- 
ward unto  the  degree  of  forty  in  North  Latitude  as  Maryland 
was  extended  from  the  Southward  unto  the  same  Line  of  40 
and  left  no  Space  of  Land  betwixt  the  two  Grants  Moreover 
the  said  Boundary  so  emphatically  described  was  fifty  three 
years  afterwards  confirm'd  again  unto  the  said  Lord  Proprie- 
p  61  tary  of  Maryland  by  the  above  Order  in  Council  which  ap- 
pointed a  division  to  be  made  of  the  Tract  of  Land  between 
the  two  Bays  unto  the  fortieth  degree  of  North  Latitude  ac- 
cording to  the  Antient  Charter  of  the  province  of  Maryland 
thereby  reserving  to  the  Crown  that  Tract  of  Land  then  in 
dispute  commonly  called  Deleware  ^hich  must  necessarily 
imply  that  those  Lands  reserved  lay  only  upon  the  Deleware 
as  appears  by  the  late  King  lames  Claims  when  Duke  of 
York  and  as  the  same  was  Granted  by  deeds  of  ffeofTment 
unto  William  Penn  Esq'  Viz*  one  deed  for  all  that  Tract  of 
Land  upon  Deleware  River  and  Bay  beginning  at  twelve 
Miles  South  from  the  Town  of  New  Castle  otherwise  called 
Deleware  and  extending  South  unto  the  Whorekills  other- 
wise Called  Cape  Hinlopen  together  with  free  and  undisturbed 
use  &c.  and  one  other  deed  for  all  the  Town  of  New  Cas- 
de  otherwise  Called  Deleware  and  all  that  Tract  of  Land 
lying  within  the  Compass  of  twelve  miles  about  the  same 
scituate  lying  and  being  upon  the  river  Deleware  in  America 
and  all  Islands  in  the  said  River  &c  which  two  deeds  con- 
tained all  the  Lands  then  claimed  by  his  Royal  Highness 
when  Duke  of  York  and  all  the  Lands  upon  the  Score  of 
Christian  Settlements  as  was  suggested  by  him  Granted  unto 
William  Penn  Esq'  lying  and  being  Scituate  upon  Deleware 
River  and  Bay  as  aforesaid  it  follows  from  thence  that  that 
portion  of  Land  adjudged  to  belong  unto  his  Majesty  accord- 
ing to  the  division  appointed  to  be  made  unto  the  40^  Degree 
of  north  Latitude  can  be  no  other  Land  than  those  very  Lands 
lying  upon  or  according  to  the  Order  in  Council  towards 
Deleware  Bay  thereby  determining  the  other  Lands  lying  to 
the  Westward  of  the  said  Tract  commonly  called  Deleware 
to  be  no  part  of  the  then  dispute  but  to  belong  unto  the  Lord 
p.  62  Baltimore  as  Comprized  in  his  Charter  Nor  can  it  be  of  any 
avail  to  the  pennsylvanians  to  say  that  his  Lordships  Ances- 
tors have  heretofore  determined  their  Claim  by  an  Eastern 
Line  run  from  the  mouth  cf  Octerara  Creek  seing  that  it  is  in 
proof  that  his  Lordships  said  Ancestors  always  claimed  as  his 
Lordship  hereby  doth  now  make  his  Claim  in  this  publick 
manner    unto  the    40'*"  degree  of  North  Latitude  as  by  the 
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sundry  Observations  taken  by  Charles  late  Lord  Baltimore  Lib.  x. 
will  more  fully  appear  viz'  at  the  House  of  Robert  Wade  at 
Upland  upon  September  the  24**"  1682  where  the  Latitude  of 
that  place  was  found  to  be  39''*.47..5  North  that  is  almost 
thirteen  miles  Short  of  the  Line  of  40  North  Latitude  and 
again  at  the  mouth  of  Octerara  Creek  upon  September  the 
15'^  1683  where  the  Latitude  of  the  place  was  then  found  to 
be  3g^.4i..i9  and  nineteen  miles  and  forty  one  seconds  to 
the  Southward  of  the  40'''  Degree  of  North  Latitude  which 
evidently  disproveth  the  Ignorance  or  rather  Corruption  of 
such  persons  as  have  taken  upon  themselves  to  depose  that 
the  said  Charles  late  Lord  Baltimore  did  appoint  an  east 
Line  to  be  run  from  the  mouth  of  Octerara  Creek  to  be  a 
Northern  Boundary  of  this  province 

These  are  therefore  in  his  Lordships  name  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  of  his  Council  of  this  province  to  declare  publish 
and  proclaim  unto  all  persons  whom  it  may  in  any  manner 
concern  Notwithstanding  the  many  pretensions  and  false

duly  Considered  the  Letter  and  design  of  the  within  order 
of  Council  tho  made  altogether  in  favour  of  the  proprietor 
of  Pennsylvania  of  which  all  persons  are  to  take  notice  at 
their  perill  and  to  the  end  that  his  Lordships  proclamation 
should  be  made  publick  the  Sheriff  of  Cecil  County  is  hereby 
Commanded  to  publish  the  same  in  the  usual  and  most  noted

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Lib.  X.  His  Excellency  laid  before  this  Board  a  paper  entituled  A 
plain  view  of  all  that  has  been  done  or  publickly  talked  for 
these  twenty  years  last  by  past  concerning  the  Boundaries  of 
the  Provinces  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylviinia  which  paper 
was  Ordered  to  be  read  and  is  as  follows 
P-^7  Although  it  be  certain  that  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Boundaries  of  the  said  provinces  respectively  have  not  as  yet 
been  fixed  or  determined  by  any  mutual  Consent  or  Agree- 
ment of  both  the  Proprietaries  we  are  nevertheless  informed 
with  Great  Assurance  (some  of  the  persons  present  being  yet 
alive  or  lately  were  so)  that  so  soon  as  Charles  Lord  Balti- 
more found  that  the  Crown  had  made  a  Grant  of  the  Prov- 
ince  of  Pennsylvania  to  the  late  M'  Penn  his  Lordship 
thought  it  Convenient  for  him  to  fix  the  Northern  Limits  of 
his  Province  of  Maryland  and  accordingly  in  the  year  1682 
being  accompanied  with  his  Surveyor  General  divers  Com- 
manders of  Ships  and  Several  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  his 
Lordship  came  up  Chesopeak  Bay  to  Susquehannah  River 
with  a  Large  Instrument  for  Astronomical  Observations  and 
fixed  the  said  Limits  as  he  thought  fit  himself  at  or  near  the 
mouth  of  Octaroe  River,  and  from  thence  Caused  an  Easter- 
ly Line  to  be  run  by  his  Surveyor  Gen*  unto  the  River  Dele- 
ware,  from  that  time  it  was  universally  Believed  in  Maryland 
that  the  Boundaries  of  that  Province  were  limited  to  the 
Northward  by  the  said  Easterly  Line  from  the  mouth  of  Oc- 
teraroe  River,  for  in  the  year  1 700  when  M'  Penn  was  travel- 
ling from  Below  Annapolis  to  visit  the  Indians  at  Conestogoe 
being  out  of  respect  to  his  Character  waited  upon  by  divers 
Gentlemen  Magistrates  and  others  of  the  Northern  parts  of 
Maryland  these  Gentlemen  made  a  Stop  in  the  Ford  of  Oc- 
tararoe  River  telling  M'  Penn  they  had  now  accompanied  him 
into  his  own  Province  and  therefore  desired  to  take  their 
Leave  but  he  answered  he  hoped  they  had  been  already  in 
Pennsylvania  long  before  they  came  to  that  place,  all  which 
p.  68  expressions  can  be  very  well  attested  by  witnesses  still  Living 
who  were  in  that  Company  During  M'  Pens  last  stay  in 
America  viz*  in  the  years  1700  and  1701  the  Government  of 
Maryland  was  then  in  the  Crown  and  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
two  Provinces  were  seated  so  far  remote  from  each  other  that 
there  was  no  Occasion  to  talk  of  the  Boundaries  with  any 
earnestness  or  Contention  but  soon  after  M'  Penns  departure 
for  England  some  persons  of  Chester  County  in  Pennsyl- 
vania applied  themselves  to  those  called  the  Commissioners 
of  Property  whom  M'  Pen  had  left  in  trust  with  his  Proprie- 
tary Affairs  for  a  Grant  of  that  Tract  of  Land  now  called 
Nottingham  which  then  appearing  to  be  Considerably  to  the 
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Southward  of  any  Settlement  yet  made  by  Pennsylvania  the  Lib.  x. 
said  Commissioners  of  Property  at  first  refused  the  Grant 
lest  it  might  occasion  misunderstandings  and  disputes  between 
the  two  Governments  but  the  parties  concernd  having  repeated 
their  application  with  great  Importunities  did  at  last  with  the 
Assistance  of  Henry  Holingsworth  then  Surveyor  for  Chester 
County  prove  to  the  Commissioners  that  the  whole  Tract  of 
Nottingham  by  them  demanded  and  afterwards  possesd  lay 
to  the  Northward  of  that  Line  from  the  Mouth  of  Octeraroe 
which  the  said  Char  Lord  Baltimore  himself  had  fixed  as  his 
Boundary  to  the  Northward,  and  some  of  the  Commissioners 
themselves  being  of  the  number  of  those  who  had  accom- 
panied M'  Pen  from  Maryland  to  Conestogoe  in  the  year 
1700  as  is  above  related  and  very  well  remembering  the  above 
mentioned  particular  expressions  which  passed  between  M^ 
Pen  and  the  Gentlemen  of  Maryland  at  Octeraroe  Ford  they 
Could  not  but  think  themselves  as  they  still  do  very  safe  and  p*  69 
lustifiable  at  that  time  in  Granting  the  said  Tract  of  Land 
which  was  immediately  setled  by  a  Considerable  number  of 
people  from  Chester  County  af*^  without  any  molestation  or 
Objection  from  Maryland  whatsoever  but  as  the  Successful 
and  speedy  improvem'  of  the  Pennsylvanians  at  Nottingham 
doubtless  gave  some  Cause  of  Envy  upon  which  the  late  M' 
Charles  Carrol  then  Agent  for  the  Lord  Proprietary  of  Mary- 
land procured  as  it  is  said  a  very  large  Quadrant  to  be  sent 
from  England  in  Order  to  take  a  more  exact  Observation  of 
the  Latitude  thereby  to  extend  further  if  possible  the  above 
mentioned  Northern  Limits  of  that  province  a  very  great 
Noise  was  made  about  some  Observations  that  had  been 
endeavoured  to  be  taken  by  the  said  M'  Carrol  at  the 
Head  of  North  east  River  from  which  he  pretended  to 
extend  the  Northern  Boundaries  of  Maryland  considerably 
beyond  what  either  the  said  Charles  Lord  Baltimore  had 
himself  fixed  or  any  person  in  his  Behalf  had  ever  as  yet 
Claimed 

But  the  said  Astronomical  Observations  being  as  it  was 
supposed  sent  by  M''  Carrols  Order  to  James  Logan  Agent 
for  M'  Pen  at  Philadelphia  as  being  a  person  not  unskilled  in 
such  matters  M'  Logan  very  carefully  examined  the  perfor- 
mance but  found  them  so  much  out  of  the  way  even  in  the 
Calculation  of  the  Suns  Declination  as  varied  their  work  at 
least  ten  minutes  which  M'  Logan  by  a  Letter  under  his  hand 
to  M'  Carrol  offered  to  prove  by  repeating  the  Observation 
with  the  same  Instrument  under  the  penalty  of  forfeiting  its 
Value

Lib.  X.  It  was  after  this  the  lustices  of  Cecil  County  took  Occasion 
P70  to  extend  the  Claims  of  their  County  and  to  lay  their  Taxes 
on  the  pennsylvanians  setled  at  Nottingham  but  the  people 
Conscious  of  their  being  seated  there  by  sufficient  rights  from 
M'  Pen  with  due  Caution  to  keep  to  the  Northward  of  all 
former  Maryland  Claims  according  to  the  Lord  Baltimores 
own  fixed  Bounds  and  determination  they  could  not  on  pre- 
tences merely  taken  from  the  above  mentioned  false  and  par- 
tial Observations  be  perswaded  to  quit  their  rights  and  sue 
for  new  Titles  to  others  whose  right  of  Granting  them  ap- 
peared at  best  not  to  be  less  disputable 

During  these  disputes  several  Letters  pass*d  between  M'^ 
Pens  Commissioners  of  property  and  the  late  M'  Charles 
Carrol  Agent  for  Maryland  and  for  preventing  all  misunder- 
standings and  to  preserve  peace  and  Good  Neighbourhood 
until  such  time  as  the  Line  in  dispute  could  be  mutually 
agreed  upon  and  setled  by  both  proprietaries  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Commissioners  assured  M'  Carrol  not  only  that  they 
never  had  Granted  but  even  Obliged  themselves  not  to  grant 
with  their  Knowledge  any  Lands  to  the  Southward  of  the 
aforesaid  Line  run  by  the  late  Charles  Lord  Baltimore  him- 
self and  it  was  purely  in  order  to  keep  and  preserve  this 
promise  that  Col°  French  of  New  Castle  some  time  last  spring 
was  directed  without  Instruments  Chain  Hatchet  or  the  least 
Mark  of  any  Intention  to  Survey  as  the  Justices  of  Cecil 
County  falsly  alledged  to  walk  with  one  other  single  person 
along  with  him  only  with  a  Compass  in  their  Hand  from  the 
mouth  of  the  River  Octararoe  aforesaid  Eastward  so  that  from 
p.  71  the  said  Col"  French's  Report  the  Comm'  might  be  with  more 
Certainty  enabled  to  perform  exactly  their  promise  made  to 
M"^  Carrol  as  aforesaid 

On  the  other  hand  in  the  year  1718  some  persons  tho  of 
Rank  in  Maryland  yet  being  led  intirely  by  Gain  without  any 
Regard  to  lustice  or  the  publick  peace  did  take  upon  them 
actually  to  make  Surveys  of  very  considerable  Tracts  of  Land 
as  high  at  most  as  Conestogoe  in  the  province  of  Pennsylva- 
nia and  above  thirty  miles  North  of  all  former  Claims  of 
Maryland  of  which  Complaint  having  been  made  to  Col**  John 
Hart  then  Governor  of  Maryland  and  his  Excellency  having 
likewise  Complained  of  some  Regulations  which  had  been 
made  amongst  the  pennsylvanians  at  Nottingham  by  William 
Keith  Esq"'  Governor  of  that  province  an  interview  was  ap- 
pointed between  both  the  Governors  at  Col^  Hynsons  House 
upon  the  Eastern  Shore  in  Maryland  where  they  met  accord- 
ingly towards  the  latter  end  of  October  and  the  Minute  of 
that  Conference  taken  by  Consent  of  both  parties  is  as  follows 
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At  a  Meeting    between  the  Governors  of  Maryland   and  Lib.  x. 
Pennsylvania  held  at  Col**  Hynsons  House  the  28^^  day  of 
October  1718

His  Excellency  Col'*  Hart  produced  several  Co ni plaints 
which  had  been  made  to  him  from  the  Magistrates  and  others  p-  71 
of  Cecil  County  in  Maryland  relating  to  the  setdement  at 
Nottingham  and  they  claiming  the  said  settlement  to  be  within 
the  lurisdiction  of  Maryland  it  was  Observed  that  Governor 
Keith  in  his  last  Commission  of  the  peace  for  the  County  of 
Chester  in  Pennsylvania  had  appointed  Magistrates  for  the 
Township  of  Nottingham  on  supposition  that  the  said  Town- 
ship was  within  the  lurisdiction  of  the  said  County  of  Chester 
his  Excellency  therefore  in  Behalf  of  my  Lord  Baltimore  and 
in  defence  of  his  Lordships  just  right  sets  forth  that  the  said 
Township  of  Nottingham  had  frequently  been  taxed  by  the 
Magistrates  of  Cecil  County  that  a  Great  part  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  Nottingham  had  petitioned  him  to  take  them  under 
the  protection  of  my  Lord  Baltimores  Government  and  that 
as  he  was  really  convinced  from  several  Records  and  other 
proofs  that  the  Scituation  of  Nottingham  afores'*  was  unques- 
tionably within  the  Bounds  of  my  Lords  Grant  from  the 
Crown  he  could  not  but  insist  upon  it  that  Governor  Keith 
would  be  pleased  to  withdraw  his  said  Commission  for  lustices 
of  the  peace  at  Nottingham  and  all  other  Marks  of  Jurisdic- 
tion  of  Pennsylvania  there  Col"  French  who  from  his  long 
Residence  in  that  Neighbourhood  was  perfectly  well  acquaint- 
ed with  the  Settlement  at  Nottingham  said  that  about  sixteen 
years  ago  the  said  Settlement  was  by  proprietor  Pens  Order 
Surveyed  and  laid  out  into  Lots  four  of  which  he  had  reserved 
to  himself  and  Granted  most  of  the  rest  to  the  Respective 
setlers  by  regular  warrants  which  was  the  only  pretence  of 
right  whereby  they  now  hold  them  that  they  had  always  from 
the  Beginning  of  their  Settlement  sued  and  had  been  sued  as  p  73 
Inhabitants  of  the  County  of  Chester  in  Pennsylvania  and  that 
until  the  Great  dispute  about  the  Division  Line  between  my 
Lord  Baltimore  and  M'  Pen  could  be  perfectly  adjusted  he 
humbly  Conceived  there  was  only  one  Rule  to  be  tacitly 
observed  in  the  mean  time  in  order  to  preserve  the  publick 
peace  and  make  all  parties  easy  (viz*)  that  wheresoever  per- 
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Lib.  X.  sons  where  found  to  be  seated  on  or  near  the  Boundaries  in 
question  if  they  held  their  Lands  by  any  warrant  or  right 
from  my  Lord  Baltimore  they  ought  not  to  be  molested  or 
disturbed  with  any  pretence  of  lurisdiction  from  Pennsylvania 
and  on  the  other  hand  those  who  held  their  Lands  by  rights 
formerly  Granted  from  M'  Penn  should  likewise  be  permitted 
to  remain  under  the  Government  of  Pennsylvania  until  by 
a  proper  Authority  the  Division  Line  between  the  two  Gov** 
be  run 

Governor  Keith  hereupon  assured  his  Excellency  that  this 
was  the  very  Rule  which  he  had  hitherto  carefully  Observed  in 
Consequence  whereof  the  Settlement  at  New  Munster  ad- 
joining to  Nottingham  whose  Inhabitants  mightily  desire  to 
be  protected  by  Pennsylvania  and  which  Governor  Keith  has 
Great  Reason  to  believe  is  within  the  Bounds  of  M'  Penns 
Grant  yet  because  their  Lands  were  held  at  present  by  rights 
from  Maryland  he  would  not  hearken  to  their  Desires  nor 
suffer  any  of  his  Officers  to  molest  them 

Governor  Keith  further  Observed  that  to  proceed  in  this 
manner  wou*d  effectually  preserve  the  peace  amongst  his 
Majestys  Subjects  and  could  not  possibly  in  any  sort  prejudice 
the  right  of  either  proprietor  hereafter  to  be  determined  with 
P'  74  great  Respect  therefore  to  my  Lord  Baltimore  &  a  just  Esteem 
of  his  Excellencys  Conduct  and  diligent  Care  in  the  Govern- 
ment under  his  direction  M'  Keith  humbly  requests  that  his 
Excellency  will  be  pleased  to  Concur  with  him  in  the  passive 
measures  proposed  until  either  by  powers  or  directions  from 
England  both  his  Excellency  and  M'  Keith  are  sufficit^ntly  en- 
abled or  advised  to  proceed  other  ways 

His  Excellency  continuing  very  much  to  insist  upon  M^ 
Keiths  recalling  those  Commissions  at  Nottingham  Governor 
Keith  begg'd  to  be  excused  from  giving  any  other  answer  at 
this  time  until  he  had  an  opportunity  to  advise  with  his  Coun- 
cil so  the  matter  was  at  present  referred  to  the  further  Consid- 
eration of  the  respective  Governors  and  the  Councils  of  both 
provinces 

Upon  reading  the  paper  above  mentioned  the  Board 
Observed  that  the  Compiler  of  the  said  paper  laid  great  Stress 
upon  the  Cliaracter  and  Knowledge  of  those  Gentlemen 
Magistrates  and  others  of  the  Northern  parts  of  Maryland 
who  are  therein  said  to  have  waited  upon  M'  Penn  in  the  year 
1 700  as  he  was  travelling  from  below  Annapolis  to  visit  the 
Indians  at  Conestogoe  and  being  informed  that  the  honble 
John  Hall  Esq'  a  member  of  this  Board  was  one  of  those

It  being  pretended  in  a  paper  (intituled  a  plain  view  of  all 
that  has  been  done  or  publickly  talkd  for  these  twenty  years 
last  by  past  Concerning  the  Boundaries  of  the  provinces  of 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania)  that  divers  Gentlemen  Magis- 
trates and  others  of  the  Northern  parts  of  Maryland  waited 
upon  M^  Penn  out  of  respect  to  his  Character  in  the  year  1700 
as  he  was  travelling  from  below  Annapolis  to  visit  the  Indians 
at  Conestogoe  and  that  they  stop'd  in  the  Ford  of  Octcraroe 
River  telling  M'  Penn  they  had  now  accompanied  him  into  his 
own  province  and  therefore  desired  to  take  their  Leave  you 
are  hereby  Ordered  to  take  the  deposition  of  John  Hall  Esq' 
as  to  his  Knowledge  of  those  matters  whether  any  such 
Gentlemen  Magistrates  and  others  of  the  Northern  parts  of 
Maryland  waited  on  M'  Penn  that  year  and  who  they  were 
and  whether  they  stop'd  in  the  Ford  of  Octeraroe  River  as  is 
pretended  and  told  M'  Penn  what  is  above  specefied

It  being  also  pretended  that  my  Lord  Baltimore  had  fixed 
the  Northern  Limits  of  Maryland  at  or  near  the  mouth  of  Octe- 
raroe River  and  from  thence  caused  an  easterly  Line  to  be  run 
by  his  Surveyor  General  to  the  River  Deleware  the  Board 
observed  that  no  proofs  appeared  of  any  such  Line  Run  but  on  p-  7^ 
the  Contrary  that  it  is  evident  that  his  said  Lordship  had  taken 
Observations  at  Upland t  in  the  year  1682  and  that  Major 
Sewall  accompanied  his  Lordship  when  the  said  Observadons 
were  taken  and  thereupon  Ordered  that  Major  Nicholas 
Sewalls  Deposition  be  taken  relating  to  the  Observations 
taken  at  Uplandt  by  Charles  late  Lord  Baltimore  in  the  year 
1682 

It  being  also  pretended  in  the  said  plain  view  that  the  In- 
habitants of  Chester  County  planted  and  setled  Nottingham 
without  any  molestation  or  Objection  from  Marj'land  whatso* 
ever  till  such  time  as  M'  Charles  Carrol  late  Agent  for  the 
Lord  proprietary  of  Maryland  envying  (as  is  said  the  Improve- 
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Lib.  X.  ments  of  the  pennsylvanians)  endeavoured  to  take  some 
Observations  at  the  head  of  North  east  River  by  a  very 
large  Quadrant  he  had  newly  procured  Irom  England  which 
Observations  M^  James  Logan  Agent  for  M^  Penn  examined 
as  is  there  said  and  found  very  defective  which  he  offered  to 
prove  by  a  Letter  under  his  hand  to  the  said  M'  Carrol  &  it 
being  also  said  that  during  those  disputes  several  Letters 
passd  between  M'  Penns  Commissioners  of  property  &  M- 
Carrol  aforesaid 

Ordered  that  M'  Charles  Carrol  be  desired  to  lay  all  such 
publick  papers  both  Letters  and  Answers  as  passd  between 
the  late  Charles  Carrol  Esq'  his  Lordships  late  Agent  and  M' 
James  Logan  and  M'  Pen*s  Commissioners  of  property  during 
his  Agency 

His  Excellency  acquainted  the  Board  that  he  had  by  Letter 
appointed  to  meet  Sir  William  Keith  at  New  Castle  on  the 
lo^*"  day  of  March  Instant  but  that  by  Letters  from  England 
p-  77  since  that  he  is  acquainted  that  Instructions  from  his  Lordship 
are  preparing  there  shortly  to  be  sent  over  relating  to  the 
subject  of  their  meeting  whereupon  his  Excellency  desired  the 
opinion  of  the  Board  whether  he  should  proceed  in  that  Jour- 
ney or  defer  it  till  those  Instructions  come  to  hand,  the  Board 
taking  the  matter  into  their  serious  Consideration  are  humbly 
of  opinion  that  it  is  not  advisable  that  his  Excellency  proceed 
in  said  lourney  now  and  his  Excellency  is  thereupon  desired 
to  defer  it  till  those  Instructions  are  Come* 

His  Excellency  at  the  request  of  M'  Nicholas  Lowe  his  Lord- 
ships Agent  laid  before  this  Board  two  instructions  of  his 
Lordships  One  Instruction  12  to  M'  Bennet  Lowe  his  Lord- 
ships late  Agent  the  other  Instruction  8  to  himself  which  are 
as  follows  viz*

or  Leases  of  some  part  or  parts  of  our  Mannor  of  Susque- 
hannah  formerly  forfeited  to  my  Grandfather  by  Col°  George 
lalbot  you  are  required  before  you  make  any  Lease  or  Leases 
of  any  part  thereof  to  Consult  M'  Philemon  Lloyd  and  if  his

Whereas  by  our  12^^  Instruction  formerly  sent  your  Brother 
Bennet  Low  he  was  particularly  directed  before  he  made  out 
any  Lease  or  Leases  if  any  part  of  the  Susquehannah  Mannor 
formerly  forfeited  to  the  Proprietary  by  Col°  George  Talbot 
to  Consult  M""  Philemon  Lloyd^  my  Will  now  is  that  no  Lease 
or  Leases  be  made  thereof  without  my  further  Orders  having 
some  thoughts  to  grant  out  the  Inheritance  of  some  parts 
thereof  to  the  people  that  are  carrying  on  the  Iron  Works 
thereabouts  You  are  therefore  as  soon  as  possible  to  send  me 
as  good  an  account  as  you  can  of  the  Value  of  those  Lands 
by  the  Acre  which  I  hear  is  considerable  that  I  may  know  the 
better  on  what  Terms  to  dispose  of  them  tho  in  the  mean 
time  I  would  not  have  the  expectation  of  the  people  in  the 
least  bauIkM  that  the  said  Lands  will  be  shortly  parcelled 
out  by  Lease  to  such  persons  as  are  willing  to  pay  reasonable 
Considerations  for  the  same 

After  reading  the  aforesaid  Instructions  his  Exc^  acquainted 
the  Board  that  M^  Nicholas  Lowe  desired  their  Advice  and 
Opinion  how  he  should  act  with  Reference  to  those  Instruc- 
tions there  having  been  several  Leases  made  out  tho  not  yet 
delivered  and  several  Surveys  return'd  pursuant  to  the  form 
of  those  Instructions 

The  Board  taking  the  same  into  their  Consideration  are  of 
opinion  notwithstanding  the  prohibition  in  hisLordships  latter 
instruction  that  it  is  expedient  according  to  his  Lordships  own  p. 
sense  of  it  in  the  Close  of  that  Instruction  that  he  would  not 
have  the  expectation  of  the  people  in  the  least  BaulkM  that 
such  persons  as  have  been  at  the  charge  to  have  their  divi- 
dends surveyed  and  Certificates  of  them  returned  have  their 
Leases  Confirmed  to  them  because  it  may  be  of  very  evil 
Consequence  to  his  Lordships  Interest  to  discourage  those 
who  have  thus  qualified  themselves  for  Leases  and  may  pro- 
voke them  to  comply  with  the  Pennsylvanian  Government, 
and  create  a  general  dissatisfaction  among  the  people  in  those 
parts  to  his  Lordships  Great  prejudice 

His  Excellency  laid  before  the  Board  an  extract  of  Proceed- 
ings  of  a  Council  held  at  Philadelphia  the  5^*"  day  of  Novem- 
ber 1722  which  was  read  and  Ordered  to  be  entred  and  is  as

The  Governor  acquainted  the  Board  that  having  made  it 
his  Care  from  his  first  Accession  to  this  Government  to  pre- 
serve a  perfect  good  understanding  with  all  our  Neighbours 
and  particularly  with  Maryland  the  Measures  Concened  with 
p.  80  that  Government  notwithstanding  the  unhappy  uncertainty  of 
our  Boundaries  had  proved  so  successful  that  till  some  warm 
and  Angry  Steps  were  made  last  winter  by  some  Magistrates 
of  Cecil  we  had  lived  very  friendly  with  them  that  further  in 
lune  last  these  Magistrates  had  very  unkindly  made  Prisoners 
of  Isaac  Taylor  the  Surveyor  a  Magistrate  and  Member  of 
Assembly  for  the  County  of  Chester  and  Elisha  Gatchell 
another  Magistrate  of  the  same  that  those  two  persons  having 
engaged  to  appear  at  Cecil  Court  in  August  last  when  the 
Governor  was  Obliged  to  undertake  his  Journey  to  Albany 
he  sent  an  express  to  his  good  Friend  the  Governor  of  Mary- 
land to  have  that  matter  accommodated  but  all  the  Resolution 
taken  in  it  as  he  finds  since  his  return  by  the  Report  of  James 
Logan  and  Robert  Asheton  whom  he  had  desired  to  wait  on 
that  Governor  at  Cecil  Court  was  that  those  two  men  should 
be  bound  over  to  the  Provincial  Court  at  Annapolis  which 
they  were  pleased  at  length  to  respite  on  account  of  his 
absence  on  that  important  Journey  that  he  had  since  wrote  to 
Coi"*  Calvert  requesting  that  all  those  differences  might  lie 
over  as  they  were  till  both  Governors  could  in  person  adjust 
them  which  he  had  proposed  to  Col  Calvert  to  do  by  a  Con- 
ference if  that  Gentleman  would  be  pleased  to  meet  him  that 
three  days  ago  he  had  received  a  Letter  from  Co!°  Calvert 
dated  the  18'^'  of  last  month  now  read  to  the  Board  by  which 
it  manifestly  appears  that  tho  that  worthy  Gentleman  cannot 
forget  his  Character  and  innate  Goodness  yet  some  Councils 
seem  of  late  to  be  entred  on  Maryland  inconsistent  with  the 
Tranquillity  of  his  Majestys  Subjects  in  both  Governments 
the  Governor  therefore  desires  the  opinion  and  advice  of  this 
Board  what  measures  may  be  most  proper  for  him  to  take  for 
preventing  the  fatal  Consequences  of  a  General  misunder- 
standing with  such  near  Neighbours  with  whom  we  have 
hitherto  happily  Hved  in  good  Friendship

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The  Board  thereupon  taking  the  premises  seriously  into  Lib.  x. 
Consideration  humbly  offer  it  as  their  opinion  that  as  the 
Boundaries  of  Maryland  and  Pennsylvania  upon  each  other 
have  from  the  first  Settlement  of  the  Latter  appeared  dispu- 
table and  yet  such  Amicable  Measures  have  hitherto  been 
Concerted  between  the  Governments  of  both  that  the  peace 
till  very  lately  has  been  preserved  with  that  good  under- 
standing which  is  requisite  between  Neighbours  Subjects  of 
the  same  Crown  therefore  it  will  without  a  very  just  Cause 
Given  be  inexcusable  in  the  Agressors  to  make  any  Violation 
of  the  same 

That  as  our  proprietor  for  Solid  Reasons  drawn  from  the 
Charters  to  both  Provinces  claimed  to  the  Southward  of  Octe- 
raroe  and  it  had  formerly  always  been  understood  by  this 
Government  that  the  Lord  Baltimore  made  no  claim  to  the 
Northward  of  that  Creek  or  River  of  which  better  proofs  may 
be  given  than  some  in  Maryland  are  willing  to  admit  of,  those 
of  this  province  were  therefore  of  Opinion  that  to  bound 
themselves  by  the  same  Limits  the  Lord  Baltimore  had  pre- 
scribed to  himself,  cou'd  never  be  the  Cause  of  any  dispute 
with  a  Governm*  with  which  they  Laboured  to  maintain  a  per- 
fect Amity  and  good  Understanding 

That  the  Settlement  of  Nottingham  having  been  made  by 
this  province  near  twenty  years  ago  within  the  Limits  we  p*  82 
Conceived  to  be  our  proprietors  undoubted  right  and  with  all 
due  Caution  and  tenderness  not  to  interfere  with  the  Claims 
of  Maryland  in  Case  that  Tract  called  Talbots  mannor  should 
be  reverted  to  the  Lord  proprietor  and  Nottingham  should 
appear  to  be  within  the  Bounds  of  that  Mannor  as  is  alledged 
from  late  discoveries  said  to  be  made  concerning  it;  there  is 
the  greater  Reason  to  expect  that  the  Lord  Baltimore  as 
General  Proprietor  may  be  the  better  Satisfied  to  let  those  In- 
habitants remain  unmolested  till  such  time  as  it  shall  appear 
whether  the  Country  where  those  Lands  lie  shall  on  the 
full  determination  of  the  Boundaries  prove  truly  to  be  his 
Right  especially  since  as  this  Board  has  been  informed  the 
Enlargement  of  the  first  Grant  of  that  Mannor  being  upon  a 
very  slender  Consideration  seems  to  have  been  regarded  as  a 
thing  of  little  or  no  Value  to  him  but  as  it  could  be  Obtained 
out  of  another  province  by  the  Endeavours  of  the  Grantee 
otherwise  it  Appears  difficult  to  Account  why  the  Lord  Bal- 
timore shoud  so  easily  part  with  so  vast  a  Tract  of  Land  for 
only  a  Triffle. 

That  if  the  Survey  and  Grant  ot  the  Tract  New  Munster  be 
of  so  Antient  a  date  as  the  Letter  expresses  Yet  it  was  not 
known  nor  heard  of  by  any  in  this  province  (as  far  as  can  be 
discovered  by  this  Board)  for  a  Great  many  years  after  and 
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Lib.  X.  that  the  Surveys  and  Settlemeots  made  thereon  in  right  of 
Pennsylvania  by  purchases  in  England  above  forty  years  old 
were  made  innocently  without  the  least  Suspicion  that  any 
persons  right  was  invaded  by  that  Settlement  and  if  it  prove 
true  that  the  Local  Bounds  of  it  are  so  uncertain  that  (as  is 
p.  83  alledged)  the  Lines  now  Claimed  Err  by  half  a  mile  in  their 
prescribed  Distance  from  Elk  River  it  appears  Consonant  to 
reason  that  those  Boundaries  when  the  General  Title  of  the 
Proprietors  to  the  Lands  is  setled  if  they  fall  to  Maryland 
should  be  adjusted  by  disinterested  persons  and  that  in  the 
mean  time  the  possessors  on  Pennsylvania  rights  while  they 
deprive  no  Marylander  of  theirs  should  hold  them  peacably 
and  be  left  to  make  their  Terms  if  the  proprietors  should  fail 
to  make  them  for  them  upon  the  Grand  Decision 

That  as  it  appears  that  Isaac  Taylor  was  taken  by  the 
Officers  of  Maryland  only  for  Surveying  to  the  Northward  of 
the  Line  to  which  this  Province  (as  has  been  said  always 
Claimed)  some  certain  Lands  at  the  Request  of  their  posses- 
sors that  had  never  been  Granted  or  Surveyed  by  Maryland 
and  Elisha  Gatchell  upon  an  Action  Grounded  on  a  Falshood 
with  a  design  to  try  them  for  their  Supposed  Crimes  by  a 
Court  of  Maryland  it  is  evident  that  as  the  whole  Controversy 
turns  upon  the  Boundaries  in  which  neither  province  can  be 
impartial  and  therefore  are  not  to  be  allowed  Judges  in  the 
Case  to  press  these  men  to  such  a  tryal  is  no  better  than 
determining  it  by  Force  which  is  inconsistent  with  all  that  can 
be  accounted  Legal 

That  the  Case  being  the  same  in  General  in  all  these  dis- 
putes it  is  inconsistent  with  the  duty  of  all  those  Concern*d 
in  Government  to  give  way  to  any  measures  so  incompatible 
with  the  maintainance  of  the  peace  of  his  Majestys  Subjects 
committed  to  their  care  as  these  proceedings  in  their  nature 
appear  to  be  that  to  allow  of  them  wou'd  throw  both 
p.  84  provinces  into  a  State  of  Warr  the  promoters  of  which  must 
deservedly  feel  the  heavy  censures  of  his  Majesty  for  that  the 
Aggressors  must  Account  for  all  the  ensuing  mischief 

That  it  is  no  new  thing  in  America  that  the  Boundaries  of 
two  Provinces  should  lye  for  many  years  undetermined  those 
of  New  York  and  New  lersey  being  so  to  this  day  yet  this 
Board  never  heard  that  Hostilities  or  what  Amounts  to  them 
were  Committed  in  such  Cases  or  that  Officers  were  employed 
to  raise  Levies  by  Force  on  the  Settlements  of  each  other 

Upon  these  Considerations  it  is  the  advice  of  this  Board 
that  the  Governor  would  be  pleased  to  state  these  matters 
fully  to  the  Governor  of  Maryland  whose  good  understand- 
ing and  humanity  can  never  approve  of  such  unfriendly  (not 
to  say  Hostile)  proceedings,  that  the  Governor  would  also  be 
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pleased  to  give  himself  the  Trouble  to  meet  that  Gentleman  Lib.  x. 
and  in  the  most  frieodly  manner  labour  to  discuss  all  former 
Complaints  with  the  Occasion  of  them,  and  to  stipulate  such 
measures  as  may  prevent  them  for  the  future  until  the  Bound- 
aries are  seded  that  in  the  mean  time  effectually  to  end 
these  differences  applications  be  made  to  the  Proprietor  at 
home  to  press  a  final  Adjustment  of  the  Boundaries  that  in 
Case  the  Province  of  Maryland  hitherto  our  Good  Neighbour 
should  now  so  far  change  their  measures  as  no  longer  to  pre- 
serve peace  with  us,  the  Gov'  would  then  be  pleased  to  repre- 
sent the  matter  effectually  to  the  King  and  his  Ministry  and 
in  the  meantime  by  all  Legal  Methods  to  support  the  peace-  p-  85 
able  people  of  this  Province  as  well  as  the  Proprietor  in  the 
just  Possession  and  Enjoyment  of  their  rights

His  Excellency  then  laid  before  the  Board  the  Opinion  of 
Daniel  Dulany  Esq'  his  Lordships  Attorney  General  with 
relation  to  Isaac  Taylor  and  Gatchell  which  is  as  follows  viz' 

The  Case  of  Isaac  Taylor  and  others 

They  pretending  to  be  Officers  under  the  Government  of 
Pennsylvania  enter  into  the  Possessions  of  several  persons 
that  held  their  Land  of  the  Lord  Proprietary  of  Maryland  as 
part  of  that  Province,  made  several  Surveys  and  threatned 
the  people  that  if  they  would  not  have  the  Lands  they 
possessed  Surveyed  by  them  they  woud  Survey  them  for 
others  and  Actually  took  a  House  and  part  of  a  wheat  field 
that  was  inclosed  from  one  Lang  one  of  his  Lordships  tenants 
and  promised  all  those  that  would  submit  to  the  Government 
of  Pennsylvania  they  should  be  protected 
Thus  much  I  think  the  Depositions  contain 
I-  And  first  then  it  is  to  be  Considered  whether  the  said 
Taylor  and  his  Companions  are  Guilty  of  any  Offence 

2.  If  they  are  what  that  offence  is 

3,  And  in  what  Court  they  may  be  legally  prosecuted 
for  it, 

I.     That  it  is  not  Lawful  for  any  man  or  number  of  men  to 
enter  into  the  Inclosures  and  Possessions  of  Another  without  p  S6 
his  Leave  is  without  Question  and  the  doing  of  it  with  any 
Circumstance  that  may  disturb  the  Possessor  is  an  Aggrava- 
tion although  there  be  no  sort  of  violence  offered  him  and 

That  when  a  number  of  people  come  together  and  claim 
the  right  of  Lands  or  Goods  quietly  Possessed  by  another 
and  by  words  or  Actions  manifest  an  intent  to  disturb  that 
person  by  turning  him  forceably  out  of  his  Possession  if  he 
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Lib,  X,  should  not  agree  to  their  measures  they  are  without  question 
disturbers  of  the  peace  and  punishable  as  such 

2.  It  seems  a  setled  Point  in  Law  that  the  bare  meeting 
together  of  three  or  more  persons  (which  number  must  be  to 
make  a  Riot)  with  intent  to  do  an  act  which  in  it  self  would 
be  a  Riot  if  put  in  execution,  are  not  Rioters  without  pro- 
ceeding to  some  degree  of  Violence  as  beating  a  man  or 
forcing  him  to  quit  his  Lands  or  Goods,  but  when  the  meeting 
can  be  proved  to  be  with  Intent  to  Commit  a  Riot,  the  least 
Degree  of  force  and  Violence  to  any  man  or  his  possession 
will  suffice  and  I  Conceive  taking  away  part  of  Langs  Wheat 
field  and  one  of  his  Houses  and  keeping  the  Possession  of 
them  would  (without  the  other  Circumstances  of  Aggravation 
attending  the  Case  of  Taylor  and  his  Companions)  make  a 
Riot,  but  it  would  be  proper  to  enquire  whether  they  removed 
the  Fences  lockt  the  Doors  or  did  any  other  Act  which  may 
evince  their  claiming  and  Continuing  to  Claim  a  Right  to 
what  the  other  quitted  for  fear  of  them, 
p,  87  3.  I  am  clearly  of  opinion  they  may  be  regularly  prose- 
cuted in  the  Provincial  Court  for  that  Court  has  the  same 
Authority  in  Maryland  that  the  Kings  Bench  has  in  England 
And  we  have  instances  enough  in  our  Law  Books  that  Riots 
and  forceable  Entries  are  frequently  tried  at  the  Kings  Bench 
Bar  its  true  there  are  several  Acts  of  Parliament  for  the  bet- 
ter and  more  speedy  Prevention  and  Supression  of  Riots 
Routs  and  forceable  entries  impowring  the  Justices  of  the 
peace  to  proceed  and  directing  in  what  manner  but  none  of 
those  Acts  takes  away  the  lurisdiction  of  the  Superior  Courts 
of  ludicature  there  being  no  Negative  words  in  any  of  them 
as  that  the  Offend ors  shall  not  be  proceeded  against  in  any 
other  Court  or  to  that  Effect  without  which  the  Superior  Court 
as  is  clear  by  Multitudes  of  Book  Cases  can  never  be  Ousted 
of  its  jurisdiction  the  Statute  of  i  3  H  4  Cap  7  directs  the 
lustices  and  Sheriff  in  case  they  cant  discover  the  Truth  i:  e: 
such  Evidence  as  may  lustify  them  in  punishing  the  Offendors 
according,  to  Law  (or  as  it  hath  been  adjudged)  when  the 
Offenders  have  so  much  Interest  or  Influence  that  they  cant 
be  duely  punished,  to  certify  all  the  Circumstances  appearing 
to  them  to  the  King  and  Council  which  Certificate  was  to  be 
made  in  a  months  time  and  of  equal  Authority  with  a  pre- 
sentment by  a  lury,  it  is  evident  by  this  provision  and  all 
those  Contained  in  the  other  Statutes  that  they  were  all  Cal- 
culated and  designed  for  the  furtherance  of  lustice  by  pun- 
ishing transgressors  and  protecting  peacable  People  in  the 
quiet  Enjoyment  of  their  Lands  and  Goods  and  certainly  the 
restraining  of  those  Courts  where  it  is  presumed  no  Interest 
or  Influence  will  prevent  lustice  being  done  would  be  destruc- 
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live  of  those  ends  and  inconsistent  with  the  Wisdom 
Pohcy  of  an  English  Parliament 

There  are  Instances  where  Rioters  that  have  been  punished 
by  the  lustices  of  the  peace  but  not  in  proportion  to  their 
Crime  have  been  brought  into  the  Star  Chamber  and  such  a 
further  fine  imposed  on  them  as  made  the  whole  Punishment 
equal  to  the  Offence  and  that  proceeding  Adjudged  to  be  no 
way  repugnant  to  the  Rule  of  Law  of  not  punishing  twice 
for  one  Offence  but  inflicting  a  Penalty  adequate  to  the  Crime 
at  different  times  which  proves  Clearly  that  other  Courts  have 
lurisdiction  of  those  things  as  well  as  lustices  of  the  Peace 

By  the  Statute  already  cited  it  appears  that  the  Justices  of 
the  Peace  and  Sheriffs  may  if  they  find  a  difficulty  in  punish- 
ing the  Offendors  certify  all  the  Circumstances  to  the  King 
and  Council  in  Order  without  Question  that  proper  measures 
may  be  taken  therein  and  if  the  lustices  fall  they  are  punish- 
able and  it  would  be  a  new  Doctrine  and  a  very  absurd  one 
that  the  Omission  of  Inferior  Officers  and  their  punishment 
should  excuse  other  Offenders  or  prevent  Superior  Officers 
taking  Care  to  prosecute  Offendors  and  certainly  the  Gov- 
ernment may  fudge  when  it  is  proper  to  do  it  in  the  Supreme 
Courts  according  to  the  Common  Course  as  well  as  a  Private 
Justice  of  Peace  when  it  is  proper  for  him  to  Proceed  or  make 
the  Certificate  prescribed  by  the  Statute

Merchant 

Sheweth 

That  your  Petitioner  5***  September  1717  entered  into  Char- 
ter party  with  Gilbert  Poulson  Master  of  the  Ship  Dolphin 
whereby  the  said  Master  let  the  said  Vessel  to  Freight  to 
your  petitioner  for  six  months  certain  and  for  a  further  ferm 
(uncertain)  not  exceeding  six  months  more  for  transporting 
131  Servants  to  Maryland  or  Virginia  on  your  Petitioners 
Account  and  to  deliver  'em  to  your  Petitioners  Factors  there 
and  receive  from  them  such  Back  Loading  of  Goods  as  they 
should  put  on  Board  which  he  was  to  fetch  at  his  own  ex- 
pence  and  being  loaden  was  to  sail  directly  back  to  the  River 
Thames  and  there  unload  and  deliver  to  your  petitioner  his 
homeward  bound  Cargo 

And  your  petitioner  was  to  Clear  the  said  Ship  from  his 
Service  in  12  months  and  within  10  days  after  the  Delivery 
of  the  said  Homeward  bound  Cargo  in  the  Thames  to  pay 
Poulson  after  the  rate  of  50'  Sterling  p  month  ior  each  month 
p-  *04  his  Ship  should  be  on  the  said  Voyage  with  Primage  Average 
&c  as  Customary  Poulson  was  also  to  receive  5  Shillings  p 
week  for  each  Servant  he  should  deliver  to  your  Petitioners 
factors  at  Maryland  or  Virginia  immediately  on  their  delivery 
to  Commence  from  the  Servants  Entry  aboard 

That  after  Execution  of  the  said  Charter  Party  Poulson  told 
your  petitioner  he  was  not  able  to  set  out  on  the  said  Voyage 
without  375^  which  he  requested  your  Petitioner  to  lend  him 
on  the  Credit  of  the  Charter  Party  and  the  said  Poulson  and 
his  Ship  both  being  actually  under  an  Arrest  hereupon  and 
upon  the  said  Poulsons  Request  and  to  enable  Poulson  to  fit 
out  his  Ship  and  pay  his  Tradesmen  your  petitioner  lent  him 
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375^  which  Poulson  Secured  to  your  Petitioner  by  a  Bottom-  Lib.  x. 
ree  Bond  in  750^  Penalty  and  also  by  an  Indorsement  on  the 
said  Charter  Party  under  his  Hand  whereby  he  agrees  all  Sums 
to  grow  due  by  virtue  of  the  said  Charter  Party  should  remain 
and  be  Security  for  the  more  sure  Paym'  to  your  Petitioner 
of  all  sums  to  grow  due  on  the  said  Bottomree  Bond 

That  the  said  Poulson  having  performed  his  Voyage  on  his 
Arrival  at  Maryland  he  delivered  131  Servants  to  your  peti- 
tioners Factors  there  the  Victualing  Wages  for  which 
amounted  to  470^ 

That  your  petitioners  Factors  paid  Poulson  11 6^  on  his  said 
Arrival  which  With  the  money  before  lent  him  by  your  Peti- 
tioner overpaid  the  s"^  470'*  (being  all  that  Poulson  could  by 
any  means  pretend  due  to  him)  39^  and  your  Petitioners  Fac-  p-  ^^s 
tors  then  put  on  Board  him  a  Back  lading  out  of  hand  and 
Ordered  him  to  Sail  directly  for  London  but  the  said  Poulson 
Contriving  how  to  raise  Great  Sums  to  himself  out  of  your 
petitioners  Effects  there  and  Confederating  with  those  to  in- 
jure your  petitioner  in  his  Property  who  by  virtue  of  their 
Offices  ought  to  have  Protected  your  Petitioner  from  all  In- 
jury he  was  encouraged  to  prefer  a  Petition  the  3**  of  luly 
1 718  to  the  then  Governor  there  setting  forth  that  the  said 
Victualling  Wages  Amounted  to  470^  but  that  your  Petition- 
ers Factors  refused  paying  him  the  same  and  Ordered  him  to 
Sail  without  giving  him  any  thing  to  fit  out  his  Ship  and

That  this  Application  to  the  then  Governor  is  Conceived 
to  be  of  a  very  extraordinary  nature  whereby  Poulson  owns 
himself  to  have  neither  money  nor  Credit  and  does  not  pray 
any  particular  Relief  nor  ask  for  Justice  but  favour  promising 
a  grateful!  Acknowledgement  for  the  same 

That  however  his  then  Excellency  thought  fit  to  Receive  p.  io6 
his  Extraordinary  Petition  and  Referred  it  to  the  then  Attor- 
ney Gen^  for  his  opinion  how  far  it  was  in  his  Excellencys 
Power  to  Releive  the  Petitioner  by  virtue  of  his  Commn  as 
Vice  Admiral  of  the  province  who  the  very  same  day  reported 
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Lib.  X,  as  his  Opinion  that  the  Charter  Party  and  other  Contracts 
made  between  your  petitioner  and  M'  Poulson  were  not  to  be 
perform'd  within  the  Body  of  any  County  within  Great  Britain 
but  that  there  having  been  a  Transportation  thro  the  High 
Seas  and  the  quarrel  between  the  Merchant  and  the  Proprie- 
tor of  the  Ship  being  properly  beyond  Sea  therefore  he  ad- 
vised his  Excellency  to  refer  Poulson  to  the  Court  of  Vice 
Admiralty  within  that  Province  and  Accordingly  the  9'**  of 
July  17 18  Poulson  Libelled  against  your  Petitioner  for  the 
said  Victualling  freight  in  the  Court  of  Admiralty  of  the  said 
province  setting  forth  the  Substance  of  the  Charter  party  the 
Originall  of  which  he  Alledged  he  had  left  in  London  and 
thereon  all  your  Petitioners  Factors  were  Summoned  to  Court 
and  examined  upon  Oath  to  discover  your  Petitioners  Effects 
and  he  Obtained  Sentence  against  your  petitioner  and  Attach- 
ments and  Condemnations  not  only  against  his  Goods  and

Could  your  Petitioner  obtain  no  relief  therein  all  his  endeav- 
ours for  which  by  his  Agents  there  prov'd  ineffectual  and  it 
being  plain  the  Admiralty  Courts  had  no  Jurisdiction  in  that 
Affair  Your  petitioner  in  July  1720  by  his  humble  petition 
laid  this  his  Case  before  their  Excellency s  the  then  Lords 
Justices  in  Council  praying  Relief  against  the  said  Unjust 
Proceedings  and  which  petition  being  referred  to  the  Right 
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Honble  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  for  Plantation  Affairs  on  Lib.  x. 
their  Lordships  Report  thereon  the  Lords  lustices  by  their 
Order  in  Council  dated  the  1 1^  of  August  1720  Ordered  that  p-  'os 
upon  your  Petitioners  Giving  such  Security  as  the  Governor 
and  Council  of  the  said  Province  should  think  Sufficient  to 
Answer  the  said  Poulsons  demands  your  petitioners  Goods 
which  had  been  Seized  and  Remained  in  Specie  should  be 
restored  to  him  and  in  Case  they  were  Sold  that  your  Peti-

moved  for  Restitution  of  your  petitioners  Goods  or  the  Pro- 
duce thereof  pursuant  to  the  said  Order  in  Council  with  which 
the  Court  Ordered  the  said  Poulson  to  be  acquainted  who 
Returned  for  answer  that  what  he  had  got  he  had  Got  by  Law 
and  that  he  had  neither  the  Money  nor  Efltects  to  Restore 

That  notwithstanding  the  said  Order  in  Council  your  Peti- 
tioner hath  not  been  able  to  get  the  same  performed  or  any 
Restitution  made  him  under  the  same 

Therefore  and  as  the  Proceedings  against  your  Petitioner 
have  been  of  so  very  Extraordinary  a  Nature  and  as  it  is  so 
very  Clear  the  Admiralty  Court  had  no  lurisdiction  in  this

this  day  for  Considering  the  same  and  do  find  the  said  peti- 
tion sets  forth  (int  alia)  that  on  the  5'**  September  1717  The 
Apellant  entred  into  Charter  Party  with  the  said  Gilbert 
Poulson  Master  of  the  Ship  Dolphin  for  the  Freight  of  the 
said  Vessel  for  Transportation  of  131  Servants  to  Maryland 
or  Virginia  and  to  bring  a  homeward  bound  Cargo  back  from 
thence  to  the  Apellant  within  ten  days  after  Delivery  of  which 
Homeward  bound  Cargo  in  the  Thames  the  Apellant  was  to 
pay  the  said  Poulson  after  the  rate  of  50'*  p  month  for  each 
month  his  Ship  should  be  out  in  the  said  Voyage  and  accord- 
ing to  which  Agreement  the  said  Poulson  delivered  the  said 
Servants  in  Maryland  but  tho  no  Part  of  the  Ships  Freight 
p- »"  became  due  'till  the  Ship  arrived  in  the  Thames,  and  th6  the 
Appellants  Factors  had  shipp'd  a  back  Lading  on  board 
Poulson  &  directed  him  to  sail  for  London  &  molested  against 
him  for  not  doing  so,  and  tho  the  Appellants  Factors  there 
had  paid  the  said  Poulson  a  Considerable  Sum  of  Money  yet 
the  said  Poulson  brought  an  action  in  the  Provincial  Court

there  against  the  Apellant  for  370^  7*  6*"  pretended  to  be  due  Lib,  x» 
to  him  for  the  said  Ships  Freight  and  for  non  Payment 
whereof  he  laid  his  Damages  at  750^  whereupon  the  20'''  of 
September  1720  the  Court  declared  the  said  Poulson  ought 
to  Recover  against  the  Petitioner  the  Damages  he  had  sus- 
tained in  the  Premises  and  to  Ascertain  which  a  writt  of 
Inquiry  issued  which  was  executed  and  returned  the  same 
day  whereby  the  said  Poulsons  damages  besides  his  Costs 
were  ascertained  at  600^  Sterling  and  6451  Pounds  of  To- 
bacco and  upon  which  ludgment  was  the  same  day  Given 
that  Poulson  should  recover  against  the  Apellant  as  well  the 
said  600^  Sterling  and  6451  Pounds  of  Tobacco  for  his  said 
Damages  as  also  1273  Pounds  of  Tobacco  for  Costs  that 
Poulsoo  took  out  a  Writt  of  Attachment  on  the  said  Judgment 
which  was  Actually  executed  several  times  over  on  the  Apel- 
lants  Effects  in  the  hands  of  his  Factors  there  and  the  said 
Poulson  also  took  out  a  Fieri  Facias  against  the  Apellant 
Whereupon  the  Petitioners  Attorney  brought  a  writt  of  Error 
Assigning  several  Errors  in  the  said  Judgment  Proceedings 
and  Execution  notwithstanding  which  Poulson  moved  the

X.  the  usual  notice  was  Affixed  on  the  Exchange  of  London  do 
Agree  humbly  to  Offer  it  as  their  opinion  to  your  Majesty 
that  the  said  Judgments  of  the  20'^  of  September  1720  and 
the  7'*"  May  1723  should  be  reversed  and  set  aside  and  that 
the  Apellant  be  restored  to  all  he  hath  Lost  by  means  of  the

His  Majesty  in  Council  taking  the  said  Report  into  Consrd- 
p-i'3eration  is  pleased  to  Approve  thereof  and  Order  as  it  is 
hereby  Ordered  that  the  said  Judgments  of  the  20**"  of  Sept'

Whereupon  his  Excellency  was  pleased  to  send  for  Daniel

In  Obedience  to  your  Order  of  this  day  requiring  me  to 
give  my  Reasons  in  writing  why  (when  M'  Poulson  had  de-

1  humbly  Observe  to  your  Honours  that  Process  of  Resti- 
tution Issues  out  of  a  Superior  Court  upon  the  Reversal  of  a 
ludgment  given  in  an  Inferior  Court  or  out  of  the  Inferiour 
Court  where  the  Judgment  was  Rendred  by  Order  of  the 
Superiour  Court  that  reversed  it  and  that  in  the  Latter  in- 
stance it  is  presupposed  that  the  Inferior  Court  had  Cogni- 
zance of  the  Cause  but  Erroneously  Rendered  ludgment  for 
the  Person  against  whom  it  ought  to  be  Given  which  Error 
is  Corrected  by  the  Reversal  and  the  Party  Injured  remedied 
by  having  the  same  Execution  out  of  the  Inferiour  Court  that 
he  ought  to  have  had  there  at  first,  or  which  is  in  Effect  the 
same  being  restored  to  what  he  lost  by  an  Erroneous  ludg-

According  to  what  we  had  the  Honour  to  write  you  last 
iS4  month  by  your  Messenger  we  now  send  you  the  Copys  of 
three  Laws  now  Subsisting  for  the  Improvement  of  our 
Tobacco  Trade  and  shall  be  glad  if  any  of  the  Regulations 
thereby  established  prove  Agreable  to  the  dispositions  and 
Circumstances  of  the  people  in  your  Province 

The  Bill  which  in  our  last  we  mentioned  to  be  then  under 
Consideration  in  Assembly  was  rejected  by  the  House  of 
Burgesses  and  the  chief  Reason  was  because  it  had  a  restraint 
upon  the  People  and  Shipping  of  Virginia  while  those  of  your 
Province  were  at  Liberty  to  supply  the  marketts  at  home  at 
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any  season  of  the  year  and  not  being  sure  that  Maryland 
would  come  into  any  such  Restriction  they  thought  it  not 
Adviseable  to  pass  a  Law  which  gave  their  Neighbours  so 
great  an  Advantage  over  them  and  thus  a  project  miscarried 
which  we  ludged  would  have  proved  useful  to  the  Trade  by 
preventing  that  unseasonable  supplying  the  Brittish  Markets 
with  new  Tobacco  before  the  Old  Crop  can  be  sold  of ;  which 
is  certainly  one  Great  Cause  of  keeping  the  price  of  that 
Commodity  so  low 

We  send  Inclosed  a  Copy  of  that  Bill  as  it  was  prepared 
by  the  Upper  House  and  if  on  perusall  of  it  your  Assembly 
shall  think  fit  to  Come  into  like  measures  we  shall  be  Glad

that  we  to  our  Great  dissatisfaction  have  not  been  able  to  Re- 
concile them  nor  to  enact  any  thing  for  the  good  of  the  Staple 
tho  very  much  wanted  and  earnestly  pressed  for  by  the  People 
We  highly  approve  of  the  method  proposed  in  your  Bill 
for  limiting  and  Restraining  the  time  of  Shipping  Tobacco  the 
Advantages  whereof  are  so  Obvious  that  no  reasonable  man 
would  willingly  be  debarred  of  them  but  such  is  the  Temper 
of  our  Burgesses  (having  different  views  as  well  as  different 
Conceptions)  In  the  means  of  Advancing  the  Common  good 
that  one  part  of  them  chose  to  be  deprived  of  the  advantages 
flowing  from  a  good  Tobacco  Law  rather  than  give  into  the 
the  measures  of  bringing  it  about 

We  are  sorry  to  say  that  our  Endeavours  for  the  publick 
Good  have  proved  so  unsuccessful  partly  owing  to  the  late 
Season  of  the  year  which  is  so  far  advanced  that  most  People 
will  have  housed  their  Crops  before  the  Tellers  with  the  Re- 
quisites previous  to  their  Appointment  could  well  be  adjusted. 
But  we  shall  Always  be  in  hopes  that  a  favourable  Construc- 
tion will  be  put  upon  our  late  advances  towards  a  friendly 
Correspondency  with  the  Neighbouring  Colony  of  Virginia 
and  that  you  will  believe  we  had  no  other  thing  in  view  (by 
the  proposing  of  a  beneficial  Tobacco  Law,  than  a  General 
Advancement  of  the  Staple  of  Tobacco  by  a  mutual  concert 
between  the  two  Colonies  that  we  shall  Always  be  ready  to 
put  in  our  Mite  along  with  Virginia  towards  the  Accomplish- 
p  157  ment  of  so  desirable  an  end  which  that  it  may  soon  be  brought

eat  his  Dinner  heartily  but  afterwards  Grew  very  ill  and  was 
Blooded  upon  the  Road  on  Saturday  he  reached  Osnabrug 
where  he  died  about  three  a  Clock  on  Sunday  morning  at  his 
p.  183  Brothers  palace  the  Duke  of  York

On  Wednesday  last  between  three  and  four  a  Clock  in  the 
afternoon  M-  Crewoner  of  his  Majestys  Messengers  arrived 
here  Express  with  the  melancholy  News  that  our  late  most 
Gracious  Sovereign  King  George  died  last  Sunday  of  a  fit 
of  an  Apoplexy  in  the  68'^  year  of  his  Age  and  13^''  of  his 
Reign 

Sir  Robert  Walpole  who  first  received  this  news  at  Chelsea 
went  with  it  Immediately  to  the  Prince  and  Princess  of  Wales 
at  Richmond  who  thereupon  came  from  thence  to  Leicester 
House  whither  the  Lords  of  the  Privy  Council  were  Sum- 
moned and  signed  a  Proclamation  for  Proclaiming  his  Royal

To  their  Excellencies  the  Lords  Jucttces 

May  it  please  Your  Excellencies 

In  Obedience  to  Your  Excellencies  Order  of  the  23**"  July 
last  annexed  to  an  Extract  of  a  Presentment  from  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  Customs,  We  humbly  Represent  to  Your 
Excellencies  that  in  Our  Opinion  the  constituting  Atturneys- 
General  in  each  respective  Plantation  as  moved  for  by  the 
Commissioners  of  the  Customes,  will  be  conducing  to  the  ends 
by  them  proposed,  And  that  therefore  in  Order  to  the  putting 
of  that  Designe  in  Execution,  we  have  advised  with  M"^  Edward 
Randolph  Surveyor  Generall  of  His  Majesties  Customes  in 
the  Continent  of  America,  and  are  by  him  informed  that 
William  Randolph,  the  present  Atturney  Generall  in  Virginia, 
is  wholly  unacquainted  with  the  Laws  and  practise  of  the 
Court  in  England;  That  George  Plater  the  present  Atturney 
Generall  in  Maryland  is  a  favourer  of  Illegal  Trade;  That 
David  Lloyd  the  present  Atturney  General  in  Pensilvania  has 
declared  that  he  served  for  the  Province  only,  and  there- 
upon refused  to  put  several  forfeited  Bonds  in  Suit;  That 
Anthony  Checkly,  the  present  Atturney  General  of  the  Masa- 
chusetts  Bay  is  not  only  ignorant  of  the  Laws  of  England^  but 
has  himself  been  an  illegal  Trader;  For  which  Reasons  we  are 
also  humbly  of  Opinion  That  the  forenamed  persons  are  not 
fit  to  be  His  Majestys  Atturneys  Generall,  however  fitt  they 
may  be  judged  by  the  Proprietors  of  any  of  those  Provinces 
for  the  places  that  they  have  power  to  dispose  of  and  that  it 
may  be  expedient  for  his  Majestys  service  that  the  Persons 
following  (whom  the  said  M^  Edward  Randolph  represents  as 
duely  qualified)  may  be  constituted  His  Majestys  Atturnys 
General  for  the  respective  Colonies  hereafter  mentioned,  viz: 

For  Virginia,  Maryland,  Pensilvania  (as  also  for  North  Caro- 
lina and  West  Jersey»  where  there  is  at  present  no  Atturney 
General)  Edward  Chilton. 

For  the  Massachusetts  Bay  (as  also  for  Rhode  Island  and 
New  Hampshire  where  there  is  at  present  none)  Thomas 
Newton, 

For  New  Yorke  (as  also  for  East  Jersey  and  Connecticut 
where  there  is  at  present  none)  James  Graham. 

These  being  the  only  alterations  of  this  kinde  for  which  we 
have  any  grounds  suggested  to  us,  we  omit  to  mention  those

That  Cap*  Peter  Oldson  Command'  of  the  Ship  Richard  & 
Sarah  of  London  having  six  of  his  seamen  run  away  from 
him  did  upon  his  application  to  the  hon^'*  Coll.  Geo.  Roboth- 
am  one  of  his  Maj''^  hoo^'*  Council  of  this  Province  obtain  his 
special  1  Warr*  for  the  looking  after  &  apprehending  the  s** 
men  That  this  Depon'  was  employed  by  his  Hon'  in  behalf 
of  Cap*  Oldson  the  M'  for  to  looke  after  the  s**  men  w'**  direc- 
tions to  follow  them  as  far  as  Phyladelphia  if  he  could  not  find 
them  before  &  accordingly  had  delivered  to  him  by  the  s** 
Coll.  Robotham  the  afforementioned  warr*  together  w*^  Lett** 
of  Recommendations  to  Gov'  Markham  &  some  other  Magis- 
trates of  that  Province  for  their  aid  &  assistance. 

That  he  accordingly  went  to  Phyladelphia  &  applied  himself 
to  Gov*^  Markham  for  his  hon"  warr^  but  received  for  answer 
that  he  might  have  his  warr*  to  apprehend  the  s^  seamen  but 
it  would  be  to  little  purpose  unless  he  could  lay  felony  to  their 
charge  w*^^"  this  Depon*  said  he  could  not  doe  however  he  had 
a  warr*  but  could  not  find  them  in  the  Town  &  this  Depon* 
upon  his  oath  doth  further  say  th*  the  first  night  he  came  to 
Phyladelphia  he  saw  in  the  same  house  where  he  lodged  four 
of  the  seamen  belonging  to  Captain  Daniell  Command'  of  his 
Maj*''"  hired  Ship  the  Prince  of  Orange  as  he  was  told  by  the 
people  of  the  house  &  other  persons  thereabouts  &  gave 
notice  of  them  accordingly  to  Gov^  Markham  who  said  he 
would  secure  them  because  they  were  run  away  from  the 
King  but  whether  he  did  or  not  this  Depon*  knows  not  for 
understanding  that  the  men  he  was  employed  to  looke  after 
were  in  the  country  he  departed  thence  &  applied  himself  to 
three  of  the  Magistrates  living  in  the  country  for  their  aid  & 
assistance  who  made  answer  to  this  Depon'  that  he  might 
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have  a  warr'  to  bring  the  ^  seamen  before  them  but  that  b.m.

wages  &  therefore  would  rather  encourage  them  than  rebuke

The  latter  p'  of  CoL  Quarry's  paper: 

I  could  give  many  more  Instances  of  the  Irregular  trade  of 
th'  place,  but  for  brevity  sake  doe  forbear,  however  I  cannot 
omit  two  remarkable  passages  about  10  or  12  moneths  ago. 
There  came  to  Philadelphia  a  vessel  directly  from  Denmark, 
loader!  with  wine.  Copper  vessels,  and  several  other  European 
goods.  There  she  lay  till  all  the  goods  were  unloaden  and  the 
vessel  unrigged,  and  then  the  Govern*  ordered  the  Collect'  to 
seize  her^  which  accordingly  was  done,  and  the  vessel  con- 
demned, and  sold  again  to  the  Merch'  for  a  very  inconsider- 
able summe.  They  immediately  rigged  her  again  and  sent 
her  away.  This  business  was  so  very  ill  managed,  th'  it 
opened  peoples  mouths  and  made  th*^  talk  very  hardly  of  the 
Govern' 

Another  Instance  is  of  a  Briganteen  now  in  th*  Harbour- 
She  came  from  New  York  to  loade  Tobacco,  and  took  in  all 
most  all  her  loading  without  giving  any  bond  or  security. 
This  was  a  thing  so  notorious  th'  it  was  talked  of  by  some, 
who  they  feared  would  give  yo'  Ex*'''  an  Account  of  it  (which

John  Johnson   Comand'  in   Company  with  one  more  of  20 
Guns  &  41    men  named  Christianus  Burge   one   Mordrees 
Comand'  both  from  Copenhagan,  but  took  their  commission 
from  the  King  of  Denmark  to  trade  with  the  West  India 
Company  in  those  parts;  this  ship   Fancy  came  where  they 
were  at  anchor  at  the  Island  de  Prince  &  commanded  them

S',  I  rec'd  yours  the  16*^  of  June  1697  ^^  ^^Y  ^^^^  '  went 
with  M'  Robinson  to  Capt.  Markham.  I  ask*t  him  if  he  had 
received  a  letter  from  the  R'  Hon*^*  the  Lords  of  the  Privy 
Councill  he  said  noe,  after  some  time  pausing  he  said  he  had 
rec'd  one  from  the  Lords  of  the  Trade  of  the  Foreign  Planta- 
tions. I  told  him  I  suppos'd  it  was  from  the  Right  Hon^  the 
Lords  of  the  Privy  Councill,  he  seemed  not  to  understand  it 
was.  He  rec*d  it  the  morning  before  and  instead  of  puUish- 
ing  the  proclamation  as  directed  forthwith,  the  Pyrates  had 
notice  of  it  immediately.  M'  Robinson  the  night  before  had 
desired  him  to  order  those  3  Pyrates  that  were  in  Prison  to  be 
better  secured  and  a  gaurd  sett  over  them,  but  nothing  was 
done  that  two  of  them  made  their  Escapes  that  night.  I  had 
information  where  they  were  the  next  day,  we  desired  him  to 
issue  out  a  Generall  Warrant  to  raise  a  force  and  armes  to 
take  them,  but  there  was  nothing  done  to  any  purpose,  that 
any  might  se  there  was  liberty  enough  for  them  to  make  their 
escapes.  I  suppose  M'  Robinson  will  informe  the  whole 
matter  and  likewise  of  a  Riote  of  about  a  hundred  of  Saylors, 
most  of  them  has  run  away  from  Maryland  and  Virg*  We  have 
narrowly  inspected  into  all  the  Vessells  here  and  cannot  find 
they  belong  to  any.  We  took  eight  of  them.  I  would  have 
sent  them  to  Virg*  on  board  the  men  of  Warr,but  the  Deputy 
Gov'  would  not,  we  fin'd  them  five  pounds  apiece  and  impri- 
sonm'  till  they  pay'd  it,  but  the  Gov'  intends  as  I  understand 
to  sett  them  at  liberty.  Here  is  a  sloop  of  10  Guns  from  Caro- 
lina whose  master  was  one  of  the  Pyrates,  that  by  all  circum- 
stances these  Pyrates  intend  to  make  their  escape  in.  Capt. 
Markham  after  much  intreaty  to  grant  a  warrant  to  search  her 
for  those  that  broke  prison  (as  they  call  it)  but  not  a  word  of 
the  other  Pyrates  that  are  as  guilty  as  they,  there  is  one  of 
them  taken,  the  Govern'  seems  concern'd  at  his  being  taken.

merch'  men  dayly  committing  severall  violences  and  outrages 
to  the  very  great  disservice  of  his  Ma'^  and  damage  of  his 
subjects  and  forasmuch  as  it  is  supposed  they  may  have  some 
design  on  foot  so  soon  as  an  Opertunity  offers  to  eff^ect  it, 
whereby  the  frontier  parts  of  this  his  Ma'"  Province  lay 
equally  exposed  to  hazard  with  those  of  Pensilvania  : 

Ordered  therefore  that  public  and  speedy  notice  be  given 
to  all  officers  military  and  civil!  belonging  to  C^cill  County 
within  this  Ma*i's  Province  of  Maryland  and  all  masters  of 
ships  riding  in  those  parts  that  they  be  upon  their  guard  and 
take  particular  care  (more  especially  the  Sheriff)  to  prevent 
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disturbances,  mischief  or  any  attempts  w*"^  possibly  may  be  b.  m, 
made  by  the   s*^  privateers  &   Py rates  &  the  Inhabitants  &   ^*' ^5* 
seamen  runing  to  them.

M'  Henry  Dentin  :  About  three  weeks  agoe  I  happened 
to  goe  up  to  Philadelphia  and  in  my  stay  there  which  was  5 
days  Charles  Goss  one  of  the  Pyrates  was  stob'd  by  M'  James 
Martin  a  French  merch'  the  s*^  Martin  as  it  was  related  being 
much  abused  just  before  by  the  s*^  Goss,  and  at  the  funeral  1 
of  the  s^  Goss,  one  Capt  Snead,  one  of  the  Justices  of  Phil* 
adelphia  coming  amongst  them  that  were  drinking  told  them 
that  they  should  behave  themselves  Civilly  or  else  goe  their 
ways  homewards;  they  being  in  drink  gave  him  some  Obre- 
bious  words  and  fell  upon  him,  upon  which  he  drew  his  sword 
and  stob*d  one  of  them,  who  it  was  I  doe  not  know,  I  hear 
he  is  since  recovered.  The  Pyrates  were  much  alarm'd  at 
that  time,  being  as  I  was  told  occasioned  by  Capt,  Thomas 
Robinson  his  coming  up  there  then  with  some  Commission 
to  call  them  to  account  I  doe  not  question  but  his  Ex°*''^  hath 
had  a  full  Acco^  of  the  s*^  Robbinson  before  now  of  what  Oc- 
cured  in  his  stay  there,  he  being  gone  down  last  weeke  to 
Virginia. 

Whilst  I  was  up  at  Philadelphia,  one  James  Trent  came  up 
who  had  left  his  ship  mounted  with  36  guns  below  the  town 
of  N,  Casde  and  brought  in  about  150  Scotts  Serv^'  but  little 
goods  he  did  search  for  me  understanding  that  I  did  live  in 
Maryland  and  asked  me  whether  I  could  not  give  him  En- 
couragem^  to  come  to  Maryland  he  wanted  a  loading  of 
Tobacco,  to  whom  made  Answer  that  none  or  little  was  to  be 
gott  before  the  new  Crops,  upon  which  I  doe  believe  he  doth 
intend  to  make  a  voyage  to  Barbadoes,  and  so  in  the  Fall  to 
come  there,  I  do  suppose  he  doth  serve  in  the  same  Imploy 
with  M'  James  Coutts.  This  being  the  substance  of  what  I 
doe  know  of  the  matter  have  thought  my  duty  in  Ord'  to  his 
Ex°*=y'"  Commands  to  acquaint  you  with  and  subscribe

[Escape  of  Pirates] 

The  Information  of  Thomas  Robinson  Esq' 
This  Informant  saith 

That  upon  the  16^  of  June  (as  he  remembers)  he  came  to 
Philadelphia  where  he  th'  night  waited  upon  Govern'  Markham 
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.  &  shewed  him  the  Commission  &  Patent  he  had  from  the 
Earl  of  Romney  in  relation  to  Prizes  and  told  him  that  he 
heard  there  was  one  Rob*  Chinton  Edmund  Lassell  and  a 
Dutchman  that  were  in  Prison  vv^^  were  suspected  to  be  of 
Everyes  Crew  saying  the  Goal  was  insufficient  to  keep  them 
therefore  desired  they  might  be  better  secured,  who  said  they 
should  that  night.  The  next  morning  M'  Cole  the  Landlord 
of  the  house  where  this  informant  lodged  came  up  into  his 
bedchamber  &  told  him  that  Rob'  Chinton  &  a  Edw*^  Lassell 
had  bruke  Prison  &  were  gone.  That  about  ten  of  the  Clock 
that  day  he  waited  upon  the  Govern'  again  &  told  him  it  was 
a  very  ill-managed  business  to  lett  the  two  Principal  Crimi- 
nalls  about  Town  escape  after  manner,  who  for  answer  said 
that  he  was  neither  Sh^  nor  Goaler  &  th'  the  County  ought  to 
be  fined  for  leting  th'  Goale  be  insufficient.  That  the  same 
day  or  next  day  after  be  went  to  the  Prison  to  see  the  Place 
where  they  were  said  to  make  their  escape  &  at  the  bottom 
of  the  doore  did  see  where  there  had  been  a  board  about  14 
inches  long  &  10  inches  broad  ript  off  but  could  not  possibly 
believe  tlV  men  of  th'  bulke  could  get  through  at  such  a  place 
especially  Chinton  who  is  said  to  be  a  very  fat  gross  man 
That  the  s**  morning  they  brake  Prison  the  Govern'  issued  out 
a  Hue  and  Crye  to  take  them  w""  a  promise  (by  the  Bellman) 
of  a  reward  of  five  pounds  a  piece  to  any  one  that  should 
apprehend  them.  That  in  the  afternoone  one  Hannah  Witt 
came  to  this  Informant  &  M'  Francis  Jones  before  whome  she 
made  oath  she  had  seen  the  s' 
that  day  among  a  parcel  I  of  bushes  neer 
Centure  in  Philadelphia,  Chinton  having  a  sword  by  his  side  a 
pistoll  in  one  hand,  another  stuck  in  his  girdle  &  a  musket 
upon  his  shoulder*  One  John  Claypole  Sheriff  of  Philadelphia 
County  being  then  by  told  the  woeman  that  he  was  sure  she 
was  mistaken  for  th*  they  were  not  there.  Whereupon  this 
Informant  went  to  the  Govern'  &  acquainted  him  with  these 
matters  &  desired  he  might  have  his  speciall  warrant  to  appre- 
hend them  seeing  they  were  so  nigh,  to  w*^'*  the  Govern'  made 
answer  that  he  knew  of  no  business  this  informant  had  with 
any  warrant  nor  that  he  need  trouble  himselfe  about  them; 
however  told  him  afterwards  that  if  he  would  write  a  warrant 
himselfe  he  would  signe  it,  which  accordingly  this  Informant 
did  by  direction  of  the  s"^  Govern^  Ordering  the  same  to  be 
made  directable  to  the  Sherriff  w^""  a  blanck  to  be  left  for  other 
persons  names  to  be  inserted  by  the  s**  Sherriff,  whom,  he 
thought  fitt.  That  this  Informant  carryed  the  s''  warrant  to  the 
sherriff  &  acquainted  him  w**'  the  Govern^'*  Comands  relating 
thereto,  but  he  utterly  refused  to  fill  up  the  warrant  &  said  he 
would  not  go  unless  this  Informant  went  with  him>  by  which

That  there  were  warrants  out  for  apprehending  Charles 
Goss  Edmond  Duke  Castell  George  Thompson  Adam  Birch 
&  James  Miller  known  privateers  &  pyrates  notwiihstaoding 
which  they  were  publickly  &  dayly  seen  up  and  down  the  streets 
of  Philadelphia  without  any  notice  taken  of  them,  and  that 
one  Edward  Ship  pen  a  Magistrate  &  one  of  the  Council]  of 
th*  Governm'  (as  this  informant  believes)  was  at  the  same  time 
known  to  be  in  company  of  Adam  Birch  and  others  of  the  s** 
Privateers  at  the  said  Adam  Birches  house  w'^'^  he  also  con- 
fessed to  this  Informant  being  asked  the  question. 

That  about  the  19*^  of  June  past  one  John  Mathias  came 
and  surrendred  himselfe  up  to  this  Informant  upon  their  Ex"*"^* 
the  Lords  Justices  Proclamation,  as  being  one  of  Everyes 
Crew»  whom  this  Informant  delivered  up  to  the  Govern'  and 
was  by  him  committed  to  prison. 

That  upon  the  21'^  of  June  after  the  s*^  Mathias  was  brought 
before  the  Governor  &  Council  &  examined  (this  Informant 
being  there  likewise  present)  where  he  confessed  &  declared 
that  he  was  a  Sweede  belonging  to  a  ship  that  had  the  King 
of  Den  marks  Commission  to  trade  upon  the  Guinea  Coast » 
a  Hamburger  there  being  another  ship  then  in  Company  w'^ 
them  th'  had  also  a  like  Commission  both  w^^  ships  the  said 
Capt.  Every  tooke  riding  at  an  Anchor  in  the  Island  of  Prince, 
&  plundered  them  and  tooke  to  the  number  of  sixteen  men 
out  of  both  ships  &  carryed  them  away  with  him,  wherof  he 
the  said  Mathias  was  one. 

That  from  thence  they  went  directly  to  the  Red  Sea  where 
they  tooke  one  or  two  large  Persian  ships  richly  laden  as  he 
supposed  by  the  great  quantity  of  Gold  &  other  plunder  they 
brought  with  them  after  they  came  from  rifling  the  s'" 

That  Chinton  was  Everyes  chief  Lievten'  and 
some  sort  of  officer  belonging  to  the  s**  ship  but  could  not 
tell  ot  any  more  of  them  that  were  in  Pensilvania  save  the 
Dutchman  th*  was  in  Prison  &  belonged  to  the  other  Ham- 
burger ship;  but  as  to  himselfe  he  said  he  received  no  share 
but  what  they  Were  pleased  to  give  hinri  for  mending  their 
cloaths  &  such  like;  to  the  quantity  of  about  3cx>  peeces  of 
Gold. 

That  after  yo^  warrants  were  out  for  taking  up  the  Friva- 
teers»  Charles  Goss  (one  of  them)  came  to  one  widdow 
Hutton's  house  to  take  his  leave  of  her,  where  in  a  quarrell 
w'**  a  Frenchman  he  was  kill'd. 

That  two  days  after  (at  the  s"*  Goss's  fuoerall)  there  hapned 
a  Riott  which  one  Capt,  Snead,  a  Magistrate  of  th*  place, 
going  to  appease  &  command   the  peace,  he  was  violently

Lassell 
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B.  M,  assaulted   and  in  defending   himselfe    from   the    Rabble   he 
Vol.  2s.  casyally  wounded  a  man. 

That  there  was  a  Rumor  of  a  Carolina  Sloop  being  there, 
w"^^  was  intended  to  carry  off  those  Privateers  but  notice 
thereof  being  given  to  the  Govern'  he  made  the  Master  enter 
into  2CHDO"  bond  to  the  contrary,  but  the  s**  Master  being 
known  to  be  an  old  Privateer  himselfe  is  suspected  notwith- 
standing to  have  carryed  the  s"^  Chinton  &  Lassell  away  with 
him. 

ITie  said  Master's  name  is  Meddlecot  &  is  said  to  have 
been  Chyrurgions  mate  to  a  Privateer  that  went  to  the  Persian 
Sea  about  five  years  ago,  whereof  it  is  said  that  James  Miller 
one  of  the  Privateers  afore-named  was  Master.

Upon  perusall  of  a  former  J  our  nail  of  Govern'  &  Councill 
in  the  time  of  his  Late  Ex''^  Lyonell  Copley  Esq'*'  wee  find  a 
Letter  signed  by  sever^^  of  us  directed  to  M'  Peter  Paggan 
and  dated  21  December  1692  and  being  apprehensive  that 
his  present  Ex*''  Francis  Nicholson  esq''  our  Govern'  is  very 
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much  reflected  on  thereby  we  humbly  begg  leave  of  your 
Lordshipps  to  doe  his  Ex"''  what  Justice  wee  can  by  acquaint- 
ing your  Lordshipps  with  the  reasons  and  motives  of  that 
Letter  &  what  wee  knuw  of  our  one  knowledge  of  his 
present  Ex*'''  since  that  time. 

As  to  the  motives  It  was  purely  at  the  Instance  and 
averrm*  of  his  s^  Ex"^^  LyoncU  Copley  Esq'*  and  M'  Black- 
i stone  who  was  the  onely  person  W*  whome  he  permitted 
private  Conference  or  Imparted  secrets  to  both  of  whome 
did  assure  us  that  they  had  great  reason  to  suspect  such^ 
things  as  is  mentioned  in  the  flrst  part  of  that  Letter  and 
said  that  they  had  sever"  Informations  and  should  in  some 
time  gett  proof  of  such  practises  in  his  s"*  Ex*"^  Francis'

Gen^-  where  were  by  his  Order  also  attending  M'  Pen,  Coh 
Winthrop,  M'  Basse,  in  behalfe  of  themselves  and  other  the 
proprietors  about  his  Majesty s  appointing  Atturneys  Gen"  in 
the  several  proprietory s,  M^  Pen  and  Col  Winthrop  came  to 
me  on  the  19*^  of  October  1696  not  far  from  the  Atturneys 
Chamber  and  told  me  the  Act  for  preventing  Frauds  &c.  was 
made  to  ensnare  honest  people.

I  am  sorry  th*  any  man  th'  values  himself  upon  his  character, 
should  so  much  forget  it  as  to  act  an  unneighbourly  part, 
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B.  M.  which  is  the  softest  term  I  cand  find,  to  engage  thy  patieencc 
Vol.  25.  ^^  read  and  weigh  this  comptaiot  of  mine  ag"  thee  to  thyself. 

When  Thou  leftist  England,  I  well  remember,  thou  wert 
pleased  to  desire  to  see  me,  and  at  that  time  ofTerM  me  friendly 
Offices,  I  took  it  as  became  me,  very  civilly  and  kindly. 
After  th'  I  feared  no  night  stabs,  or  secret  Designs  against 
me  and  my  Interest,  for  I  cant  help  believing  any  gendemant 
when  he  gives  me  so  much  ground  for  it. 

It  is  true,  Thou  hast  shewed  Col.  Markham  an  exterior  re- 
spect for  some  time,  but  th*  makes  him  take  this  late  Turn  of 
Treatment  so  much  the  harder.  For  if  he  were  as  culpable 
as  he  represented,  methinks  he  might  first  have  been  advised 
of  such  irregularitys,  and  if  not  speedily  mended,  thou  must 
complain  at  home.  But,  instead  of  this  method,  to  carry 
smoothly  there,  &  at  the  same  time  to  encourage  Ed'^  Ran- 
dolph to  impeach  him  and  the  province  here,  two  years  sucess- 
ively,  and  th*  first  invade  the  Province  by  force,  drums  beat- 
ing and  colours  flying,  &  afterwards  write  against  us;  and  all 
this  immediately  after  an  appearance  of  a  good  Understanding, 
seems  to  me  not  very  prudent,  and,  to  be  sure,  very  unneigh- 
borly. 

A  letter  of  complaint  to  Mark,  with  a  warning,  in  case  he 
were  not  more  careful,  to  complain  at  home,  with  an  order  to 
the  Messenger  to  take  his  receipt  for  the  letter,  would  have  more 
effectually  touched  him,  and  have  obliged  his  care,  or  exposed 
him  much  more  to  censure  upon  neglect. 

But  this  is  not  all.  Govern'  Nicholson^  when  in  my  province, 
upon  his  return  home,  if  not  as  he  came,  made  it  his  business 
to  spy  holes  in  our  Coat,  and  glean  up  our  weaknesses  (if  any 
were)  by  asking  and  pumping  at  private  houses  how  they 
were  governed,  what  Trade,  what  ships  frequented  them,  if 
they  were  injured  or  oppressed  in  any  respect,  as  I  am  assured 
from  th™,  which  has  not  a  good  Face  with  it,  in  my  opinion, 
nor  can  it  tend  to  peace  among  the  King's  subjects  &  Colonys. 

But  yet  a  more  disingenuous  thing  I  complain  of,  to  wit, 
holding  a  Correspondence  with  people  in  my  Province,  in 
order  to  expose  the  Government  at  home,  which  must  end  in 
the  disgrace  of  it,  if  not  in  mine,  and  my  suffering  Family's 
Ruine. 

This  is  what  I  believe  Col.  Nicholson  would  think  very  ill  in 
me;  if  I  should,  or  could,  provoke  any  of  our  Friends  in  Mary- 
land, or  any  else  to  serve  thee  so,  thou  wouldst  punish  it 
severely. 

I  know  th'  C**'  Snead,  G'  Jones  (lately  of  M,  land)  &  one 
Moor,  &c,  have  been  thy  correspondents,  at  least  are  of  a 
Cabal  to  blow  us  up.     And  for  th*^  to  doe  this,  and  never  send 
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me  one  word  of  any  real  miscarriage,  &  what  they  would  have  b.  m. 
redressed,  is  villanous  in  them,  and  in  Govern'  Nicholson  not  ^^*'  ^^' 
weilj  being  fitter  for  independant  soveraignties  th°  persons  of 
the  same  Nation  and  Allegiance,  Truly  these  things  trouble 
me.  Had  CoL  Nicholson  sent  me  word  of  any  miscarriage^ 
orcarelesSi  if  not  corrupt,  practices  of  our  faults,  I  would  have 
taken  the  Information  most  friendly,  and  begged  his  oversight, 
as  the  greatest  favour  he  could  doe  me. 

There  are  two  ways  of  doing  all  things,  a  faire  and  a  foul, 
a  rough  and  a  soft  method,  I  could  not  have  hurt  Col 
Nicholson's  trust,  to  have  shewed  US|  the  first  time  at  least, 
his  fairer  and  softer  side.  I  omit  thy  particular  heats  against 
us,  thy  Imprecations  upon  poor  Philadelphia,  and  that  there 
shall  be  as  many  Bills  set  up  there  as  houses  in  a  while; 
because  it  may  be  the  fruit  of  passion:  yet  out  of  the  abound- 
ance  of  the  heart  the  mouth  speaketh^  as  saith  our  blessed 
Savio'  Nor  will  I  take  notice  of  faults  in  thy  own  Charge  and 
Goverment  of  which  I  have  heard  many,  and  foul  enough  if  true; 
for  its  not  my  business.  Nor  have  I  once  aggravated  th™  to 
thy  disservice;  but  have  oftener  excused  thy  excesses  th**  served 
myself  of  th"*  and  th'  for  the  sake  of  some  good  qualities  I  have 
heard  of  thee  by  some  that  knew  thee  before  thou  k newest 
America.  And  therefore  in  my  Complaint,  with  many  more, 
about  the  10'^  p.  c,  calculated  plainly  to  our  prejudice  (it  being 
only  executed  upon  us)  Virginia  and  New  York  being  allowed 
to  escape  th*  cruel  Incumberance,  and  indeed  oppression,  and 
what  is  in  its  own  nature  an  high  misdemeanour  ag"  Mother- 
Countrey-Engld,  I  worded  it  without  the  least  personal 
Refction.  And  in  o'  Friends  Memorial  to  the  Lords  of  Trade 
and  Plantacions  about  the  40*^  of  Tobacco  p,  head,  Thou  art  not 
so  much  as  named.  And  I  must  doe  th"  the  Justice  to  say  they 
have  not  play'd  the  Capt  Snead  to  Thee,  but  with  great 
Regards  to  thy  Reputacion  saying  nothing  that  was  ill,  and 
several  things  that  were  to  thy  Advantage.  And  in  my  reply 
to  thy  answer  to  S.  Carpenter* s  &c,  petition,  there  is  not  one 
Insinuacion  but  what  strictly  belongs  to  the  business,  and  in 
Terms  short  and  decent,  I  hope. 

I  say  not  this  to  bespeak  any  thing  but  justice  and  hearty 
good  neighbourhood,  if  it  may  be;  and  if  it  cant  be  we  must 
shift  for  ourselves.  But  because  thy  Friends  who  have  written 
to  thee»  have  assured  me  it  will  be  better,  and  th'  we  shall  live 
with  more  regard  to  a  friendly  Commerce  and  Correspondence, 
I  have  writ  this  to  let  thee  see  it  is  in  thy  power,  if  thou 
pleases t,  to  have  a  better  understanding,  to  our  own  satis- 
faction, the  good  of  the  provinces  and  their  happier  Intercourse, 
and  the  Crown's  true  service.    And  if  this  meet  w*^  a  right 
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B.  M.  Reception,  and  th'  I  am  not  misunderstood,  thou  wilt  allways 
** '  ^^*  find  me  •  Thy  kind  neighbour

I  thank  God  I  abhor  all  indirect  methods,  as  at  conniving 
at  forbidden  Trade,  or  the  abuse  of  the  Crown  in  a  lawful  one. 
And  if  any  are  faulty  in  my  Propriety,  as  I  am  innocent,  so 
I  am  sure  I  would  not  indure  but  punish  it  to  extremity,  if 
among  them.  Tho,  here  itself  so  full  of  officers  and  checks  it 
happens  too  often. 

When  Ed.  Randolph  arrives  there,  he  will  be  able  to  say 
more  upon  th*  head,  and  the  Regulacions  th*  are  fixed  for 
prevention.  In  which  1  also  had  my  share  in  proposing  some 
of  th"*  and  agreeing  to  others,  as  the  lords  well  know,  which 
I  heartily  wish  may  be  observed.

Col.  Fletcher  th*  M'  Pen  was  in  great  esteem  at  Court,  and  by 
what  I  have  seen  &  heard  he  has  been  very  instrumental  to 
displant  Col.  Fletcher  from  the  Govern m'  Yet  some  short 
time  before  M'  Brooks  his  departure,  s**  Pen  took  an  apportun- 
ity  to  tell  s*'  Brook,  th*  yourself  was  to  be  removed  from  your 
Govern m-  and  ih*  he  had  enough  ag*'  you  to  effect  it,  th^  he 
might  acquaint  CoL  Fletcher,  if  be  had  a  mind  to  th*  Governm* 
of  MaryF;  he  adviced  him  only  to  make  some  stay  in  these 
parts,  and  doubted  not  but  would  procure  th*  Governm*  for 
CoL  Fletcher,  who  I  know  utterly  abhors  such  intreagues,  is 
fully  resolved  to  depart  hence  in  his  Mat''*  ship  the  Richmond.

rhe  ship  Fancy  (als  Charles  the  Second)  Henry  Every  als 
Bridgeman  Comand^  during  the  time  they  were  in  Phila- 
delphia  both  before  &  after  his  receiving  the  Proclamacion  & 
Lett^  from  the  R^  Hon**'*  the  Lords  Comm"  for  Trade  made 
publick  for  the  Justification  of  himself  in  his  managem^  at  that 
time. 

About  the  latt'  End  of  Aprill  1697  there  came  to  my  hand 
a  printed  Copy  of  the  Proclamation  sett  fortli  by  the  Lords 
Justices  to  Apprehend  the  Pyrates  w'=''  came  away  with  the 
ship  Fancy  (als  Charles  the  Second)  from  Corunna  in  Spaine 
Henry  Every  als  Bridgeman  Comand'^  &  such  other  persons  as 
were  with  him  in  the  ^^  ship,  in  ord'  to  have  th*"  punished  as 
Pyrates  &  Common  Robbers  upon  the  high  seas,  I  being  then 
in  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  of  the  s*^  Province,  knowing 
that  severall  of  those  Pyrates  were  then  in  Philadelphia,  went 
to  the  Govern'  (hearing  th^  he  also  had  seen  a  coppy  of  the 
s**  Proclamacion)  I  told  him  I  had  seen  a  Proclamacion  from 
the  Lords  j  ustices  for  apprehending  Pyrates  &  that  Robert 
Chinton  Edmund  Lassell  &"  of  Philadelphia  were  then  in 
Town  &  were  known  to  be  some  of  those  Pyrates;  he  told  me 
he  had  not  seen  it  (w''^  I  could  prove  to  the  contrary  by 
Robert  Webb  the  late  Qo\Y  who  had  some  time  before  shewed 
him  a  copy  of  it)  I  reply  ed  if  he  pleased  I  would  shew  him  a  copy 
of  it,  he  said  it  was  not  directed  to  him  so  that  he  was  not 
bound  to  take  Notice  of  it,  nor  to  examine  men  from  whence 
they  came,  so  they  brought  money  with  them:  I  answered  th^ 
this  Proclamacion  being  directed  to  all  his  Maj*^"  Govern"*  in 
the  Plantations  &  all  other  Officers  &  persons  whatsoever »  I 
thought  he  being  Govern'  was  concern *d  &  that  it  would  be 
for  M'  Penns  Interest  &  his  own  Safety  to  put  it  in  Execution 
w*"*"  noe  doubt  would  be  a  good  Service  &  well  taken  at  Home, 
for  it  would  be  soon  known  th*  such  persons  were  here,  he 
reply  ed  the  Hublands  ought  to  have  writt  to  him;  to  w^**  I  an- 
swered they  would  certainly  have  done  so  had  they  known 
that  any  of  those  Pyrates  had  been  here,  I  being  at  th*  time 
very  Intimate  with  him  told  him  very  plainly  that  there  was  a 

I  good  understanding  between  him  &  the  Pyrates,  &  none  so 
blind  as  those  th'  would  not  see;  he  said  tis  true  the  men  had 
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been  civill  to  him,  they  had  brought  in  money  w*"*"  was  an  ad- 
vantage to  the  Countrey,  I  then  asked  him  how  I  could  be  dis- 
charged  from  my  Oath  as   a  Magestrate,   if  I  did  not  take 
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B.  M*  Notice  of  the  Proclamation;  he  was  very  angry  and  upon  that 
Vol.  25.  I  j^C^  j^j^^,  j^jg  ^jf^^  and  daughter  (as  I  afterwards  was  told) 

heard  what  passed  between  the  Gov'  &  myself  &  went  10 
Robert  Chinton  one  of  the  Pyrates,  and  acquainted  him  of  all 
th*  discourse,  who  went  immediately  and  told  the  rest  of  the 
Pyrates  of  it,  whereupon  they  were  so  impudent  as  to  call  me 
Informer  as  1  pass*t  the  streets.  I  again  went  to  the  Gov'  and 
acquainted  him  of  their  Insolency,  &  th'  I  believed  some  of 
his  family  had  acquainted  the  Pyrates  of  our  discourse  about 
them.  His  wife  and  daughter  (then  bting  in  the  Room)  said 
they  did  hear  it  &  that  I  was  no  better  than  an  Informer  & 
deserved  to  be  so  called,  I  then  told  him  what  was  discoursed 
in  his  house  in  private  relateing  to  the  publick  ought  not  to 
be  divulged,  his  answer  that  he  gave  me  noe  thanks  for  it,  I 
then  told  him  that  I  was  resolved  by  the  help  of  God  to  ap- 
prehend those  Pyrates  according  to  the  Proclamation  and  that 
1  would  not  be  foresworn e  to  Oblige  him,  and  so  left  him. 

I  went  immediately  to  Edw^  Shippen  and  Anthony  Maurice 
two  of  my  fellow  Justices  and  acquainted  them  of  the  Proc- 
lamation &  the  Pyrates  that  were  then  in  town,  who  seemed 
at  first  well  pleased  and  willing  to  assist,  but  whilst  I  dis- 
coursed with  Edw**  Shippen,  Maurice  (whose  Kinswoman  was 
married  to  Claus  one  of  them)  went  to  the  Govern'  & 
when  he  return *d,  Refused  to  act,  pretending  he  had  other 
Business,  but  upon  my  threatning  to  complaine  of  him  at 
Whitehall,  he  then  joyn'd  with  us.  After  I  had  seiz'd  upon 
Edmond  Lassell  Robert  Chinton  &  Peter  Claus  three  of  the 
afores**  Pyrates  I  caused  them  to  be  brought  before  us.  We 
examined  them,  by  w''''  it  plainly  appeared  th*  they  did  all  be- 
long to  the  s**  ship  Fancy •  I  was  for  committing  them  to  close 
prison,  but  Edw**  Shippen  &  Anthony  Maurice  were  for  Bay- 
ling  them.  I  sent  for  the  Kings  Atty  Gen'Uo  Inform  them 
bett*  who  told  them  Pyrates  were  not  Baylable,  notwithstanding 
they  took  bayle,  one  Pyrate  being  bound  for  another,  which 
I  protested  against 

Some  time  after  I  had  more  Evidence  and  understanding 
the  Pyrates  had  a  Design  to  be  gone,  I  took  them  up  again 
upon  the  15'^  of  May  following.  One  James  Browne  {who 
married  the  Govern'*  daughter)  was  a  passenger  in  the  s**  ship 
w'**  them  (as  he  says)  but  being  upon  his  oath  did  Confess 
that  the  s**  Lassell,  Chinton  &  Claus  were  in  the  ship  Fancy 
and  had  their  shares  in  the  Plunder  as  by  the  Examination 
n**  I  taken  and  signed  by  David  Lloyd  the  Kings  Attorney 
does  appear  whereupon  we  ordered  the  Attorney  Gen"  to 
write  their  Mittimus  and  commit!  them  to  close  Imprisonm* 
but  soon  after  they  were  at  liberty  &  went  to  their  own 
Houses  &  into  the  Countrey  for  severall  days  together. 
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I  was  informed  that  there  were  more  persons  in  town  gvJihy  b.  m. 
of  Pyracye.  I  then  Issued  out  my  warrant  for  Apprehending  ^'"  *^" 
them  alsoe  but  the  Govern'  hearing  of  it  sent  to  Clay  pool  the 
SherrifT  for  me  and  asked  me  what  I  had  to  do  to  send  my 
warrants  out  ag'  anybody  without  acquainting  him  of  it,  tell- 
ing me  he  was  Chief  Justice  &  that  I  should  Exhibite  my  In- 
formations before  him  if  I  had  any,  &  not  send  my  warrants 
up  &  down  whifling  to  scare  People  (meaning  the  Py rates)  & 
further  sayd  tli^  those  men  you  have  Committed  shall  be 
brought  to  a  speedy  Tryall,  but  however  let  me  hear  now  what 
you  have  to  charge  them  with,  for  they  shall  not  be  kept  in 
prison  for  your  pleasure,  I  replyed  the  Kings  Evidence  was 
ready  when  a  legal!  Court  was  appointed  to  trye  them,  but 
still  refusing  to  acquaint  him  what  I  had  to  prove  ag*  them,  he 
called  me  Rascall,  &  bid  me  send  my  warrants  out  ag^  those 
men  (meaning  the  Pyrates)  if  I  dared,  &  that  he  had  a  good 
mind  to  com  mitt  me,  I  told  him  he  was  Govern'  &  took  his 
liberty  to  give  me  ill  language,  otherwise  1  would  not  take  it, 
that  was  hard  to  be  soe  beared  for  Serving  my  King  &  Coun- 
trey.  He  likewise  ordered  the  Constables  not  to  serve  any 
more  of  my  warrants  as  appeared  afterwards  by  their  refuse- 
ing  to  serve  them. 

The  Govern"  being  that  day  highly  incens  d,  writt  the 
warrant  n°  2  with  his  own  hand,  directed  to  the  Sherriff  of 
Philadelphia  to  disarme  me.  I  liv'd  five  miles  out  of  the 
town,  and  was  often  threatned  by  those  Pyrates,  &  did  at  th* 
time  ride  arm'd  for  my  defence,  for  they  were  at  liberty. 
Curtis  the  Under  sherriff  accordingly  served  the  warrant,  & 
took  from  me  my  sword  &  pistolls  in  the  town  of  Philadel- 
phia, and  left  me  to  ride  home  without  any  arms»  keeping 
them  till  the  Pyrates  were  Gone, 

The  Govern^  called  his  Councill  &  told  them  it  was  great 
pity  those  men  in  the  Goale  for  Pyracy  should  lye  there,  and 
desired  them  to  Consider  of  a  way  for  their  1  ryall,  they  say'd 
they  knew  noe  power  sufficient  in  this  Country  to  try  them, 
neither  would  they  be  concerned  in  it,  but  if  he  pleas'd  to 
ord'  them  to  be  sent  aboard  any  of  his  Maj*^*  frigotts  there  in 
Virginia  or  Maryland  bound  to  England  they  would  be  at  the 
charge  of  it,  his  answer  was  he  did  not  want  their  advice  for 
that  (or  words  to  that  Effect)  and  dismissed  them  seemingly 
displeased;  this  Sam"  Carpenter  John  Custis  &  most  of  the 
Councill  told  me. 

At  length  the  Lords  Justices  Proclamation  received  by  Col' 
Nicholson  w^^  orders  to  be  forthwith  sent  to  Govern'  Mark- 
ham  was  delivered  to  him  by  the  Maryland  Post  (to  whom  he 
gave  a  receipt  for  it)  for  apprehending  Every's  men  &  to  be 
published  immediately.     About  a  hours  after  the  Sherriff  was

to  goe  from  the  Govern"  house  to  the  Prison,  he  and 
the  Pyrates  walking  together  a  considerable  time,  I  hearing 
the  Govern^  had  then  the  Proclamation,  went  to  the  Sheriff  & 
told  him  if  his  prison  was  not  strong  enough  to  hold  the  Py- 
rates, I  would  order  him  a  sufficient  watch  to  guard  them, 
but  he  say'd  he  would  doe  well  Enough  with  them  but  Chin- 
ton  and  Lassell  two  of  the  chief  of  the  Pyrates  made  their 
escape  that  night  the  others  continued  in  Goale;  then  the 
day  following  the  Proclamation  was  published,  but  a  little 
time  after  that  those  Pyrates  w*"**  remained  in  prison  had  their 
libertys  without  bayle,  and  Chinton  &  Lassell  who  did  run 
away  before  the  publishing  of  the  proclamation  were  seen 
afterwards  about  the  Town,  upon  w^*"  1  &  some  others  in- 
formed the  Govern'  of  it,  &  desired  he  would  Issue  out  his 
warrant  for  men  to  apprehend  them,  there  being  a  person 
ready  to  goe  with  them  to  the  place  where  Chinton  and  Las- 
sell were,  but  nothing  was  done  in  it.

Memorandum  of  severall  matters  relating  to  Maryland 
and  Pensilvania  dictated  to  me  by  the  Governor  of  Maryland 
at  Patuxent  Maryland  May  the  26**'  1698. 

Maryland. 

That  the  letter  of  the  clergy  of  Maryland  to  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury  be  the  principal  direction  touching  the  state 
of  the  church  there  as  now  setled  And  that  it  be  imparted 
to  the  Bishop  of  London  and  to  D'  Thomas  Bray  who  is  also 
to  be  informed  by  me  of  the  state  of  his  own  affairs. 

To  acquaint  him  that  Monsieur  Moreau  in  Calvert  County 
is  unfit  for  his  employment  and  M'  James  Clayland  in  Talbot 
scandalous  and  not  qualified.  And  that  if  they  are  removed 
there  will  not  be  wanting  above  three  ministers  more  to  sup- 
ply the  Country  since  4000  Taxables  raising  16000^  Tobacco 
yearly  is  the  least  maintenance  that  can  be  allowed  to  one 
minister.  The  Sheriffs  salary  of  5  per  cent  for  collecting  and 
the  clerk  of  the  parish  his  allowance  being  to  be  deducted  out 
of  it,  so  that  in  severall  places  two  livings  must  be  served  by 
one  Parson, 
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Touching  Collectors  and  other  Officers. 

The  District  of  Patuxent  by  the  Settlement  of  the  Comm^ 
of  the  Customs  takes  in  all  the  Bay  of  Cheasopeak  (except 
Somerset  county)  The  Mapp  will  best  shew  the  extent  of  it 
and  how  many  rivers  and  bays  it  comprehends.  But  by  the 
two  Acts  for  Towns  which  his  Ex'''^  hath  passed  formerly  for 
the  Encouragement  of  Trade  Ports  were  designed  at  Annap- 
olis and  Williamstadt  where  the  Collector  or  his  Deputy  were 
Obliged  to  reside  with  the  Navall  Officer  as  also  the  Lord 
Bake  mo  re's  officer  as  the  Law  directs. 

Quaere  of  the  Merchants  trading  up  the  Bay  several  of  which 
have  petitioned  to  be  entered  at  those  Ports,  whither  it  be  not 
more  convenient  for  the  Trade  of  the  Country  that  shipps  and 
vessells  comeing  to  west,  Rode  and  South  Rivers  which  three 
are  very  nigh  to  Annapolis  And  those  Shipps  that  goe  above 
it  to  Baltemore  and  Cecill  Countys  since  they  sail  just  by  the 
mouth  of  that  Port  should  enter  and  cleer  there  And  there 
Vessells  that  trade  to  little  Choptank,  Kent,  Hole,  Miles  and 
Wye  Rivers,  and  to  Williamstadt  should  not  enter  and  cleer 
at  Williamstadt  those  places  all  adjoyning  to  that  town  and 
port  it  being  very  troublesome  and  often  dangerous  for  them 
to  enter  and  cleer  at  Patuxent,  and  impossible  for  the  officers 
there  to  look  after  shipps  bound  up  the  Bay  and  to  places  is 
farr  distant  from  one  another. 

1  here  is  nothing  to  be  obiected  to  this  but  the  lessening  of 
profitts  of  the  Collector  of  Patuxent,  And  that  it  would  be 
much  more  for  his  Ma*^'  interest  there  should  be  fewer  places 
for  shipps  to  ride  in  the  masters  of  them  will  all  acknowledge 
(except  such  Merchants  as  keep  factors  whose  interest  it  is  to 
keep  the  Trade  disperst  to  the  dam  mage  of  the  Country)  The 
Officers  in  those  places  being  near  the  shipps  which  enter 
with  them  and  easily  visit  and  look  after  them  which  the  other 
officers  cannot. 

His  Excellency  therefore  proposes  that  a  Collector  be  placed 
at  Chester  River  and  up  the  Bay  only  on  that  side  since  that 
officer  will  be  ready  on  all  occasions  to  goe  by  land  to  the  head 
of  his  District  in  Cecill  County,  as  the  Collector  of  Annapolis 
will  be  to  goe  to  the  head  of  Baltemore  The  difficulty  of  passage 
being  most  in  winter  and  spring  which  are  the  chief  times  of 
Trade, 

Herring  Bay  to  remain  in  Patuxent  Dictrict, 

By  the  appointment  of  the  Comm"  of  the  Customes  there 
are  but  three  districts  in  Maryland  viz.  Patuxent  Patomeck 
and  Pocomoke  in  Somerset  County  and  the  same  reasons  still 
remain  for  having  a  small  Frigot  to  cruise  in  the  Bay  as  have 
been  before  proposed,  especially  for  punishing  refractory 
seamen  and  securing  them  from  running   away,  concerning 
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B.  M.  whome  his  Excellency  hath  had  several  petitions  from  the 
^°*'  *5-  Masters  vid:  their  last  Pet"  And  the  Lords  are  humbly  desired 
that  when  they  shall  please  to  command  any  of  the  Captains 
or  Masters  to  come  before  them  (if  not  compellable  to  answer 
upon  Oath)  they  will  oblige  them  some  other  way  to  declare 
the  Truth  it  being  so  much  for  the  good  of  the  Country. 

M'  George  Muschamp  Collector  of  Patomeck  is  ordered  to 
live  at  M'  Cloud's  plantation  as  the  most  convenient  place 
upon  that  River  But  it  being  of  so  great  length  and  the  trade 
of  it  small  maior  W"  Uent  the  Navall  officer  who  lives  in 
Charls  County  is  M'  Muschamp's  Deputy  Collector  and  M' 
Muschamp  is  M'  Dents  Deputy  Navall  Officer  But  in  all  the 
other  ports  the  Collector  and  Navall  Officer  live  near  each 
other,  it  being  necessary,  they  being  a  check  each  on  the  other 
And  his  excellency  obliges  them  to  live  at  those  places  where 
the  Trade  naturally  is  as  he  does  all  other  officers  for  his 
Ma*y*  service  and  the  ease  of  the  Country,  it  being  most  proper 
for  the  officer  to  attend  his  business  and  not  the  business  waite 
on  the  officer  as  hath  allways  been  practised  in  this  Province. 

Peter  Jennings  esq'  is  Collector  of  Patuxent  but  by  the  Act 
of  Assembly  he  hath  a  Deputy  at  Annapolis  and  another  at 
Williamstadt.  M'  Jennings  is  ordered  to  live  at  the  mouth  of 
Patuxent  most  convenient  for  Trade.  M'  Samuel  Watkins 
navall  officer  lives  over  against  him  on  the  other  side.  There 
is  also  a  navall  officer  at  Annopolis,  and  another  at 
Williamstadt. 

M'  David  Kennedy  is  Collector  of  Pocomoke  and  resides 
in  the  most  convenient  place  as  does  M'  John  West  the 
navall  officer. 

Maior  John  Thompson  is  navall  officer  at  the  head  of  the 
Bay  in  Cecill  County  particularly  to  look  after  the  Trade 
of  Pensilvania. 

Memorandum.  That  M'  Edward  Randolph  brought  over 
Commissions  for  a  riding  Surveyor  at  Anapolis  and  another 
at  Williamstadt  which  may  be  turned  into  two  collectors.  But 
the  Riding  Surveyors  now  placed  in  Cecill  County  being  the 
frontier  of  Pensilvania  and  of  Pocomoke  which  is  the  frontier 
of  Virginia  are  of  absolute  necessity  Illegal  Trade  being  much 
carried  on  in  those  parts. 

Memorand:  That  the  Agent  consult  the  copys  of  his 
Excellency's  two  last  letters  to  the  Lords  upon  these  and 
severall  other  matters  in  them  conteined. 

Papists  and  Dissenters. 

That  the  Papists  being  our  profess'd  Enemyes  and  Joyning 
togather  against  us  It  is  proposed  if  it  can  be  granted  they 
may  not  have  so  large  a  liberty  as  now  they  enjoy  The  papists 
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not  being  excepted  in  the  matter  of  keeping  their  chappells  and 
fraternitys  open  to  all  they  can  perswade  to  Joyn  with  them 
But  in  Virginia  they  never  had  that  liberty.  The  Quakers 
have  two  generall  meetings  in  Maryland^  one  on  the  eastern, 
the  other  on  the  western  shore  and  quarterly  meetings  on 
each  side  the  Bay  where  they  not  only  transact  matters  of 
conscience  but  also  manage  their  temporall  affairs  in  which 
they  appoint  their  own  officers  and  keep  books  of  their  pro- 
ceedings which  are  to  them  books  of  record.  Tis  highly 
probable  that  in  those  meetings  they  contrive  ways  to  raise 
Moneys  to  carry  on  the  interest  of  their  party.  Quaere  whether 
such  their  proceeding  are  lawful!  and  whether  their  books  and 
papers  may  not  be  seiz'd  in  order  to  make  further  discoveries. 
Mem:  to  get  a  copy  of  the  Quakers  late  Pet**"  in  England. 
The  copy  of  their  Petition  in  Maryland  is  among  my  papers. 
Mem:  that  Richard  Johns  a  principall  Quaker  when  in  England 
this  last  year  among  others  complemented  the  Lord  Baltemore 
about  his  Comeing  again  into  Maryland  it  being  a  talk  among 
some  of  them  that  he  should  be  again  restored  the  Government 
of  the  Province. 

Other  enemyes  also  to  our  church  and  state  are  most  of  the 
rude  and  dissolute  people  of  the  Province  who  are  managed 
by  the  Papists  and  encouraged  by  the  Quakers  to  joyn  with 
them  to  take  off  the  40-  Tob.  per  Poll,  which  if  it  could  be 
effected  there  can  be  no  Subsistance  found  or  maintenance 
for  our  ministers.  If  any  person  should  obtain  the  Govern- 
ment of  Maryland  where  there  are  so  many  enemyes  to  the 
establish t  Religion  and  so  few  even  of  the  Council  that  are 
cordial  friends  to  it  the  consequences  may  prove  very  fatalL 
For  no  very  good  character  can  be  given  either  of  the  Reli- 
gion or  Moralls  of  the  people  in  generall.  The  first  setting 
up  of  the  Discipline  of  the  Church  of  England  was  indeed  as  a 
novelty  at  first  desired  and  pretty  well  received  but  when  they 
found  the  40*"  Tob*  per  poll  was  continued  and  their  vicious  prac- 
tises by  the  principles  of  it  and  by  the  Government  attempted 
to  be  restrained  Then  they  grew  into  a  dislike  of  it  and  to  form 
party s  against  it  many  of  them  having  never  been  christned 
nor  careing  that  their  children  should  be,  and  very  few  of  the 
rest  ever  coming  to  the  sacrament  tho'  they  never  professed 
themselves  to  be  of  another  perswasion  but  ready  to  find  any 
fault  with  their  ministers  and  to  divulge  their  failings.  In 
like  manner  they  were  as  well  pleased  with  the  Government 
but  when  their  illegall  Trade  was  questioned  and  a  stop  put 
to  their  other  untust  practices  and  justice  speedily  and  impar- 
tially executed  they  flew  off  and  returned  to  their  old  licen- 
tiousness, hoping  by  their  numbers  to  escape  punishment  for 
their  faults  and  to  put  in  practice  again  their  deiatory  way  of

B.  M.  proceedings;  for  the  laws  being  put  in  execution  by  severall 
Vol.  25.  Proclamations  the  officers  of  Justice  were  discount<enanced  in 
doing  such  things  as  were  formerly  practised,  nor  sufTer'd  to 
make  the  corruption  of  their  offices  subservient  to  their  de- 
signs in  causing  sutors  to  attend  them  in  inconvenient  places  at 
their  pleasure  their  offices  being  turn'd  to  serve  their  private 
intrest  rather  than  the  public  good  which  suffered  extreamly 
by  delay  of  Justice  to  the  partys.  The  Case  of  the  Atturnys 
is  fit  to  l>e  Represented  with  the  high  inconveniencys  follow- 
ing if  they  may  not  be  suspended  from  their  practise  as  the 
Governour  shall  see  reason  and  punisht  for  their  misdemean- 
ors and  ill  practices  against  the  Government  some  of  them 
being  the  great  incendiaries  in  the  house  of  Delegates  pre- 
tending by  opinions  in  Law  to  mislead  their  fellow  members 
and  actually  tyrannizing  over  those  their  Clyents  whose  affairs 
they  knavishly  and  ignorantly  manage  severall  of  them  who 
have  served  their  time  at  the  Hoe  setting  up  to  be  lawyers 
and  pretending  to  be  patrons  of  the  People's  libertys  and 
propertys  without  any  othc^r  qualification  then  stout  drinking 
and  noisy  Impudence. 

Memorandums  for  Pensilvania. 

That  all  the  papers  concerning  Day  the  privateer  taken  by 
Captain  Daniel  were  sent  home  to  the  Lords  Commissioners 
for  Trade  to  the  Lords  of  the  Treasury  and  to  the  Com"  of 
the  Custom  house  last  year  in  a  Book  sticht  That  his  Ex*^ 
hath  now  severall  complaints  from  Masters  and  Merchants  of 
seamen  and  servants  run  away.  The  Copy  of  their  Petition 
is  sent  about  the  Country. 

The  Petition  of  the  Masters  to  Captain  Wager  Commo- 
dore was  sent  home  last  year  as  Day's  papers  were.  The 
second  representation  in  th*  Petition  was:  the  great  disappoint- 
ment most  of  us  have  met  with  since  our  arrivall  by  sickness 
mortality  and  the  running  away  of  our  men  thro'  the  great 
encouragement  given  in  Pensilvania  and  that  Petition  to 
Captain  Wager  was  signed  by  the  Justices  of  the  Provincial 
Court  by  the  Grand  Jury  and  all  the  County  Courts  of  the 
Province.  Therefore  that  it  be  represented  to  their  Lord- 
ships the  Necessity  of  their  taking  care  to  prevent  it. 


Observation. 

That  his  Excellency  is  much  afraid  that  the  shipps  which 
lye  up  in  the  Bay  towards  Pensilvania  will  suffer  much  this 
summer  by  their  seamen  being  enveagled  away  especially  if 
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any  privateer  or  Pyrate  arrive  there.  If  obiection  be  made  b.  m. 
to  this  practice  it  is  desired  that  the  masters  and  merchants  '^^'*  *S' 
which  use  this  Country  may  be  called  and  examined  upon 
oath  about  it.  That  by  Proclamation  and  orders  of  Council 
entred  in  the  Journalls  it  will  appear  his  Ex"'''  hath  taken  all 
possible  care  to  prevent  that  mischief  but  the  Country  being 
all  open  it  is  impossible  wholly  to  prevent  it 

Maryland  lyes  under  ^reat  inconveniencys  by  the  Remiss- 
ness of  Government  in  Pensylvaniai  by  their  illegal  Trade 
and  by  the  Manufactures  there  set  up  with  which  in  time  they 
will  supply  the  wants  of  that  Province.  M'  Edward  Randolph 
hath  been  lately  there  and  discovered  some  late  illegall  prac- 
tices in  point  of  Trade  and  hath  sent  home  an  account  to  the 
Comm"  of  the  Custome  house*  As  to  their  Civill  Govern- 
ment all  men  know  the  partial  and  foul  judgment  of  the 
quaker  justices.  The  only  way  to  be  satisfy'd  is  to  send  over 
or  to  appoint  Commissioners  to  examine  into  their  frauds  and 
abuses  of  all  sorts. 

All  which  will  further  appear  by  M"^  Pens  letter  to  his  Ex- 
cellency by  seeing  how  industrious  he  is  to  suppress  any  in- 
formations given  against  his  illegal  practices.  His  Excellency 
thought  it  not  expedient  to  answer  M'  Pens  letter  or  to  hold 
any  correspondence  with  him  without  your  Lordships  com* 
mands  or  direction  which  if  he  receive  he  doubts  not  but  to 
give  your  Lordships  full  satisfaction.  The  threatning  expres- 
sions in  M'  Pens  letter  against  M'  Randolph  are  remarkable 
And  what  he  sais  about  procuring  for  ColL  Fletcher  the  Gov- 
ernment of  Maryland  as  in  Coli  Bayard's  letter.  By  all 
which  it  appears  the  design  he  has  to  advance  the  reputation 
of  his  interest  in  England  by  pretending  to  remove  Governors 
and  frighten  inferiors  into  obedience  unto  himself  by  deterring 
them  to  give  any  accounts  of  his  proceedings.  And  his 
Ex''^  doubts  not  but  that  he  will  use  all  his  interest  to  remove 
him  for  his  endeavors  to  promote  the  churches  and  schools, 
and  to  oppose  the  illegality  of  his  IVade,  his  harboring  Pyrates 
and  entertaining  runaway  servants  and  managing  the  Trade 
of  Maryland  both  lawfull  and  unlawful],  which  that  he  might 
hinder  his  Ex*''^  hath  put  them  under  restrictions  by  obliging 
their  Traders  to  come  to  Annapolis  and  Williamstadt. 
These  Traders  from  Pensilvania  pay  nothing  to  the  support 
of  the  Government  nor  are  of  any  use  or  defence  unto  it 
being  of  the  nature  of  Scotch  Pedlars,  In  fine  his  Ex*''^  takes 
his  Ma*^'  and  M'  Pens  interest  to  be  as  opposite  as  the  French 
Trade  hath  been  formerly  to  that  of  England,  If  M'  Pen 
should  obiect  that  there  is  or  can  be  no  inland  Irade  from 
Pensilvania  to  Maryland,  it  is  observed  that  there  are  two  or

His  Eaf^  desires  that  if  M-  Pen  or  any  other  person  have  any- 
diing  to  ofaiect  to  him  that  they  may  put  the  same  in  writingr, 
sign  it  and  give  security  to  prosecute  the  accusation  that  he 
may  have  his  legal  remedy  against  diem  if  they  (ail  to  make  it 
good.  And  that  in  such  case  he  may  have  leave  to  come  over

&  all  publick  offices  and  places  of  proffitt  &  trust  are  chiefly 
fil'd  &  Possessed  by  this  Sort  of  Men,  w^^  bring  the  unhappy 
cause  of  Endless  Grievances,  under  the  heavy  burden  whereof 
wee  have  been  long  crushed  and  do  still  groan»  Have  there- 
fore presumed  humbly  to  Implore  yo^  Lordshipps  mediation 
with  his  Maj''""  for  a  Redress  &  to  propose  to  yo'  Lordships 
Consideration  this  most  humble  Remonstrancei 

Hy  the  late  Act  of  Parliam'  anno  7^**  &  8^**  Gulielmi  terdi 
Regis  entitled  An  Act  for  the  solemn  affirmation  &  declara- 
tion of  the  People  called  Quakers  and  it  is  provided  &  de- 
clared that  noe  Quaker  or  Reputed  Quaker  shall  be  qualified 
or  permitted  to  give  evidence  in  any  Criminall  Causes  or 
Serve  in  any  Juries  or  bear  any  office  or  place  of  proffit  in  the 
Governm*  w*'^  wee  humbly  conceive  (tho'  our  opinion  therein 
is  overruled  by  the  Quakers  in  their  Courts)  to  be  in  force 
here  as  all  other  Acts  of  Parliam^  are,  except  what  are  Local!, 
such  a  Law  being  of  absolute  necessity  for  the  Preservation 
of  his  Maj^^"  subjects  in  this  Province  &  to  rescue  them  from 
the  many  hardships  &  pressures  w*^^  overwhelm  them  under 
the  present  administration  of  Quakers. 

When  they  enter  upon  Magistracy  they  refuse  either  by  the 
oath  w''*'  the  Law  has  prescribed  or  any  other  to  engage  lor 
their  faithfull  loyall  and  upright  administration  in  their  Re- 
spective Posts  &  trusts,  and  are  soe  farr  from  answering  the 
Law  in  th'  point,  as  alsoe  those  that  are  admitted  upon  Juries 
to  pass  upon  Mens  Lives  Liberties  &  estates,  that  they  refuse 
to  take  the  very  affirmation  prescribed  in  the  above  recited 
Act,  and  use  only  in  all  Cases  where  the  Law  has  appointed 
an  Oath,  a  Certaine  form  of  words  W^  they  call  an  Attestation 
&  not  containing  the  holy  name  of  God,  Affirm  that  it  is  noe 
Oath  nor  is  esteemed  or  taken  by  them  as  such  soe  th'  wee 
have  neither  Juries  nor  any  Legall  Judges  or  Justices  for  the 
Tryall  of  our  Lives  Liberties  &  properties,  &  are  consequently 
deprived  of  the  most  Eminent  Priviledge  enjoyed  now  by  th* 
English  nation,  a  Priviledge  that  ought  to  be  prized  by  all 
sober  English  men  as  their  best  Inheritance,  and  is  therefore 
a  more  wounding  aggrievance  for  that  we  are  sensible  these 
men  could  never  dare  to  be  guilty  of  such  gross  perversion  & 
Corruption  of  Justice  as  is  Commonly  Practised  by  them  in 
these  parts,  were  they  Restrained  by  the  Dread  of  an  Oath. 

Nor  doe  their  Representatives  at  the  opening  of  their  Gen** 
Assemblies  nor  tlieir  Magistrates  upon  their  Admission  to  th* 
publick  trust  either  by  their  Subscriptions  to  the  Association 
or  any  other  legal  test  assert  their  Loyalty  &  approve  them- 
selves by  such  an  engagement  to  be  well  afiected  to  his  Maj**" 
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person  &  Governm'  tho'  both  Law  &  reason  and  the  Common  w.  m. 
practise  of  England  and  all  other  nations  Require  such  solemn  ^'^^'  ^^* 
Credentialls  from  all  persons  upon  their  Promotion  to  a  pub* 
lick  Station. 

The  Principles  they  maintalne  doe  militate  against  the  very 
end  &  essentialls  of  Governmt  w^*"  is  the  Protection  of  the 
People  in  all  their  just  Interests,  and  the  bringing  of  those  to 
condign  Punishm*  that  shall  invade  them.  Soe  they  over- 
powering us  with  the  Votes  inourpublick  Assemblies^  noe  Bills 
can  pass  for  the  forming  of  a  MilUtia  Levying  of  forces  &c*  for 
the  defence  of  the  Country  or  for  the  Collecting  and  Sending  of 
any  Assistance  or  Quotas  for  the  common  defence  of  Frontiers 
or  the  Raiseing  of  Moneys  to  answer  any  such  exigences  of 
Governm'  And  for  such  their  proceedings  alleadge  th*  it  is 
unlawful  that  men  should  be  hyred  to  fight  or  that  the  Sword 
should  bee  drawee  or  made  use  of  in  any  case  whatsoever  by 
w'^*'  meanes  the  County  Lyes  naked  &  defensless  &  exposed 
to  be  ruin'd  &  made  a  Prey  of  by  any  Enemy  that  shall  first 
invade  it 

Their  partiality  in  the  Publick  administration  of  Justice  is 
soe  notorions  th'  the  Quakers  Justice  is  become  a  proverb  in 
these  parts  of  the  world  w*'*'  natureally  flowes  from  th*  greate 
Odium  &  Aversion  w^^  they  entertain  against  all  Christian 
professions  &  Communities  styling  all  out  the  Pale  of  their 
own  Facdon,  People  of  the  World,  &  themselves  the  Lords 
People,  hence  it  is  that  the  People  of  the  World  as  they  call 
them  are  seldom  regarded  for  the  meritt  of  their  cause  in  their 
Courts  of  Judicature  when  they  stand  in  Competition  with 
any  of  their  Party.  The  notorious  Instances  that  might  bee 
collected  of  their  injustice  Violence  &  Oppression  would  swell 
a  large  vollume  but  Wee  shall  not  presume  upon  a  Larger 
Narrative  on  th'  subject  least  wee  should  too  much  trespass 
upon  yo'  Lordshipps  patience  then  the  Recitall  of  three: 

About  eighteen  moneths  agoe  out  of  a  deep  Sense  of  our 
unhappy  Circumstances  many  of  us  did  signe  to  such  a  Re* 
monstrance  as  wee  here  present  yo'  Lordships  which  tho' 
addressed  to  his  Maj'**,  &  purporting  only  a  candid  recitall 
of  our  Agrievances  &  our  humble  suit  to  his  Maj^^*  for  a 
Remedy,  was  suppressed  by  the  Quakers  some  of  the  Sub- 
scribers being  imprisoned  by  them,  others  Terrify ed  with  grie- 
vous threats »  under  a  pretence  that  such  a  Petition  was  an 
Arraigning  of  the  Govern m^  &  against  the  Laws  of  it,  By  that 
Violence  Robbing  us  of  another  inestimable  Priviledge  the  R' 
of  Petitioning, 

The  next  is  a  late  instance  of  their  Illegal  &  unjust  Cruelty 
Practised  upon  the  Person  of  one  Mary  Hunt  the  wife  of  Jere- 
miah Hunt  late  of  Jamaica  &  now  an  Inhabitant  in  Philadel- 
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phia.  This  unhappy  woman  was  Indicted  in  the  last  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions  held  at  Philadelphia  for  the  County  thereof 
the  of  March  1696/7  of  Carnall  Actions  with  a  young 
Man  a  Batchelor  th'  sojourned  in  the  Neighbourhood.  Then 
appeared  but  one  Evidence  against  her»  a  woman  of  an  in- 
famous life  th*  had  Run  from  her  husband  at  Boston  and  was 
known  to  bear  ill-will  to  the  person  shee  thus  Impeached. 
And  though  there  was  but  one  single  Evidence,  &  tV  one  not 
qualified  according  to  Law  (w"*"  in  all  cases  requires  credible 
witnesses)  nor  anything  deposed  by  that  Evidence  upon  Oath 
or  viva  voce  as  the  Law  has  provided,  but  out  of  a  paper  ex- 
tracted from  an  obscure  illegall  examination  taken  in  private 
by  a  Quaker  Justice,  where  the  person  accused  was  not  suf- 
fered to  be  present  or  indeed  to  have  any  knowledge  of  it, 
w^*"  when  read  in  Court  could  neither  be  Repealed  nor  yet 
heartily  owned  the  deponent  then  &  there  present  &tho' like- 
wise th*  paper  deposition  did  not  amount  to  the  Prooving  of 
the  Charge  but  only  sett  foorth  some  indecent  familiarities.  Yet 
notwithstanding  all  these  Circumstances  &  the  manifest  in- 
sufficiency &  defect  of  the  proof  they  found  this  poor  woman 
guilty  and  sentenced  her  to  be  whipt  with  one  &  twenty 
Lashes  on  her  naked  flesh  tho'  her  husband  declared  shee  had 
alwaies  been  to  him  an  Industrious  &  Faith  full  wife  &  of  so 
spotless  a  conversation  th*  her  vertue  was  never  suspected  or 
called  in  question  since  they  were  married  before  th*  time  & 
offered  to  pay  Twenty  pounds  to  Redeem  her  from  the  Exe- 
cution of  th*  sharp  Punishm'  &  disgracefull  Sentence,  w'^*'  is 
double  the  fine  their  own  Law  has  appointed  to  be  inflicted 
even  in  such  cases  were  the  crime  of  Adultery  is  clearly  pro- 
ved. And  thus  their  Zeal  prompts  them  to  handle  one  of  the 
world. 

But  they  could  not  find  a  freedom  in  their  spirrits  to  treat 
Robert  an    Ancient   Friend    &    preacher  among  them 

after  th'  Rate  tho*  Convicted  at  the  same  Sessions  by  manifest 
proof  &  undeniable  Evidence  of  Carnall  dealings  &  Veneriall 
Commerce  with  the  wife  of  one  Rob*  Webb  so  his  matter  was 
managed  thus:  The  Bill  being  found  by  the  Grand  Jury,  a 
Constable  was  ordered  to  bring  him  into  Court,  upon  th' 
two  of  the  most  eminent  Quaker  Justices  left  the  Bench  & 
hastened  to  the  house  of  their  friend  Rob*  where  having  first 
discharged  the  Constable  they  enter  upon  a  serious  Consulta- 
tion concerning  the  managem'  of  their  friends  case  by  such 
proper  Methods  as  might  least  sully  his  Hono'or  fix  any  stain 
upon  him,  w*^**  being  concerted  they  return  into  Court  after  a 
smal  time  their  friend  Rob*  follows  without  the  attendance 
of  any  officer  w^"  was  contrived  in  tenderness  to  his  reputa- 
tion  having  made  his  appearance  they  acquaint  him  with  the 
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Bill  th*  was  found  against  him  by  the  Grand  Jury  and  demand  b  m. 
of  him  whether  he  will  Traverse  or  committ  himselfe  to  the  ^^**^5- 
discretion  of  the  Bench.  Robert  in  pursuance  (as  may  rea- 
sonably be  presumed)  of  those  measures  resolved  upon  at 
his  house  leaves  himself  to  the  Bench  &  then  presently  with- 
drew out  of  Court  soe  th'  the  Bench  Considering  th'  Robert 
was  a  Friend  one  of  the  Lords  People  &  in  the  truth  &  alsoe 
remembering  th^  he  was  a  minister  of  their  Gospell  &  his 
faithfull  service  and  labours  performed  therein  for  the  benefitt 
of  Friends  &  waving  that  formerly  by  the  Pregnancy  of  the 
Proof  &  the  Conviction  of  his  Conscience  hee  had  Confessed 
th'  hee  had  been  Guilty  of  folly  with  Mary  Webb  but  not  of 
wickedness  upon  these  and  such  like  considerations  suggested 
not  by  the  reasonings  of  carnall  wisdom  but  by  the  powerful 
moovings  &  breathings  of  the  Spirritt  and  Life  in  the  Inward 
parts,  they  gave  it  for  godly  &  Righteous  Judgm*  th*  further 
penalty  or  blemish  should  not  be  put  upon  this  good  man 
than  a  small  fine  of  fourty  shillings. 

But  tho'  this  Rehearsall  of  the  Inducements  w*^*"  prevailed 
with  those  Quaker  Justices  to  give  their  Friend  such  a  fair 
Quarter  may  seem  to  be  fictitious  and  put  in  that  canting 
dress  with  design e  to  render  those  men  ridiculous  to  yo'  Lord- 
ships yet  tis  certainly  a  faithful  instance  &  description  of  th' 
frenzy  w*^*"  actuates  this  sort  of  Men  and  hath  given  Life  to  a 
long  series  of  such  despoticall  &  unaccountable  Actions  in 
these  parts  of  the  world  as  would  surpass  the  Credditt  of  any 
Relation  and  is  the  only  defence  they  could  honestly  make, 
were  it  required  of  them,  for  their  Barbarous  Partiality  in  the 
Two  above  recited  Cases  &  infinite  others  but  it  is  now  time 
th*  wee  proceed  to  the  third  Instance  w""^  in  short  was  thus : 

One  John  Moon  a  preacher  alsoe  of  Eminent  Rank  amongst 
the  Quakers  got  his  Serv^  maid  with  child  Moon  own*d  both 
the  fact  &  the  Bastard  &  put  soe  good  a  Countenance  upon 
th'  action  th*  he  would  often  J  east  &  be  very  pleasant  upon 
th'  subject.  Near  that  time  a  young  man  not  married  his 
name  was  committed  a  like  Crime  upon  the  body 

of  a  young  woman  who  was  likewise  Single  but  tho'  their 
Crimes  were  the  Same,  abstracting  from  Moon's  circumstances 
w*"^  did  greatly  aggravate  &  make  the  Offence  more  heinious 
in  him  he  being  an  Antie[nt]  man  &  a  Preacher  yet  their 
Punishm"  were  not  soe  for  Moon  was  Complemented]  rather 
than  Punished  with  the  Imposition  of  a  smal  fine  for  form 
sake  only  w*"*"  *tis  said  was  never  exacted  But  the  poor  young 
man  being  one  of  the  world  could  find  noe  such  treatment  nor 
escape  their  hands  without  a  Bloody  back  whose  Condemna- 
tion was  to  be  tyed  to  a  Carts* tayle  &  whipt  upon  his  naked 
Flesh  as  he  was  dragged  in  that  Posture  through  severall 
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aM.  Streets  he  offered  to  Pa[y]  the  fine  appointed  by  the  law  but 
^^'•^^*  noe  Supplications  or  Sollicitations  he  could  Imply  by  himself 
or  friends  could  Impetrate  or  prevaile  with  his  inexorable 
Judges  for  soe  reasonable  a  favour.  And  at  the  same  Rate 
is  Justice  distributed  to  us  by  these  men  in  Civil  Causes  alsoe 
insomuch  th'  wee  know  not  what  wee  may  call  our  own  All 
the  Laws  &  Priviledges  enjoyed  by  the  Subject  of  England 
tho' the  most  just  the  most  equal  and  ample  in  world  not 
being  a  Sufficient  Guard  to  Secure  our  Persons  Liberties  & 
properties  here  against  the  Arbitrary  Violence  of  these  des- 
poticall  men.  Wee  have  not  been  sollicitous  to  procure  many 
hands  to  this  Remonstrance  from  the  difficulties  th*  did  arise, 
partly  by  the  Remoteness  of  Some  of  the  pusilaminity  of 
others  who  are  doubtful  of  the  Issue  &  the  great  dread  th* 
many  have  Conceived  of  their  rigid  &  Implacable  Mast" 
should  it  happen  to  be  frustrated  of  Success  but  chiefly  from 
a  perfect  assurance  that  the  Reasonableness  thereof  will  le 
more  prevalent  with  yo'  Lordshipps  than  any  number  of  Sub- 
scriptions on  w"^^  Account  wee  doe  humbly  confide  that  yo' 
Lordshipps  from  a  Serious  Consideration  of  the  Premises  will 
think  fitt  to  conclude  that  such  men  as  have  Imbib*d  this 
frenzy  of  Quakerism  are  in  noe  wise  Quallifyed  to  give  Laws 
to  a  Country  or  to  be  Entrusted  with  Magistracy  or  the  exe- 
cution of  his  Maj*'"  laws  or  the  Lives  Liberties  &  Estates  of 
his  Maj""  subjects,  espetially  since  the  Province  is  furnished 
with  a  number  of  men  sufficient  to  serve  his  Maj^'*^  in  all 
the  Posts  of  the  Governm*  and  to  answer  all  publick  Occasions 
therein  Quallifyed  according  to  Law  who  contrarily  doe  look 
upon  it  as  their  Incumbent  duty  by  the  Principles  of  True 
Christianity  to  stand  upon  all  occasions  &  in  all  exigences  in 
the  defence  of  their  Prince  &  Country  with  the  uttmost 
hazards  of  their  Lives  &  Estates  And  wee  doe  hope  alsoe 
and  humbly  Request  that  yo'  Lordshipps  from  the  same 
consideration  will  please  to  Espouse  the  justice  of  our  Cause 
&  become  our  Advocate  with  his  Maj"*  th*  such  men  may  be 
declared  unquallified  &  disabled  to  have  any  share  anywhere 
in  Governm'  either  Executive  or  Legislative,  by  w"^""  act  the 
Aggrievances  of  his  Maj*'"  most  Loyall  Subjects  in  these 
parts  will  be  effectually  Redressed  &  the  Governm*  here  Es- 
tablished upon  a  leg  all  &  solid  basis.  Thus  wishing  yo' 
Lordshipps  increase  of  glory  in  this  &  an  Immortall  State  wee 
most  humbly  begg  Leave  to  Subscribe

Letter  of  Benedict  Leonard  Calvert  c. 

to  the  Lord  Proprietary.  p« 

Dear  Brother. 

By  Cap*""  Russell  in  August  Last,  I  wrote  to  you,  and  gave 
you  some  Account  of  our  Assembly  Proceedings  in  the  Pre- 
ceeding  month,  and  sent  you  also  the  Printed  Votes  of  the 
session;  I  now  send  you  the  Journall  of  the  Upperhouse,  the 
perusall  whereof,  with  the  said  Printed  Voles,  will  Sufficiently 
inform  you  of  the  particular  matters,  therein  Debated;  with 
the  mode  and  Circumstances  of  their  final  Issue 

I  think  I  have  little  to  Add,  by  way  of  Supplement  to  my 
Observations  on  those  particulars,  in  my  last  letter,  Except  in 
one  Instance,  which  the  Votes  or  Journall  may  not  fully  ap- 
prize you  of 

You  will  find  a  Bill  for  the  Emission  of  a  Paper  Currency 
passed  the  Lower  House,  long  Debated  and  much  amended 
in  the  Upper    House,  and   at   last  upon    the  Amendments  p. 
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c.  p.  proposed,  rejected  by  the  Lower  House.  It  were  Needless 
as  well  as  tedious,  to  trouble  you  with  the  Grounds  or  rea- 
sons for  those  Amendments  insisted  on  by  the  Upper  House 
and  rejected  by  the  Lower;  since  it  would  of  Necessity  lead 
me  into  the  Detail  of  the  Country  affairs  in  Generall,  as  well 
in  relation  to  the  Publick  as  to  the  private  Interests  thereof, 
in  Various  matters  of  trade  and  property,  the  which  not  being 
necessary  for  the  present  I  shall  omit.  I  shall  only  therefore 
observe  to  you,  on  the  first  Amendment  proposed,  and  which 
I  Insisted  on  as  a  Sine  qua  non,  to  the  Bill  Viz.  the  s^  Act 
not  to  take  place  untill  your  pleasure  therein  should  be 
known;  lliis  being  the  Leading  Amendment  proposed  and 
known  to  be  insisted  on,  over  set  the  whole  BiU,  for  while  a 
set  of  people  in  the  Lower  House,  were  disputing,  or  rather 
Denying  your  right  to  Dissent  to  Laws,  you  may  Easily 
imagine  they  would  not  in  the  Eyes  of  their  Deluded  fol- 
lowers, so  far  weaken  their  pretention,  as  to  admit  of  this 
Clause,  which  must  appear  a  tacite  Confessione  of  the  same 
right  they  had  pretended  to  Oppose. 

p.  3  The  reasons  which  Induced  me,  to  insist  on  this  Amendm* 
arose;  First  from  the  Consideration  of  the  great  importance 
of  the  Act  proposed,  an  Importance  Indeed  I  thought  too 
great  to  be  Suddenly  Carried  into  Execution  upon  the  hasty, 
or  Even  most  Considerate  resolutions  of  as  weak  Legislators 
Money,  or  somewhat  to  answer  its  Current  Effects  in  trade, 
is  certainly  much  wanted  here;  wee  may  Barter  between  one 
Another  our  Staple  Tobacco,  but  to  Carry  on  and  Inlarge 
our  trade  Abroad  &  to  Invite  Artificers,  Shipwrights  &c  to 
Settle  amongst  us,  another  Species  of  Currency  in  payments, 
seems  very  desirable;  New  York,  Pennsylvania  &c  are  vastly 
improved  in  foreign  Trade,  as  well  as  home  Manufactures, 
by  a  Paper  Currency;  it  is  that,  in  lieu  of  Specifick  Coin, 
which  seems,  to  give  life,  Expedition,  and  Ease  to  trade 
and  Commerce  this  has  drawn  them  into  Communitys  or 
Towns,  they  are  daily  growing  more  and  more  populous, 
and  are  supposed  to  Increase  as  proportionably  in  Credit 
and  riches;    In  Virginia  and    Maryland,  the  Case    is  much 

p.  4  otherwise;  Tobacco,  as  bur  Staple,  is  our  all,  and  Indeed  leaves 
no  room  for  anything  Else;  It  requires  the  Attendance  of  all 
our  hands,  and  Exacts  their  utmost  labour,  the  whole  year 
round;  it  requires  us  to  abhorr  Communitys  or  townships, 
since  a  Planter  cannot  Carry  on  his  Affairs  without  Consider- 
able Elbow  room  within  his  plantation;  when  All  is  done,  and 
our  Tobacco  Sent  home,  it  is  perchance  the  most  uncertain 
Commodity  that  Comes  to  Markett,  and  the  management  of 
it  there,  is  of  such  a  nature  and  method,  that  it  seems  to  be 
of  all  other,  most  lyable  and  Subject  to  frauds,  in  prejudice 
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to  the  poor  Planters;  Tobacco  Merchants,  who  deal  in  Con-  c.  p. 
signments,  get  great  Estates,  run  no  risque,  and  Labour  only 
with  the  pen;  The  Planter  can  Scarce  get  a  living.  Runs  all 
the  risques,  attendant  upon  trade,  both  as  to  his  Negroes  and 
Tobacco,  and  must  work  in  Variety  of  Labour;  I  write  not 
this  in  malicious  Envy  to  the  merch**  nor  do  I  wish  them  less 
Success  in  business  but  I  heartily  wish  the  Planters  Lay  was 
better.     When  our  Tobacco  then  is  Sold  at  home  whatever 
is  the  produce  of  it,  returns  not  to  us  in  Money,  But  is  either 
converted  into  Apparell,  Tools  or  other  Conveniences  of  life,  p-  5 
or  Else  remains  there,  as  it  were  Dead  to  us,  for  where  the 
Staple  of  a  Country,  upon  forreign  Sale,  yields  no  return  of 
Money,  to  Circulate  in  such  a  Country,  the  want  of  such  Cir- 
culation must  leave  it  almost  Inanimate;  it  is  like  a  Dead 
Palsie  on  the  publick,  since  it  can  never  Exert  its  members  or 
faculties,  in  the  pursuit  of  trade  and  Commerce;  An  increas- 
ing Country  and  growing  people  as  this  is,  and  a  Staple,  at 
best  Uncertain,  but  of  late  visibly  declining  in  Value,  as  To- 
bacco is;  incites  the  people  here  to  look  about  and  Enlarge 
their  foundation  in  trade,  to  the  which  money  or  Some  Cur- 
rency, which  may  answer  the  same  uses,  is  necessary,  and  the 
Expedient  to  such  End,  is  a  Paper  Currency  as  proposed  in 
the  Act;  I  herewith  send  you  a  Copy  of  the  s**  Bill  as  it  Came 
up  from  the  Lower  House,  the  Votes  and  Journall  will  show 
you  the  Amendm**  proposed  by  the  Upper  House,  with  which, 
the  Bill  would  generally  have  pleased  here;  I  should  be  Very 
Glad  to  have  the  Bill  Consider'd  of  in  England  and  to  know 
y'  thoughts  upon  it,  which  would  be  Very  Acceptable  to  many 
here.  For  the  people  are  impatient  for  some  such  kind  of  Re-  p.  6 
lief  in  their  Circumstances  and  I  Dare  not  Venture  to  pass 
any  such  Law  here  without  Even  the  Consent  of  the  Crown, 
for  an  Instruction  of  the  Late  Kings  Dated  the  3i»*  of  Aug: 
1724 

It  seems  to  require  that  no  Law  of  an  unusuall  or  Extra- 
ordinary nature  should  be  passed  here  untill  his  Majesties 
pleasure  was  therein  known,  whereunto  referrence  may  easily 
be  had  in  Councillor  Board  of  Trade  Office;  This  was  Indeed 
the  main  reason,  for  my  insisting  on  the  first  Amendm*  before 
mentioned,  for  referring  it,  untill  your  pleasure  should  be 
therein  known,  I  was  Confidant  that  would  Answer  the  Royall 
Instruction  being  secure,  that  you  would  never  send  in  an 
assent  on  your  part,  Untill  you  were  Assured  in  form  of  the 
Crowns;  which  by  the  s**  Instruction  seemed  previously  neces- 
sary;  Having  observed  thus  far  on  the  s*^  Bill,  it  is  submitted 
to  your  Consideration  at  Home,  I  am  Utterly  Incapable  of 
Advising  in  things  of  this  nature,  the  beginning  whereof  is 
obvious  to  the  meanest  Conception,  the  Consequences  of  it 
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c.  p.  in   future  can  only  be  Guess* d  at  and  provided  for,  by  such 
as  are  more  Conversant  in  matters  of  that  nature, 

P*  7  I  shall  now  trouble  you  with  a  word  or  two,  upon  the  Gen- 
eral Situation  of  Affairs  in  Government,  that  1  may  receive 
your  Advices  and  Instructions  in  the  fullest  manner;  and  1 
think  by  taking  a  View  of  the  relation  the  people  bear  to  you 
and  you  to  them,  in  the  points  of  Interest,  I  shall  best  Ex- 
plain myself  to  you;  You  are  the  Proprietary  of  the  soil,  and 
as  such,  the  people  from  time  to  time  owe  you  and  may  be 
Compelled  to  pay  you  Rents  and  fines,  You  and  they  have 
for  some  Years  past  compounded  for  their  Value  another 
Way,  The  people  grow  Jealous,  that  you  have  too  good  a 
Bargain,  You  on  the  other  side,  have  been  I  believe  inlormed 
that  the  Amount  of  y'  Rent  Roll  exceeds  vastly  the  Equiva- 
lent you  Accept  of;  1  must  deal  so  Candidly,  as  to  give  my 
Opinion,  that  their  seems  Error  in  Computation  on  Both 
sides;  It  is  Certain  the  people  Could  no  ways  so  Easily,  so 
insensibly  pay  their  Rents  as  by  this  mediod  now  they  are  in; 
The  Poor,  and  Orphans,  scarce  bear  any  Share  in  the  present 

p,  8  payments,  Ihe  Husbandmen,  from  the  Produce  in  Stock  and 
Tillage  pay  nothing,  which  is  a  great  Incouragement  to  Hus- 
bandry, so  necessary  and  beneficial  to  a  Young  Country,  In 
short] the  traders  who  purchase  Tobacco,  bear  the  greatest 
Share  from  the  Shoulders  of  the  planter;  and  yet  it  is  as 
nothing  to  such  trader;  For  as  M^  Bennett  a  great  and  know- 
ing trader  here  observes,  the  trader  gets  as  much  for  his  goods 
as  he  Can,  in  Tobacco,  having  AUways  the  whip  hand  of  the 
Planters  necessitys  for  Cloaths  and  Tools,  and  when  people 
are  aiming  at  getting  such  Advances  on  their  goods,  as  from 
100  to  200  *p''  Cent,  the  Value  of  2*  p  Hogshead  Duty  is 
scarce  Calculated  or  even  thought  of.  Thus  in  Generall  is 
the  Composition  easy  and  almost  Insensible  to  the  people; 

To  you  I  think  it  of  a  like  Nature,  since  first  the  payments 
are  regular  and  good,  with  the  least  trouble  so  much  money 
can  be  Collected  with;  I  Do  not  believe  your  Rent  Roll  can 
amount  to  above  6000  -p'  Ann,  Which  Could  it  be  Collected 
great  Defalcations  most  be  allowed  for  Charges  and  Losses 
in  the  Collection;  It  would  be  all  most  impracticable  to  get 
Bills  of  Exchange  for  a  regular  remittance  of  the  produce,  if 
they  could  be  got,  it  Could  not   be  Under   less  than  8  or 

P  9  10  *p^  Cent  premium  The  Philadelphians  frequently  are  ob- 
liged to  give  near  that  premium  for  Bills,  and  the  greater 
the  Demand  for  Bills  would  grow,  the  Higher  Premium 
would  be  Exacted;  But  alas,  they  Cannot  be  Collected, 
there  is  not  money  Enough  here  to  be  got  to  make  regular 
payments  from  time  to  time,  so  that  your  Officers  must, 
take  Corn,  Wheat,  Beef,  Pork,   Tobacco  or  some  Commod- 
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ity  of  the  Country,  the  Conversion  whereof  into  money,  and  c  p. 
from    money    into    Bills,    must   be    a  Vexatioos,  Expensive, 
and  allmost  an  Endless  an  Insuperable  task;  I  shall  say  no 
more   at    present,    but    pray    for    the    Continuance   of    the 
Agreement. 

The  next  Concern  you  and  the  people  in  point  of  money 
Interest  are  Engaged  in,  is  the  15  pence  for  the  Support 
of  Government;  The  people  are  but  too  sensibly  apprized, 
that  that  Support  is  in  their  own  free  Choice,  to  the  which 
you  Cannot  Oblige  them. 

And  Surely  it  is  the  greatest  Advantage  that  can  be  had 
over  a  Government,  and  things  can  never  go  well  in  the 
plantations,  whilst  the  Planters  are  so  generally  proud,  pet- 
ulant and  Ignorant,  and  have  the  Common  necessary  Sup- 
port of  Government  so  much  under  their  thumb 

This  Su priority,  as  I  may  term  it,  of  the  people  over  the  p-  ^^ 
Government,  seems  Unaturall,  and  is  I  am  sure  repugnant  to 
the  very  End  for  which  Government  was  Instituted,  Viz.  An 
Authoritative  Influence  for  the  good  order  of  Society, 

I  am  in  hopes,  that  the  present  Contest  on  this  Subject  with 
relation  to  New  England,  will  so  far  be  determined  next  Ses- 
sion of  Parliament,  as  to  Vindicate  the  rights  of  Government 
in  Generall,  and  awe  such  as  have  not  yet,  tho  they  may  be 
ready  to  play  the  New  England  Game;  It  would  be  Extreamly 
happy  for  your  Ease  and  Quiet,  should  the  Parliament  in 
Some  Vote  or  Law  include  all  the  Governments  in  the  Plan- 
tations so  far  as  to  provide  an  Establish m^  Certain  for  the 
Support  of  the  Several  Governments;  As  I  know  not  here 
how  affairs  of  that  nature  do  or  may  stand  at  home  I  shall 
give  you  a  short  Sketch  of  the  footings  on  which,  the  Support 
of  Government  hath  hitherto  stood  in  this  Province;  Lord 
Cecil i us  had  12  pence  p'  Hgd.  During  Life  our  Grandfather 
Lord  Charles  had  the  same,  with  the  Additional  Extension 
for  and  during  the  life  of  his  Eldest  Son  Cecilius  in  case  he  p-  »^ 
survived *him,  Viz.  for  their  two  Successive  Lives.  After  the 
Revolution,  when  the  Crown  assumed  the  Governm*;  The  12 
pence  p'  Hgd,  for  Support  of  Government  was  by  Act  of  As- 
sembly  taken  away  fiom  our  Grandfather,  and  Vested  in  the 
Crown,  for  that  use  for  Ever;  This  was  in  1692  Gov'  Cop- 
ley's Time,  after  Various  revisals  and  renewmentsof  the  Laws 
by  Orders  of  the  Crown,  I  find  in  Gov'  Seyntours  time,  Viz. 
in  Sept  1 704  was  Enacted  An  Act,  Entituled 

An  Act  for  Settlement  of  an  Annuall  Revenue  on  her  Maj- 
esties Governour  within  this  Province  for  the  time  being. 

Whereas  by  An  Act  of  Assembly  &c  formerly  made  &c, 
and  so  recites  the  Act  for  settling  2*  p'  Hgds  on  the  Lord  Pro- 
prietary Viz  1*  for  acceptation  of  Rents  in  Tobacco  at  2  pence 
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c.  p.  p'  pound,  and  i*  p'  Hgd.  for  the  Support  of  his  Governm*  &c 
By  this  Act,  As  the  Government  was  out  of  his  Lordships 

p  "2  hands,  they  settle  s^  i*  p'  Hg**  (before  Settled  and  Intended 
for  the  Support  of  Government)  for  the  future  to  be  levied 
and  paid  unto  the  Queen  her  heirs  and  Sucessors  for  the  Sup- 
port of  her  Government,  for  the  time  being  in  and  over  this 
Province, 

This  Law  amongst  many  others,  was  in  April  171 5  whilst 
M"^  Hart  acted  under  the  Crown  revised  and  reenacted.  By 
all  this  you  will  perceive  that  the  Proprietary's  had  at  least  for 
life  the  1*  p'  Hgd.  for  the  Support  of  Government,  and  the 
Crown  had  a  Settlement  therein  for  Ever. 

I  now  Come  to  the  restoration  of  the  Government  to  the 
Proprietary,  Our  fathers  time  was  so  short  as  not  to  Afford 
any  transactions  of  this  kind;  When  it  Devolved  on  you,  the 
Country  found  themselves  engaged  to  pay  their  rents  in  Money 
according  to  the  Patents,  for  the  i'  p'  Hgd,  premium  for  Accep- 
tance of  Rents  in  Tobacco  or  2  pence  p'  pound,  determined 
with  our  Grandfathers  life.  Therefore  you  and  the  Country 
negociated  the  Agreement  which  hitherto  from  time  to  time 

p.  *3  hath  been  renewd,  Viz.  2'  p'  Hgd.  in  full  lien  of  all  Rents  and 
fines;  This  being  to  be  Confirmed  and  Established  by  Law, 
the  Assembly  Collected  the  Severall  Imposts  on  Tobacco  into 
one  Law,  and  so  by  one  United  Act  Settled,  the  2*  for  Rents 
and  fines,  the  former  i*for  support  of  Governm'  to  w*'*'  (having 
Enlarged  the  Gauge  and  Tare  of  Hogsheads)  they  Added  3 
pence  more,  Viz,  15  pence  in  the  whole.  Now  as  herein  was 
the  Composition  for  y"^  Rents,  L"^  Guilford  doubtless  thought 
it  not  proper  to  Confirm  such  Agreement  for  a  longer  time 
than  your  minority,  That  when  you  Came  of  Age,  you  might  re- 
main at  full  and  Unquestionable  Liberty  to  Continue,  alter,  or 
totally  Dissolve  such  a  Composition,  Therefore  was  the  Law 
pro  tempore  only  and  by  it,  the  Revenue  for  the  Support 
of  Government;  which  used  to  be  for  longer  Continuance  as 
above  related  became  as  temporary  as  the  Composition  for 
Rents*  An  Error,  whether  Designd  or  not  by  the  then  As* 
sembly,  very  mischievous  in  its  Consequences  to  you  at  present, 

p.  1 4  How  this  Inconvenience  can  now  be  avoided  is  worth  Con- 
sideration, and  I  wish  it  may  be  found  practicable;  The  rea- 
son of  a  more  certain  Settlement  of  the  Support  ol  Govern- 
ment, is  in  the  Sense  of  all  Sober  people,  confessedly  with  us» 
and  the  rule  and  Custom  all  Along  in  this  province,  seem  to 
Evince  it;  but  I  fear  little  dependence  is  to  be  had,  on  the 
operation  such  reason  may  have  in  the  minds  of  the  Male- 
volent; But  at  all  Adventures,  I  would  recommend  the  taking 
the  best  advices,  how  it  might  behove  us  to  proceed  in  Case 
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of  a  refusal  to  Support  the  Government,  as  usually  How  far  c,  r, 
and  wherein,  the  long  Custom  of  1*  at  the  least  for  that 
Support,  may  Countenance  a  Constant  Demand  of  the  like 
for  the  future;  Whether  any,  and  what  use  may  be  made  in 
your  favour,  of  that  Act  of  1704.  Settling  Ton  the  Queen 
Her  Heirs  and  Successors  for  the  Support  of  Her  Government 
for  the  time  being  in  this  Province,  whether  by  the  Devolution 
of  the  Government  to  you,  with  other  Rights  and  Adjuncts  of 
Government,  that  i'  may  in  any  Legal  Sense  be  deemed  to 
have  Devolved  to  you,  or  be  invested  in  you  to  and  for  the  p*  *5 
same  Purposes;  These  Enquires,  may  amount  to  a  good  pre- 
caution against  all  Events 

The  next  matter  wherein  the  Interest  of  Proprietary  and 
people,  may  seem  to  meet,  or  have  any  reference  to  Each 
other,  is  the  Settlement  and  rights  of  the  Severall  Offices  in 
Government;  Long  hath  been  the  Contest  about  Officers  Fees, 
which  doth  now  so  far  affect  your  interest  in  your  Officers  that 
since  y'  Dissent  to  the  Regulation  made  in  1725  the  Officers 
are  without  an  Execution  for  their  fees,  which  makes  them 
very  ill  paid  to  the  no  small  loss  of  the  Officers  but  really  to  a 
Disrepution  and  disreguard  of  their  Offices,  Since  Every  In- 
solent fellow  thinks  himself  free  to  refuse  paym*  and  Brow- 
beat, as  it  were  the  Officers;  And  is  besides  a  Continuall  Bone 
of  Contention,  and  a  Specious  Handle  to  amuse  the  Ignorant. 
It  is  too  true  that  by  the  same  reason  an  Abatement  was  made 
in  1725,  they  may  Every  three  Years  Exact  a  farther  Abate- 
ment, untill  the  Officers  should  by  such  repeated  Abatem**  be  p- 1^ 
reduced  to  the  mean  wages  of  the  Commonest  writing  Clerks; 
For  my  part  I  should  Imagine  fees  to  be  Due  by  Originall 
Right  without  an  Establishm'  by  Law;  And  it  is  remarkable 
that  the  severall  Laws  made  here  relating  to  fees,  have  been 
sliled,  Acts  for  the  Limitation  of  Officers  fees^  and  not  for  the 
giving  or  Granting  them;  How  far  reasonable  or  unreasonable 
the  Regulation  of  1719,  the  last  you  Agreed  to,  may  be,  I 
shall  not  enter  into,  being  to  be  thought  a  party  Concerned, 
but  as  Even  that  Regulation,  is  a  Clipment  from  the  Law  of 
1 704,  and  that  from  one  before  that  &c,  I  would  deduce  this 
reasoning,  that  if  the  fees  twenty  or  Thirty  years  agoe  were 
not  thought  unreasonable,  the  Law  of  1719,  which  reduces 
them  to  much  less  cannot  I  think  be  Deemed  so  since  the 
Country  is  doubtless  much  more  able  to  Support  Offices  now, 
than  in  those  Days.  I  shall  now  Beg  the  Liberty  to  recom- 
mend Some  Queries  to  be  Advised  on. 

1,     Whether  you  have  by  the  rights  of  your  Charter  Power 
to  Establish  fees,  where  there  is  no  Law  to  Ascertain  or  Limit  p.  17 
them.

3^'^  If  your  Charter  may  not  warrant  such  a  Power, 
whither  must  the  Officers  resort  to,  for  a  Settlement  thereof 
certain  and  secure  on  the  Assemblys  refusal!  to  confirm  to 
them  such  fees,  as  they  have  hitherto  Enjoy *d;  or  what  Course 
can  the  Officers  take  to  recover  their  fees, 

^thiy  Whether,  whilst  there  is  no  Law  here  for  fees  nor 
any  other  Certain  Establishm*  the  Officers  may  not  recover 
fees  at  Law  According  as  they  are  Settled  in  the  Courts  of 
England  by  the  Very  Rule  Lay*d  down  by  these  people,  that 
the  Laws  of  England  are  to  take  place,  where  our  own  are 
Silent,  And  in  Generall  How  it  may  be  possible  and  more 
Convenient  to  Come  to  Certainty  in  this  Affair. 
p.  iS  The  Consequence  of  some  such  Inquirys  as  these  to  the 
Honour  and  quiet  of  your  Government  seems  very  Evident; 
for  wee  here  know  not  which  way  to  turn  ourselves  in  such 
nice  and  important  matters.  Wee  can  do  no  more  then  insist 
on  yo' regulation  of  1719,  pursuant  to  your  Instruction,  but 
that  will  not  get  us  the  fees,  unless  wee  can  be  put  into  some 
method  to  Exact  them,  without  the  help  of  an  Act  of  Assem- 
bly,  which  cannot  easily  be  Obtained. 

I  have  for  this  time  done  with  Publick  Affairs,  wherein  if  I 
have  tired  your  Patience,  tho  I  hope  I  have  not  beyond  Ex- 
cuse trespassed  on  your  goodness. 

In  your  kind  Letter  of  April  3**  1729  wherew^*"  you  favoured 
me,  you  order'd  me  to  Acquaint  M'  Lloyd»  to  remit  to  Cap* 
Hyde  for  yn  use  the  Quota  out  of  the  Secretary's  Office  w*"** 
M'  Lowe  used  to  have;  before  I  saw  M'  Lloyd  after  the  receipt 
p  '9  of  yours,  I  received  a  Letter  from  M^  Beake  wherein  he  De- 
sired me,  to  send  him  a  Copy  of  the  Commission  to  him  and 
Lowe,  which  is  here  recorded,  Upon  perusall  whereof  (in  the 
Copy  herein  Inclosed)  you  will  find  the  s**  Office  Granted  to 
the  Survivor  of  them,  which  being  a  transaction,  so  very  early 
in  your  minority,  I  imagined  you  might  possibly  have  forgot 
when  you  wrote  your  letter,  and  as  M*^  Beake  by  Desiring 
a  Copy  of  the  Commission,  seems  to  have  that  Survivorship 
in  View,  and  doubtless  long  agoe  has  apprized  you  of  his 
thoughts  that  way,  if  he  has  that  View,  I  thought  it  most 
convenient,  to  deierr  Speaking  to  M'  Lloyd,  untill  I  should 
receive  y'  further  Commands  therein  which  I  will  answer,  will 
be  time  Enough  for  any  payments  he  will  make  on  that  Score; 
I  have  sent  M'  Beake  a  like  Copy  of  the  Commission,  which 
in  Common  Civility  was  not  to  be  refused,  and  Which  being 
publick  on  record,  might  Easily  have  been  had  from  any  one 
Else. 
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I  have  heretofore  mentioned  the  necessity  of  Resurveying  c  p. 
your  Mannors,  without  which  much  of  them  will  soon  be  lost;  p.  20 
maay  daily  Incroach  on  them,  and  the  Evidences  that  Can 
only  prove  bounded  trees,  as  daily  grow  Old  and  Drop  of; 
Your  Orders  to  your  Agent  therein  will  I  think  be  of  the 
Utmost  Consequence  to  y-  Landed  Interest,  and  not  for  the 
Above  reasons  to  be  Delayd;  Your  Mannor  of  Pangayah  is 
ihey  say  already  Sw allowed  up,  for  people  pretend,  that  no 
one  knows  where  to  find  it. 

Ned  Continues  Very  thin,  and  his  Cough  and  Spitting  very 
troublesome,  I  much  fear  the  Approaching  Winter  will  hardly 
relieve  it* 

The  Cold  Season  is  a  relief  to  me;  Wee  have  been  lately 
up  to  Philadelphia  on  a  Visit  to  Gov^  Gordon  where  wee 
were  received  in  a  particular  Handsome  manner,  but  I  was 
Extreamly  ill  both  there  and  in  my  whole  Journey,  since  I 
Came  home,  I  have  had  a  Severe  flux,  but  it  has  carried  of 
the  Cholick,  and  with  the  Sharpness  of  the  weather  I  begin  p,  21 
to  have  a  little  appetite,  which  for  the  Summer  Six  months  I 
was  an  Utter  stranger  to,  living  that  time  I  think  in  Continued 
Misery  and  pain,  but  as  yet  there  are  few  things  that  will  stay 
upon  my  stomach, 

I  beg  leave  to  remind  you  of  a  matter,  which  by  M'  Lowe's 
Death,  possibly  you  may  be  a  Stranger  to,  Viz.  That  after  the 
Last  hearing  before  the  Attorney  and  SoUicitor  Generall 
about  the  3  Lower  Counties,  a  Great  many  Papers  of  yours 
relating  to  that  Dispute,  were  left  for  their  Perusal  and  per- 
haps may  Still  be  there. 

Pursuant  to  your  last  powers  given  me  I  have  Sworn  Col 
Rider  of  the  Councill,  who  I  hope  will  give  Satisfaction;  I  shall 
to  the  Utmost  of  my  power  recommend  Such  to  that  Board,  as 
will  be  of  most  Credit  and  use  to  it,  and  follow  your  Advices 
thereto,  as  Close  as  possible;  but  believe  me,  such  men  as  ought 
to  be  Chosen,  are  not  Easily  got,  and  few  men  Care  for  an 
Empty  Honour  attended  with  trouble  without  some  recom- 
pense. 

There  is  not  places  in  the  Government  Sufficient  for  all,  p.  22 
and  the  Country  refuse  still  to  pay  them  Even  for  Attendance 
when  Necessary; 

It  is  in  Vain  now  to  Expect  to  gain  the  Country  to  do  it; 
they  say  the  15  pence  p' Hgd,  for  the  Support  of  Govern- 
ment, raises  such  a  Considerable  sum  more  than  the  Salary 
settled  on  the  Gov^  that  you  Ought  to  pay  y'  Councill  out  of 
it,  if  you  think  they  Deserve  any  reward  for  their  Attendance, 
and  this  is  preachd  with  the  more  Spitefull  View,  that  the 
Councill  should  think  themselves  Slighted  by  you,  whilst  you 
refuse  to  pay  them  for  Attendance;  They  farther  urge  that  the
